The above cut gives a view of the church on the Church street side, ami represents one of the front entrances, the south- 
ern transept, the beautiful clock tower, 127 feet high, and the chapel. The main building will be 21b feet lone, width across 
transepts IMS feet, across nave 08 feet. The tower will contain the bell and an illuminated clock. The auditorium will be 116 
feet lone and seat IKK). The walls will he 25 1-2 feet high, and the apex of ceiling 70 feet. 

The style of architecture will be Romanesque, and the material will be pink granite with hrownstone trimmingB. The 
interior will be finished in hard wood, oak or cherry, and the heavy trusses will rest on large carved stone corbels. The chapel 
will have Indie's parlor, pastor’s study, class rooms and all modern conveniences for church and social gatherings. There will 
be some beautiful memorial windows. 

The plans were furnished by (Mr. George F. Meacham, who was also the architect of Channing church, and the editice 
will cost §150.000, all of which has* been subscribed, so that the church will he finished free from debt. 


LAYING T1IE CORNER STONE. 

The Exercises of Fast Day at the New 
Eliot Church. 


Interesting Reminiscences and Addresses 
by tl»e Pastors of Other Churches. 

The exercises attending the laying of 
the corner stone of the new Eliot church 
building began in Eliot Hall at II o’clock 
on Thursday morning with the singing 
of “ Rock ot Ages” by the congregation. 
Rev. Dr. Calkins offered prayer, and an- 
nounced that the program would* consist 
of the reading of the addresses to the 
successors of the present generation, to 
be placed under the corner stone. 

Mr. Charles E. Billings was first called 
upon, and said that the box would con- 
tain. besides the contents of the former 
boxes, copies of tlie Newton Graphic, 
and other papers of Newton and Boston, 
a picture of the city taken from Mt. Ida, 
a map of Newton, pictures of the other 
churches of Newton, the floor plan of 
the church, twenty-eight papers relating 
to the church, the church annual, some 
coins and fractional currency, the ad- 
dresses of Eliot church to the Eliot 
church of the future, and the following 

REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMITTEE. 

Allusion is made in the report to the 
fire which destroyed the former meeting 
house, Sunday, Jan. 16, 1887, and of the 
election of the building committee at .a 
parish meeting held Jan. 25, 18S7. The 
committee resolved at the outset that the 
future usefulness of the church should 
not be crippled by a debt, and an appeal 
was made to every member to contrib- 
ute toward the erection of the new meet- 
ing house. Nearly every man, woman 
and child connected with the parish re- 
sponded to the appeal. The sum of 
$25,000 was pledged toward the rebuild- 
ing on the day of the Ore. and contribu- 
tions have been so liberal that the new 
building will lie dedicated freo of debt. 
After an inspection of numerous plans, 
the committee adopted those submitted 
by Mr. George F. Meacham, which em- 
braced church and chapel in one harmo- 
nious edifice of the Romanesque style of 
architecture, to be constructed of gran 5 to 
with hrownstone trimmings. The con- 
tract for the building was made with 
Messrs. Woodbury A Leighton of Boston, 
the plastering with Mr. John Mack, ami 
the slating with Messrs. John Farqu liar’s 
Sons of Boston. The estimated expense 
for the edifice, organ and furniture com- 
plete, will he about $150,000, which is 
fully provided for by subscriptions, in 
addition to $40,838.71 received from the 
insurance of the former building. 

MR. JOHN C. CHAFFIN 
read the report of the builders of the 
church, which expressed the hope 
that as the material structure was 
built up and perferred, the spirit- 
ual church would also be built up 
upon the broad and sure foundations 
laid by the fathers, and the faith re- 
ceived from them would he kept invio- 
late. He also certified to the list of sub- 
scribers to the building fund, which con- 
tained 830 names, exclusive of the socie- 
ties which bad contributed. 

Rev. Dr. Calkins then lead the follow- 
ing address: 

FROM ELIOT CHURCH IN 1888 TO THE 
ELIOT CHURCH OF THE FUTURE. 

To the members of Eliot church and 
congregation, at the time known only to 
God, when this cornerstone shall bo re- 
moved, and these words shall lie read : 

Dearly Beloved We found under 
the corner-stone of our meeting- house, 
which was burned Jan. 16, 1887, valuable 
papers addressed to us by the fathers of 
this church. Wo enclose them with 
this message to you, not knowing when 
they will come to light. We are build- 
ing of granite and not of inflammable 
wood, and we address you now with the 
solemn thought that these lines may 
never lie seen by mortal eye. We com- 
mit them to his keeping, who by his Pro- 
vidence ami by his Spirit will testify to 
you our love for your souls. We send on 
to you the assurance which we have 
received from our fathers, that they and 
we ami you of the unknown generations 
to come, are all loving brethren iu Christ 
Jesus. We love you as they loved us. 
ami we fervently believe that Christ 
loves us ail even as his father loved Him. 
In one indissoluble and everlasting com- 
munion of saints in glory with saints iu 
conflict, we bless you out of the house of 
the Lora!-— 1 The Lord bless you and keep 
you; the Lord make his face sbiue upon 
you and be gracious to you; the Lord 


lift itp his countenance on you and give 
you peace! 

This structure is designed for you even 
more than for ourselves. In 1860 places 
were provided for one thousand worship- 
ers. On rare occasions the building was 
over-crowded, but our congregation has 
never reached a higher average than six 
hundred. A ground floor of eight hundred 
sittings, with provision for enlargement 
by means of galleries would probably be 
adequate for this generation, and would 
he more convenient for us than the di- 
mensions we have chosen. But we are 
looking no ton things seen but upon things 
which are not seen. Our faith gives sul>- 
stauce to the things hoped for in your 
behalf. We expect you to remain always 
united in love to one another and in de- 
votion to the gospel, so that in time the 
vast building with galleries in nave and 
transepts, will he crowded with devout 
worshipers. We feel already the inspira- 
tion of the past and of the future and 
seeing that we are compassed about by 
so great a crowd of witnesses, we would 
lay aside every weight and the sin that 
doth so easily beset us, and run with pa- 
tience the race that is set before us, 
looking unto Jesus, the author and fin- 
isher of our faith. 

Instead of voluminous records such as 
our fathers left us in manuscript, we 
leave you the ’’Annual of Eliot church” 
in print, which will give you our history 
from the beginning to this time. But 
there are many things which demand a 
heartier expression titan these brief rec- 
ords convey. 

The founders of this church, a very 
few of whom linger with us, deserve a 
worthier tribute of our affection than we 
have enclosed to you. Many remain to 
this hour who remember their sacrifices 
in our behalf. They built for us and our 
children as we are building for you. To 
their unwearied cooperation with our 
ministers in every good work, the church 
owed its rapid increase and spiritual 
prosperity; ami to their careful organiza- 
tion, both church and parish owe their 
harmony and efficiency stili. 

We have carried on their work with no 
essential changes in its methods. Since 
the last corner stone was laid our town 
has become a city with all the blessings 
of the highest Christian civilization. But 
it continues to be a place of residences, 
without hotels and without commercial 
enterprises. The church continues to tie 
a communion of Christian families like 
the country church of old time. Few are 
to he found in this favored place desti- 
tute of the blessings of home. But we 
extend our welcome to all and the best 
evidence we can give you that it is accept- 
ed and that the rich and the poor meet to- 
gether to worship God who is the maker 
of them all, is the enclosed list of build- 
ers of this meeting house. The brethren, 
who of their abundance have provided 
the greater portion of the expense, have 
refused to let you distinguish them from 
those who have given their mites with 
oven greater sacrifices. We are one great 
family of God’s children! The serious 
calamity we have suffered and the enter- 
prise iu which we have engaged, have 
strengthened our loyalty and courage, 
ami united us in the teuaerest bomls ot 
affection. Many have been drawn to us 
by our disasters and none have forsaken 
us. Without tho privilege of reserved 
pews our people are generously ^ontrib- 
, uting to the enhanced expenses of the 
parish, and continuing their missionary 
and benevolent contributions, while they 
are providing about $50,000 for each of 
these two years of building. 

The spiritual work of the church was 
not arrested but rather quickened by our 
calamity. Its growth by conversion h;w 
always been continuous rather than peri- 
odical. Regular services rather than 
special meetiugs have been employed as 
our means of grace. Some one is always 
inquiring ami few communion Mason* 
have passed without the welcome of now 
members to the church. We have not 
been iu haste to follow the example of 
many Cougregatioual churches in making 
changes of the old order of service. At 
our Sunday school concerts aud chil- 
dren’s meetings we have devotional read- 
ings and responses from the congrega- 
tion. But iu our regular services we are 
content to pray and ponder God’s word 
with one voice, the voice of our minister, 
giving the sense; aud we still believe 
with our l’ilgrim fathers that the preach- 
ing of the Word is the most important 
part of divine worship, wherein we are 
ministering the Gospel of God that the 
offering up of the people may be accept- 
able, beiug sauctified ID the Holy Ghost. 
No doubt you will greatly enrich these 
services, but the only thing we counsel 
you to discard altogether, if you fiud a 
substitute, is the reading from the pul- 
pit of interminable uoticee beyoud the 
reach of the most retentive memory. 

The worshiping congregation is by no 
means sileut in our services. The liberty 


| of prophesying and of praying with their 
I own voices has always been exercised by 
the brethren of the church. And since 
; their baptism by fire, and Ithe ^stirring 
up of their hearts by the Holy Ghost, the 
young people have conducted a prayer 
meeting numerously attended, wherein 
1 not only the brethren but the younger 
sisters of the church also pray and read 
the Scripture and admonish one another. 
And in all our meetings our voices as 
well as our hearts are united in I’slams 
and Hymns and Spiritual Songs. Nearly 
all the churches around us have choirs of 
paid singers, but the Eliot choir for more 
than forty years has been composed of 
members of the church whose service 
is a labor of love. In the olden time 
they were assisted by Deacon Wood- 
ward’s viol and other instruments. This 
sacred orchestra was displaced by a pi- 
! ano-forte betore the first organ was in- 
troduced. Th rough all these years the 
choir has maintained its organization and 
sustained its enthusiasm. At present a 
young people’s choir is in training to as- 
sist and succeed those who have been 
long in service, and the two choirs some- 
times sing together or antiphonally. To- 
day they sing for us a prophetic hymn, 
and we pray that the glorious things 
spoken of Zion, the city of our God, may 
be celebrated in your day, in more tri- 
umphant strains, and always by the vol- 
unteer el.oir of Eliot church. 

This is me mother of all the churches 
in this section of the city. 8he has al- 
ways been a loving and generous mother. 
Without a trace of jealousy or contro- 
versy in all our history, we have labored 
with oilier denominations in the common 
work of the gospel. The series of so- 
lemnities in which we are engaged 
this week, began iu a united meeting of 
the hliot, ('banning, Grace, baptist ami 
the Methodist churches, to commemo- 
rate the death of the Lord aud to pray 
for Christian unity. It was a spontane- 
ous expression ot the universal desire of 
our time for charity and brother- 
hood among all who profess and 
call themselves Christians. We have 
long been accustomed to welcome to 
membership in this church Christians of 
other denominations and all persons 
whom we believe to be truly regenerate, 
without scrutiny of their opinions on 
things not essential to salvation. Yet we 
are not the less loyal to the faith and 
probity of our New England Fathers. 
The essential truths of the gospel which 
are now rapidly displacing the divisive 
creeds of the past century, are a legiti- 
mate development of the great coules- 
sions of the Reformation, which we have 
always held sacred. We have uo piophet 
among us as our fathers had. We do not 
venture to predict what you will live to 
see. But we hope aud pray that all 
divisions and offences may berenumd 
from the church ot Christ long before 
tliis corner stone shall be disturbed, and 
: tliat you may all ho one iu Christ, as he 
; is one with the Father. 

And now, dearly beloved, we bid you 
welcome to this goodly fellowship of the 
saints, from which controversies and all 
uucharitableness are vanishing, to give 
place to the deeper love and grander w ork 
of the future*. We bid you welcome to 
the best country iu this redeemed world. 
Since the last corner ,stoue was laid, the 
prediction which it concealed has been 
fulfilled, aud the greatest sin ot this laud 
has been removed iu our sufferings. You 
will be confronted by other evils nhieh 
; are just beginning to be formidable. But 
j you will belong to a nation of freetneti 
who have never long submitted to uu- 
I righteousness, aud never for a moment 
doubted the final triumph ot liberty uud 
I self-government. And you will belong 
: to a generous aud reinvigorated church, 

I the Kingdom of that 1‘rtuce ot 1‘eace. 
j who by loving kiuduess alone is subdue- 
ing all things unto himself. Fight the 
| good light, keep the faith. The faith 
once delivered to the saints, the 
faith for which our father contended 
' earnestly, our most holy faith, on which 
; we are buildiug ourselves up, is the only 
! possible defence of liberty, righteous- 
uess and good government in our glori- 
ous country. You have severer con- 
flicts to endure aud greater victories to 
win than we ami our fathers have 
known. We expect you to be strouger 
aud holier men and womeu than we have 
beeu. You cannot love Eliot church 
more dearly, hut we charge you before 
angels and men to make Eliot church 
more helpful iu every redeeming work 
for the good of uieu and for the glory of 
God. 

And uuto him who is able to keep you 
from talliug, aud to set you before the 
presence of bis glory without blemish iu 
exceeding joy, to the ouly God our Sa- 
viour through Jesus Christ, be glory aud 
majesty aud power before all time aud 
now aud forever more, Amen. 

Ou the fifth day of April, iu the year of 
our Lord, 1888, Eliot church aud congre- 


gation, being assembled to lay the corner 
stone of their third meetinghouse, send 
this greeting to the Eliot church and con- 
gregation of the future.

Wolcott Galkins, pastor; F. G. Barnes, 
chairman of prudential committee: ( has.

The box was then closed ami taken 
away to be sealed up, and placed under 
the corner stone. 

OTHER ADDRESSES. 

Rev. I>r. Calkins said that the time re- 
maining would be devoted to reminis- 
cences and congratulations from other 
churches. After singing the hymn, 
“Jesus shall reign where’er the sun,” 

REV. DR. FURRER, 

representing the First church of New- 
ton Centre, was called upon, and 
told of the love the First church had 
always felt for the new church. He had 
offered prayer at the laying of the former 
corner stone, as the pastor of the church 
which the founders of this church had 
always loved. On the day of the fire he 
had conducted services for the church, 
out of love for the church, and the mem- 
bers had reason to thank God for the 
kind of men who had founded Eliot 
church. They began with love for the 
truth, with zeal for righteousness, with 
liberality, and those qualities had always 
belonged to it. The members had been 
called upon to make sacrifices for the 
church, bnt that would only cause them 
to love it the more. 

REY'. FRANCIS B. HORN It ROOK E 

was next called upon, aud expressed tho 
i congratulations and good wishes of 
j Channing church. That church had 
been one of the first to throw open its 
i doors to Eliot church the Sunday their 
building was burned, and the Eliot peo- 
( pie had looked so well there that he had 
hoped to see them often. He was glad 
the church was to have a new and hand- 
some temple in which to worship. The 
carping one sometimes heard at the mon- 
ey put into churches he did not like to 
hear. It did not look well for people to 
live in palaces and have a hovel for the 
house of God. There should be some re- 
lation between the houses and churches. 
If the former had every luxury, it was 
not fitting for the latter not to have 
them. Our fathers did the best they 
could afford iu building their churches, 
and we should do the same. He was 
glad to see that so many had contributed, 
for people appreciated what they helped 
to pay for. His church had done the 
same, and if it was not all paid for it was 
because their assurance was greater than 
their insurance. He hoped the people 
would carry into their new church build- 
ing all »he good influences and aims of 
the past. 

REV. H. J. PATRICK 

of the West Newton Congregational 
church said that he was happy to bring 
the congratulations of the oldest daugh- 
ter to the youngest. He recalled the 
dedication of the former church, in a 
driving snow-stornF, on another Fast Day, 
in which he had taken part. The old 
faces came up to him as he recalled that 
scene, and the staunch character of the 
founders of the church, such as Otis 
Trowbridge. John Totter, and the others 
who had made Eliot church a power for 
good. The present generation was eu- 
ioying the fruits of their labors, and he 
hoped their bond of union would be 
made stronger and the church would 
grow even more united as it grew older. 

REV. DR. FURBKR 

said that one striking indication of the 
spirit of unity in this church was found 
in the fact that they had been able to 
maintain a large chorus choir for so 
many years, and he hoped the time would 
never come when they would hire a paid 
quartet to do their singing. 

Rev. Dr. Calkins said that his opinion 
in favor of a chorus choir wa> well 
known, but as he was not a musician his 
views were not so great a compliment to 
the Eliot choir as that of Dr. Furber, 
who w as an excellent judge of music. 

The meeting was then adjourned to 
the site of the uew church, after the 
singing of “l love thy kingdom. Lord.*’ 

The Corner ••lone 

An immense crowd had gathered at 
the corner of Church and Centre* Greets, 
where preparations had been made for 
laying the cornerstone, a large and finely 
polished slab of white marble, on which 
was the inscription: 

Ab I MO SI.NGl'LAKI LAP1DE IPSO 
Jesu Christo. 

MDCCCLXXXYIII. 

The stone was contributed by Mrs. 
Henry K. Cobb, and the inscription is to 
be surrounded by an ornamental w reath, 
to be cut after the other stones are iu 
positiou. 

The foundation had been temporarily 
floored over, a new derrick aud tackle 
placed in position, and every available 
stauding place was filled wi’th people. 
The day. which had opened bright and 
warm, was now overcast, but fortunately 
the storm held off until after the conclu- 
sion of the services.

The 
common council finally elected commit- 
tees on the same subjects as tho alder- 
manic committees and their duty was to 
look after the way the executive did the 
work. The aldermen first laughed at 
them but soon found that they were block- 
ing the way. and so the system of joint 
standing committees grew up in Boston. 
The common council should bo a legisla- 
tive botiy and revise the executive, anti 
tite board of aldermen should bo the ex- 
ecutive. It was not a good thing to give 
the same body power to legislative ami 
then to carry out the legislation. Ho 
believed that a paid executive board 
would save money to the city: and the 
work would be done better than at pres- 
ent. He disagreed with the charter com- 
missioner on a few points, but those 
were of little importance. Many things 
about the old charter were ridiculous, as 
when he was mayor he lmd to appoint 
the chief of police tithing-man and com- 
missioner of public health, but he could 
never find out what his duties were. 
There were a lot of things about the old 
charter that needed correction, and lie 
thought the new charter would be a 
great improvement. 


He was not present to argue at any | 
length, but to appeal for a full consider- 
ation of the proposed charter. Let the 
matter go over till next year, and give 
the people more time to think it over 
and make up their minds. He had mot 
no two persons who agreed about the 
provisions of the new charter, or who 
were satisfied with them. He hoped the 
city council would consider the matter 
carefully and got the very best thing pos- 
sible. As the charter now stands it 
could not be accepted by the people, and 
it was doubtful if the legislative com- 
mittee would recommend it* adoption. 
There was onlv one city in New England 
that had a charter at all like it, (Wal- 
tham) and we should be slow in making 
such a radical change. He had had IT 
years experience in the town and city of 
Newton, and there was no exigency that 
called for an immediate change, or in 
fact for any revision of the present char- 
ter. 

EX-MAYOU rULSIFER 

said he had no intention of expressing 
any disapproval of the new charter, when 
lie signed the petition for a public hear- 
ing, or of imputing rash action to the 
citv council. He thought the council 
could be trusted to give it all the consid- 
eration it deserved, and that they were 
not in any great need of advice upon the 
matter. Mr. Hyde is opposed to a 
change, but I differ trom him, although 
with due modesty, as he was moderator 
of the Newton town meetings before I 
was born. I also was on the committee 
to frame a city charter for Newton, and 
we imitated Boston in a general way, but 
in particular we selected the provisions 
of the charter of Cambridge. Five or 
six years ago the charter was amended 
and improved, but it is only fair to say 
that the present charter was not satisfac- 
tory. No new matter was recommended 
in the new charter, only views that had 
been held and advocated for a long time. 
The excellent commission appointed by 
the mayor had considered the matter for 
many months, and had given the reasons 
for their recommendations, of which he 
heartily approved. If he had been a 
member of the commission he might not 
have put them in just that form, but the 
changes proposed he favored heartily, 
and if anything they were not radical 
enough. He believed heartily in a single 
board, as it would be a more simple and 
effectual way ot doing things. The com- 
mission might have gone still farther and 
given the mayor entire power oyer the 
appointments and removals, and if lie is 
to be held responsible he should be given 
the fullest power. If the board of aider- 
men is to confirm his appointments and 
approve of his removals, ho can not be 
heid absolutely responsible for what is 
done. He should be given absolute 
power. By the reasoning adopted by the 
commission, urging the election of the 
school committeee at large, he thought it 
would be w ell to elect the aldermen in the 
same way. He could not see the propri- 
ety of electing four aldermen from any 
one territory. The aldermen should rep 
resent the city and not any single waul. 
It had been urged that if this was don , 
one political party would elect the whole 
board, but lie did not believe in carrying 
national politics into a municipal elec- 
tion, and he did not think the people of 
Newton would ever follow such a prac- 
tice. He was sorry to see that the report 
of tlie commission had roused some per- 
sonal feeling among members of the city 
government, but their strictures were 
applied to t lie system and not to the men, 
and the city government of Newton hau 
always been above reproach. By the 
present system, 4 aldermen and 8 coun- 
cilman can transact business, and 3 al- 
dermen and 5 councilman can push legis- 
lation through all its stages in one even- 
ing. A system that would permit such a 
thing may well be described as vicious, 
and lie sympathized with tho men who 
used that word. The arguments in the 
report met his approval. There was 
plenty of time to pass the charter this 
year, as ‘lie city council could discuss it 
lor a mouth, mid then get it before the 
legislature in season to pass it, when it 
would comeback to the people for their 
approval. The new charter was not all 
he would have written, but he regarded 
its provisions as admirable as tar as they 
went. 

EX-MAYOR FOWI.E 

said the first question to be asked, is any i 
change desirable. The council had al- 
ready decided that it was, by having the 
commission appointed. For years lie had 
believed that a change should be made, 
as no 21 men could be found, who had 
the time to leave their business, come 
out to Newton and attend to the execu- 
tive business of the city as it should be. 
A smaller number of meu could do the 
work better, as was proved by the old 
town government when the board of se- 
lectmen transacted all the business very 
satisfactorily. The only i cason that a 
city was formed was that it was impossi- 
ble for the citizens to meet together 
and legi. slate. But the hoard of aider- 
men had the exclusive right to manage 
the executive affairs of the city, it 
passed the appropriations, and it made 
the expenditures uiul governed them by 
a system of joint committees, made up 
of 2 aldermen and :i councilnien, or 3 
aldermen uud 4 councilmcn. This de- 
feated the object of the city charter, 
which was that the c>ty council should 
p iss the ordinances and see that they were 
observed, but not to expeud money. The 
couucil had no legal right to delegate to 
the street committee, for instance, the 
expenditure of money for the streets. It 
could appoint agents to expend the titou- 


EX-MAYOR ELI. ISON 

said that Ex-Mayor Speare was prevent- 
ed from being present, and he said while 
there were some things about the new 
charter of which he approved, there 
were many things to which he objected, 
and he hoped that it would not be ap- 
proved by the council without full dis- 
cussion. As for Ex-Mayor Fowle’s criti- 
cisms upon the present charter, he was 
evidently referring to the original char- 
ter, and if lie should read the present 
one, he would find that these tilings had 
been stricken out, 

Mr. Ellison then read a carefully pre- 
pared paper in which he went over the 
provisions of the new charter and point- 
ed out their defects. He said that in the 
first, place the phraseology of the new 
charter must be carefully studied, to find 
out the exact meaning of the various 
provisions, as it was improbable that a 
commission, which contained no expert 
in the affairs of a city government, could 
perfect a satisfactory charter in less 
than three months. The present charter 
was revised in 1880, the commission be- 
ing appointed in November, and after 
studying the matter for seven months, 
they submitted a draft to the citizens, 
which was again revised, and considered 
several months by the city council. The 
result was that the present charter w'as a 
perfectly clear document, easy to be un- 
derstood, and without objectionable fea- 
tures. Ifjtoo much haste was made, a char- 
ter would not receive careful attention* 
and the full meaning and legal limitation 
of all its provisions should be perfectly 
understood, before the council should 
approve it. The city council would be 
held responsible for tho charter, as after 
it was once endorsed by tho legislature, 
it would he almost impossible to defeat it 
at the polls. It would be better for the 
city to wait another year, and then if 
thought desirable, it could be adopted. 
He could not give an intelligent opinion 
of tho new charter, and lie doubted if 
any oue could. In the first place lie 
thought the commission magnified the 
evils of the presnt charter, and exagger- 
ated the advantages of the revision, and 
lie thought there was need of a careful 
revision of the revision. If all men were 
perfect, it might be advisable to give a 
mayor absolute power, but this was not 
the case. Under the revision, the mayor 
could so entrench his political following 
that it would be impossible to prevent 
his reelection ; there wps also no way to 
guard against lavish expenditures. He 
also failed to see the force of the argu- 
ments in favor of the oue board system. 
The two board system does prevent 
unwise legislation and the evils which 
were said might come, never had and nev- 
er would arise. In the first place the two 
boards do not meet the same evening, 
and the belief that one board would be 
better was not explained. It was now 
possible for four members to prevent bad 
legislation, or lavish extravagance, and 
it had always been found that one branch 
was more conservative than the other, 
and bad legislation was thus guarded 
against. The commission said that we 
must have 28 aldermen to make the hoard 
1 safe from influence, but they do not apply 
■ the same reasoning to the school board, 
although that has the spending of nearly 
halloas much money as the aldermen. 
Under the revised onarter the board can 
divide the wards at any time, and there 
can be then no remedy for five years, but 
the present charter guards more careful- 
ly against any political divisions. Under 
the revision it is possible to have no city 
clerk nor auditor for weeks, but the 
present one provides carefully against 
such vacancies. This is even more im- 
portant in the ease of the city treasurer. 
This officer and the board of assessors 
| ought to be beyond the control of the 
, mayor. The revised charter contains no 
j provision for the executive staff, who go 
out of office at the end of the year, instead 
of holding over until the appointment of 
| their successors. The presence of the 
executive stall in the meetings of the al- 
! dermen would provide for a powerful 
lobby in the interests of the mayor, 
at every meeting. The presence of 
the stall would bean embarassment, 
and it was better under the present char- 
ter, which provided for their attendance 
when wanted. The Board of Health was 
j done away with, which was a great mis- 
take, as no one member of the public 
works, could take its place. The appro- 
priations are now made in November, 
before election, and so extravagance can 
be guarded against, but under the new 
charter they are made in December. It 
would be possible also for a few mem- 
bers to postpone the appropriation bill, 
until the date it becomes a law, and so 
the mayor would have power to make 
the appropriations and to spend the 
money. Under the old charter a two- 
thirds vote was needed to exceed tho ap- 
propriation, but under the new one only 
1 1 votes were needed. As for the provis- 
ion in regard to the schools, lie was sur- 
prised at the recoin inundation of the 
committee, to place all the schools and 
the school appropriations under one per- 
son, who would have greater power than 
the mayor himself. The superintendent 
after he lias once been elected can not 
be removed, and the school board might 
as well adjourn f. r tho year, as they are 
utterly powerless. The commission can 
hardly have intended to create an official 
with such autocratic power as they have 
given the superintendent. 

llo.N. i. t. untie 

said he was decidedly in favor of post- 
poning action on the revised charter for 
another year. Many things about it 
seemed objectionable, some seemed bet- 
ter than wo have now, and some are 
doubtful. More time is needed to under- 
stand tho iiieuning of the various pro- 
visions, and there was no exigency 
that demanded an immediate change, 
and we could get along perfectly well 


for another year, under our present 
charter. 

KX-AI. HERMAN 1). W. FARqi llAR 
said that ho favored tho separation of 
the executive and legislative duties of 
the city government, as none of the 
members could spare the time to attend 
to the duties imposed upon them. One 
board might be better than two, but the 
time was too short to properly consider 
the proposed charter, and it should lie 
laid over until another year. If a change 
was to be made, wo should aim to get as 
perfect a charter as possible. He did 
not believe, however, in placing so much 
power in the hands of tho mayor, as it 
was placing the aldermen in the same 
position as tho school board, lie did 
not believe in one-man power in Newton. 
Tho hoard should do the legislative work 
and hold the power of confirming ap- 
pointments and removals, while the 
mayor should lie the chief executive 
officer and see that tho heads of the de- 
partments carried out their work satis- 
factorily. We could get better men to 
serve it the duties were less arduous. 
The mayor is given the power to suspend 
the heads of departments, including the 
city treasurer. But the latter lias to 
give $30,000 bonds, while the new charter 
allows tiie mayor to go into his office and 
do his work entirely without bonds. The ; 
mayor can mako ali the appropriations, 
spend tho money, and the mayor and i 
four aldermen can block any legislation. 1 
The mayor can run the whole city for 
the benefit of himself and his political 
friends, which is certainly a peculiar pro- 
vision. He can appoint his own friends 
as heads of depai t incuts, and can upset 
the whole government. This may prove 
a dangerous provision; wo do not expect 
of course to have a bail man mayor of 
Newton, but laws are made for the bad 
and not for the good. The comments of 
the charter commission leads one to infer 
that they have not read tho present 
charter, as their criticisms seem directed 
against tho the first city charter, and do 
not apply to the one we now have. The 
revision contains many good things, but 
it should be put into a more perfect form 
before it is sent to the legislature. 

MAYOR KIMBALL 

said the city council had no intention of 
rushing tho new charter through, but 
were willing to hold as many public 
hearings as the citizens desired. He 
thanked ex-Mayor l’ulsifer, in behalf of 
the city council. for the compliment given 
them, m assuming that they only desired 
what would be best for the city. 

MR. J. U. GOODRICH 

said that the city council had nothing to 
do officially with tho charter, it was 
merely the mouthpiece of the citizens, to 
carry out their wishes. Tho city council 
has only to say to the legislature that 
the provisions of the charter have been 
well considered, and express the general 
sentiment of the citizens of Newton^ 
Thirty days was not time enough to de- 
cide upon so important a matter. He 
himself was at a loss what to make of 
the provisions. He didn’t know about 
making the mayor an official similar to 
the general manager of a railroad 
corporation, and he didn’t know about 
letting him appoint an administrative 
stall of 10 '"different boards. The bill 
would certainly tend to hot politics. Ho 
didn’t expect to find out wliat he thought 
of these things in a month. When a 
plan was presented to overthrow our 
whole system of government, and that 
of all the cities in New England, and 
substitute another so directly contrary to 
our whole experience, we must have time 
to think it over. The school committee 
clause made tho superintendent the man- 
ager of the schools, and we might as well 
abolish the school board altogether. He 
liked the idea of one board, but when 
the commission say that the mayor can’t 
be held responsible unless he has the 
selection of his administrative staff, what 
becomes of the tenure of office principle. 
A new mayor can remove all the old 
officials, and must do so if he carries, out 
the principle of the charter, and put in 
men in sympathy with him, so that he 
could be properly held responsible. Tho 
next legislature, he thought, would bo 
early enough to send the charter in. 

MR. WM. K. PLUMMER 

was next called upon by Mayor Kimball, 
and he endorsed the new charter heartily 
and proposed that it should be the issue 
in the next election with a ticket headed 
by Mayor Kimball, who was mayor for 
the 5th time, and had so long advocated 
it. One board would facilitate business. 
Mr. Goodrich and other lawyers objected, 
but that was the business of lawyers, lie 
preferred 21 members of one board to 
28, and he wanted the charter sent to the 
legislature so that it could lie made an 
issue this fall. 

tION. CHARLES ROBINSON 

said that ho had not had time to look 
over tho charter very carefully, but there 
were a number of things that needed j 
careful revision. It was tho most import- 
ant question that had been before the 
city tor a long time, and should be care- 
fully considered and fully discussed. Ho 
thought the commission had done excel- 
lent work, and pointed out many im- 
provements. One great difficulty, how- 
ever, 'was that it would ho impossible to 
execute the charter in its present form. 
Many things wanted amending. Suppose, 
for instance, that it should bo, adopted by 
vote of the people, to go into' effect next 
year. The election would lie held on the 
tirst Tuesday pf December, but tho pres- 
ent mayor could only issue i warrant 
under the present charter, and could not 
call for the election of any but the 
officials provided lor under tho old 
charter. It was easy to remedy this but 
it moved that we must not be in a hurry. 
Allowing the objection of one member 
to delay a measure for a week might 
cause a»l much delay as tho two board 
system. It was a mistake to provide for 
the election of an auditor bv roll-call, in- 
stead of by ballot. The charter made no 
provision for the salaries of tho city 
officials the first year. It gave tho mayor 
power to suspend all officials, but sup- 
pose a mayor should lose bis bead, as 
hud been the case in other cities, how 
could the interests of the city bo pro- 
tected? 

If the eity treasurer was suspended 
and the mayor did the work, bo doubted 
whether if there was any money missing, 
the bondsmen of the city treasurer could 
be held to account. Electing the super- 
intendent master of the school board 
was another mistake; the mayor was 
elected by the people and could be held 
to account, blit the superintendent bad 
greater power than the mayor, and there 
was no provision for his removal, if lie 
was found to ho the wrong man for the 
place. He thought it would tie well to have 
a commission appointed to go through 
the revised charter uud perfect it. In its 
present shape it would he defeated two 
to one if it over came to a vote of the 
people. 

MU. V. E. CARPENTER 
said he signed the paper because he 
thought a hearing was desirable. 

KKl'KKMENTATl VK WALWORTH 
said it would uot be proner for him to 
give an opinion, but he should be glad to 


do wliat lio could to hnvo a charter 
passed that lmd boon found to be satis- 
factory to the people. 

ALDERMAN CHILD* 

said that tho duties of the commission 
had ended when they made their report. 
They had no desire to force a charter on 
the pcoplo of Newton, but it should lie 
understood that they had not legislated 
in the interests of any political partv, or 
to make any issue as to who sliouul lie 
mayor. Tlteir only idea was to give a 
good charter, and for his part he was 
glad to have all the citizens express 
thoir opinions. 

MR. \V. E. SHELDON 

said that he would like to speak upon 
the school hoard provision more fully 
than was possible at sticli a late hour, 
but lie objected to it very strongly. 

BX*COUNCILMAN REDI'ATH 
said be thought a change was needed, 
and that a board of public works would 
save much more than thoir salaries. 
Also that the executive and legislative 
departments of the city government 
should he separated. 

KX-ALDEItMAN FISKK 

said he approved in the main of the new 
charter, and thought the eity council 
would vote just as intelligently upon it 
in one as in two months. . One hoard 
would give more intelligent action, hut 
lie thought 21 members would lie better, 
nml some of thorn at least should be 
elected by the whole city. 

MU. j. w. STOVER 

said ho was heartily in favor of the one 
board system, which was the common 
form outsido of New England. He did 
not believe that 28 members were need- 
ed, and such a large number would bo- 
littlo the office; fourteen men would be 
better yet. The great trouble was not 
that men were dishonest, or did not give 
sufficient consideration; they were too 
slow-, as was shown by the Newton 
board of aldermen taking eighteen 
months to decide in regard to a street 
railway location. 

EX-ALDERMAN POWERS 
said that ho came tor information and 
not to talk, lie had long felt there were 
certain defect* in tho present charter, 
but lie had not examined the new one 
with sufficient care to give a decided 
opionion. 

Tho hearing was then adjourned to 
Monday evoniug, April Otb, at 7.45 
o’clock. 

OTHER BUSINESS. 

Mayor Kimball appointed B. S. Hatch 
of Ward 3 and 8. 1’. Darling of Ward 5, 
weighers of coal, hay and straw. 

The report of the tiro department for 
the quarter ending March 31,1888, was 
presented and referred. 

D. S. Farnliam gave notice that tlie 
temporary drain, constructed by the city 
across his land on Lake and Crystal aven- 
ues, Ward 0, must be discontinued, as it 
was a sourse of trouble, and lie intended 
to build upon tho lot. 

Rufus R. Wade, chief inspector of 
buildings of the state, gave notice that 
the stairways of Clatliu school building 
must be attended to, for protection in 
case of lire. 

Representative Walworth sent a com- 
munication, stating that tho order passed 
liy the city council had been attended to, 
and that there was no reason to fear leg- 
islation affecting grade crossings this 
year. JIo also stated that he had pro- 
cured the passage of a icsolution, pro- 
viding for a special report on the sewer 
age of Newton, Waltham and Watertown 
this year, at the cost of the State. 

Notice was received from tho school 
board, that $140 was needed for convey- 
ance of pupils to the High school, and to 
the Mason School from Oak Hill, the 
rest of tho year; referred to the finance 
committee. 

S. A. Walker asked for license to build 
a brick block, 53 by 51, oil Centre street, 
Ward 0. 

A number of other building petitions 
was received and referred.

— Rev. Dr. Shinn will begin a series of 
eight lectures on Sunday evening next, 
on “Some Noted Religions Movements 
in Modern Times.” The subject of the 
ilrst lecture will bo, “Loyola and tho 
Jesuits.” 

— Ton young hoys wero in tho police 
court last Saturday, for trespassing and 
using profane language on tho Hotter es- 
tate, NVaban Park. They were lined one 
dollar each and one-tenth of tho costs, 
and Judge Park gave them a severe and 
well-merited admonition, 

—Tho Easter concert at Channing 
church called out a very largo audience, 
Sunday afternoon, ami was a very inter- 
esting service. Tho exercises consisted 
of tho singing of Easter carols, one ar- 
ranged by Mr. R. II. Clouston, and an- 
other by Mr. Burnett, recitations and 
songs in which the choir assisted, and an 
address by Rev. Mr. Hornbrook. 

— Tho annual parish mooting of draco 
church was held Monday evening, and 
tho old officers wero elected as follows, 
Wardens, Geo. S. Bullous, lVm. S. Gard- 
ner: vestrymen, A. D. S. Bell, J. C. Elms: 
E. M. Springer, J A. Baldwin, G. A. 
Flint, C. W. Emerson, J E. Hollis; treas- 
urer, E. S. Hamblin; clerk, W. P. Went- 
worth. A vote was passed, making all 
the seats free at tho evening services, and 
a number of new members wore elected. 

— At all tho churches on Sunday thero 
wore unusually large audiences, callod 
out in part by tho interest of the special 
Easter services and tho unusually pleas- 
ant weather, which gavo a foretaste of 
spring. At each church the Easter sea- 
son was celebrated by a beautiful display 
of flowers, that at Grace church being 
unusually beautiful. The chancel was 
filled with plants in flower, a screen of 
Easter lillies and smilax being arranged 
above the communion table, and plants 
and cut flowers filled the space on either 
sido of the chancel, tho pulpit, and the 
windows of the church. 

— Tho observance of Good Friday by 
the five churches of Newton was one of 
the most interesting union meetings ever 
held in the city, and tho audience nearly 
filled Eliot Hall. Tho sorvico was in 
charge of Rev. Dr. Calkins of the Eliot 
church. Rev. Fayette Nichols of the 
Methodist church, Rev. F. B. Ilornbrooko 
of the Unitarian church, Rev. I)r. Shinn 
of Grace church, and the Baptist church 
was represented by Mr. Geo. S. Har- 
wood. Short addresses with special ref- 
erence to tho signficance of tho day wore 
made by each of tho foregoing, and tho 
lessons taught by the crucifixion and suf 
ferings of Christ were dwelt upon. Rev. 
Mr. Hornbrooke and Rev. Dr. Shinn of- 
fered prayer, and tho audience joined 
with Rev. Dr. Calkins iu repeating tho 
Apostles’ creed and the Lord’s prayer. 
The audience represented all tho church- 
es in Newton and the service was a very 
happy illustration of the fraternal feeling 
that exists between the different denom- 
inations, and tho recognition of fact 
that they are all laboring for the same 
end. It is hoped that such union meet- 
ings will become of more frequent oc- 
currence. 


A> EASTER GIFT. 


BEAUTIFUL LECTERN PHEHENTED TO 
CiltACK CftUROIt. 


On Sunday morning directly after tho 
early communion service, the benutiful 
eagle lectern presented to Grace church 
by lion. Win. Gardner and his wife, wi»h 
unveiled and dedicated. It takes the 
place of the former reading desk on the 
south sido of the entrance to tho chancel, 
and is of polished brass. It measures 
six foot, two and one-half inches to the 
top, tho pedestal is cruciform, and the 
shaft is cylindrical, with flaring circular ] 
projections and foliated ornaments. The 
upper part of the shaft spreads out into 
a globe, surrounded by a crown. The 
eagle is naturalistic rather than conven- 
tional, and is much more grncefui than 
those of tho latter pattern. On the ea- 
gle’s back is a plush covored frame-work, 
for supporting the large Oxford Bible; 
the rack being adjustable, so as to suit 
the convenience of the readers. This 
beautiful and costly gift was made by 
Messrs. J. & R. Lamb of New York, and 
nrobably nothing hotter in its way can 
no produced. It is a great ornament yo 
the already beautiful church. 

The dedication services wero very sim- 
ple, and a pathetic interest connected 
with the gift, is that tho preliminary ar- 
rangements for securing it was the last 
thing Judge Gardner was ablo to attend 
to before his illness became so severe. It 
was intended to have it in place at the 
time of the consecration of the church, 
but Judge Gardner’s illness prevented, 
and the final arrangements were made by 
Mrs. Gardner. 

The symbolism of the eagle in church 
architecture is quite interesting, as the 
eagle is the symbol of St. John, who 
looked with the keenest eye and soared 
the highest into the nature of (rod. 

Upon the base of the lectern is en- 
graved the inscription “To the Glory of 
God and in remembrance of great mer- 
cies, this lectern is placed in Grace 
Church, Easter. 1888, by William Gard- 
ner and his wife, Sarah Davis Gardner.’’’ 

At the service a feeling reference was 
niado to the serious illness of Judge 
Gardner, and the prayers of the church 
were asked in his behalf.

NEWTON LOWER FALLS. 


— Tho sudden death of Mr. George 
Mills was a great shock to many who had 
not realized his rapidly waning health. 
The end came unexpectedly. Ho fell 
asleep quickly on tho night of Good 
Friday, while the congregation of St. 
Mary’s were remembering him in their 
prayers. It is hardly necessary to say, 
what is on everyone’s lips, that Mr. Mills 
was respected and beloved by all. Ilis 
bright winning ways made men love him. 
His honest, true life, so faithful in every 
duty, brought tho respect and confldonco 
which little else will. Ho was a good 
man, a warm true friend, an earnest 
Christian, a loyal churchman. Ho loved 
dearly tho church of his fathers. He 
served her with grave fidelity in his 
office as vestryman. He was sought al- 
ways as a safe counsellor and adviser. 
Wo rejoice at his happy release from 
weariness and paitifulness. He has 
gained “the rest which remainoth for the 
people of God.” But our hearts are sore 
as we think that wo shall not see his 
kindly face amongst us. Tho sympathy 
of all goes out toward tho sorely be- 
reaved family. 

—Easter Day at St. Mary’s— Tho first 
rays of the Easter sun streamed through 
the manv paned windows of old St. 
Mary's, and lighted up the chancel with its 
altar spread for the feast in white and 
gold, and filled with fragrant blossoms. At 
this early hour a little group of commu- 
nicants find come to worship their Risen 
Lord, and to receive from His hands tho 
Bread of Life. No service in all the glad 
Easter hours is so full of peace as this. 
At tho second service tho church was 
filled. Tho music was of the usual high 
order. Tho anthems “Christ our Pnss- 
over,” and “I know that my Redeemer 
liveth,” wero especially enjoyed. The 
rector preached upon tho reality of the 
resurrection, and the verity of Christ’s 
risen Body. The Holy Communion was 
received by a largo number. The Sun- 
day School festival in tho evening was 
bright ami joyous. The children sang 
their carols very swootly. The rector 
addressed them upon tho lessons 
preached by tho flowers. Tho classes 
presented their offerrings, and each 
scholar received a bunch of bright blos- 
soms.

TIIE REVISED CHARTER. 

Public sentiment does not seem to be 
in favor of the proposed charter, judging 
from the testimony Riven at the public 
hearing Monday night, and it does not 
appear that|the hardships endured under 
the present one have been very severe. 
Indeed, it is to bo doubted whether, if 
the charter commission had had the 
question submitted to them, they would 
have decided that it was desirable to 
make a change. There has also been no 
demand by the people for a new charter, 
no^itizens have petitioned, and there has 
been no apparent agitation for it This 
will account in some measure for the 
cool reception that has greeted the new 
charter. 

Such things are the result of a natural 
growth, and changes in city as well as 
state governments should come from a 
sort of natural selection, or process of 
evolution. The changes are then so 
gradual that they are hardly perceived, 
and they excite no great opposition. 
The trouble with the revised charter is 
that the changes are too radical, there 
has been nothing to load the public mind 
up to them, and the citizens generally are 
not prepared for a change that is in the 
nature of a revolution. The new charter 
may mean progress, but it jumps over 
too many intermediate steps, and people 
do not like to abandon the order of 
things to which they have been accus- 
tomed, without feeling convinced that 
the old thimrs were not longer endurable, 
and that the "hew are in every way de- 
sirable. 

Such is hardly the case with the old 
charter, it has so far worked with ad- 
mirable smoothness, its provisions are 
clear, and it has stood all the tests 
to which it has been subjected without 
serious detriment. It was a great im- 
provement upon the first city charter, and 
many of those who criticize it, seem to 
have the first charter in mind,' and not to 
have examined carefully the present one 

Ex-Mayor Ellison’s able paper threw a 
Hood of light upon the matter, and there 
is probably no resident of Newton who is 
better posted upon the subject of city 
charters than lie. His statements proved 
that the revised version is itself in need of 
a thorough revision before it would head- 
visahle to adopt it. even if it should be 
thought best to make a change, and in 
this view he was supported by Hon. 
Charles Robinson, Mr. .1. 13. Goodrich 
and other speakers. 

There is no excuse for haste, Jno one 
has complained of any iujustico under 
the present charter, and if they have 
suffered, they do not seem to he aware of 
the fact. There seems to be every reason 
for delay, as ex-Mayor Hyde recommends, 
fur at least another year, and so give the 
people timfe to become acquainted with 
the merits 01 the case. Then if a new 
charter is desired, the change can he 
made, after the revision has been care- 
fully revised and expurgated. 


ABOLISH THE SCHOOL HOARD. 


If the new chat ter should pass and the 
remarkable provision in regard to the 
city schools should become a law, we 
might as well abolish the school board at 
once, for their occupation would he gone. 
Their only duty would bo to elect a super- 
intendent, when he would relieve them 
of all further care. He would appoiut 
and remove the teachers, lay out the 
courses of study, choose the text books, 
and so on. If this autocrat should occa- 
sionally deign to receive a suggestion 
from the school committee, it would he 
out ot tmre kindness of heart, and not 
from »any legal or other ^compulsion. 
If lie should prove to he a had official, or 
one uusuited to Newton, for superinten- 
tendents are hut human, there is 110 pos- 
sible way to secure his removal. 

.Some fault hits been found with the 
power given to the mayor under the new 
charter, hut he is a very limited monarch 
compared with the school superinten- 
dent, whose power is absolute. Thu 
teachers in the city schools would he en- 
tirely dependent upou his royal 
pleasure, and unless they were very sub- 
servient. they would he apt to liud their 
tenure of office very unstable. 

Thu commission statu that this pro- 
vision Inis received the approval of the 
state hoard of education, and, if true, 
it must he because that body has a 
loaning towards the arbitary and irre- 
sponsible exercise of power. If the 
provision is to he adopted it would he 
much butter to abolish the school com- 
mittee altogether, and turn the appoint- 
ment of a superintendent over to the 
statu hoard of education, and perhaps 
they would find some means of control- 


ling him, so that in case an unfit man 
should bo chosen, ho could ho removed 
before any groat harm had boon done to 
the schools. 

The majority members of the school 
board, who endeavored to pass a rule 
making the high school and district com- 
mittees, committees of reference only, 
ought to favor this measure, ns it is only 
carrying that idea out to its logical con- 
clusion. To mako the whole school 
committee a mere committee of reference 
would make it impossible to secure any 
desirable men as members, or to mako 
them attend to their duties if elected. 
The reference would ho a mere form, as 
they would have no power to enforce any 
recommendation. Of course a superin- 
tendent could he chosen, who would bo 
perfectly unobjectionable, and his ab- 
solute power to enforce his views might 
be a good thing, but as one of the speak- 
ers at the public hearing said, the laws 
are not made for good officials, hut for 
bad ones. 


Tiik public property committee are 
considering the disposal of the alms- 
house farm and the removal of the insti- 
tution to another location, where the 
land is less valuable. The farm now oc- 
cupies some of the most desirable build- 
ing sites in Waban, and is too valuable 
for the purpose for which it is used. 
The residents and prospective residents 
also object to the presence of the alms- 
house, as it depreciates the value of their 
property, and Mayor Kimball’s recom- 
mendation that the farm he sold is like- 
ly to be adopted. The committee have 
considered various locations, among 
them the farm belonging to the Carlton 
heirs on Beacon street, between Waban 
and the Lower Falls. It comprises some 
TO acres ami extends to the Charles 
River. One plan is to sell the front for 
house lots and locate the almshouse 
back toward the river. Another sugges- 
tion is that a farm be bought over to- 
ward the Needham line, where there 
could certainly ho no objection from 
other residents, and few houses would 
be built for many years to come. 


The movement to limit the number of 
liquor licenses ought to succeed, and the 
minority report to confine them to one in 
1,000 population in the state and one to 
500 in Boston, is certainly moderate 
enough. There is now a license to every 
207 people in Boston, which is by far too 
many. Representative Walworth is heart- 
ily in favor of the minority report, and 
spoke on Wednesday against the great 
number of saloons near the Boston *fr Al- 
bany depot, which are very objectionable 
to the women who had to come in from 
the suburbs. It is nothing less than an 
outrage for Boston to allow every ap- 
proach to the depots to be blocked up by 
saloons, and any means of limiting their 
number will be welcomed. The high 
license plan, which has proved so suc- 
cessful in weeding out the Philadelphia 
| saloons, would be even more successful 
than the plan proposed by our legisla- 
tors, as it is the most effective way of 
limiting the evils of the saloons yet dis- 
covered. 


Ex-Cong ressm ax Ei.y has begun his 
canvas for another nomination, and ho is 
announced to lecture at South Framing- 
ham next Monday night, before the lo- 
cal Republican Club, on “The Controll- 
ing Influence of the Republican party 
necessary to governmental reform.” If 
Mr. Ely coniines his canvas to speeches 
on such questions, his opponents will 
| have an easy task. The people of this 
j district are more interested in live issues, 
| and Mr. Ely will find that his views on 
j the tariff are of more vital importance 
i than his views upon the controlling in- 
fluence of the Republican party. He is 
sound on the latter question, of course, 
I else why is he a Republican? 


A dispatch to the Boston Herald from 
I South Framingham indicates that the 
! politicians up there have settled every- 
thing in regat d to the ninth district del- 
egates to Chicago. They have chosen 
' Gen. Draper, of course, as lie is anxious 
to go, and Major J. A. Gould of Med- 
lield, with M. M. Dessau of South Fram- 
ingham as one of the alternates. Per- 
haps the delegates to the convention 
from Newton and other places may have 
something to say about this nice little 
program. It is hardly modest, to say 
the least, for two such little villages as 
Hopedale and Medlichl to carry off both 
the delegates. 


1 }Ve have received a card from a prom- 
! inent Newton gentleman, advising all 
citizens of Newton to take both papers 
during the discussion of the charter, as 
something may be found in each bearing 
| on the question. The advice is certainly 
admirable, as far as the Graphic is con- 
cerned, but the writer of the card is 
about the only prominent resident of 
1 Newton whoso name is not on our suh- 
' scription list, which shows how rapid has 
been the growth of the paper during the 
past two years. 


Tiikrk is a prospect of something 
definite about the proposed metropolitan 
system of sewerage, as Representative 
Walworth has secured the passage of a 
resolution through the legislature, pro- 
viding for a report on the sewering of 
Newton, Waltham tutd Watertown, to he 
made during the summer at the expense 
of the state. If it is as exhaustive as it 
should he, we may have some definite in- 
tinnation in regard to the cost of the 
system, and the details of the work. 


The Republican city committee will 
meet on Saturday evening to fix the time 
for holding caucuses to elect delegates to 
the conventions for the nomination of 
delegates to Chicago, and also to hear 
the report of the committee appointed 
to solicit names for a Republican Club 
in Newtou. 


JUDGE GARDNER DEAD. 

A LONG AND USEFU L LIF E BROUGHT TO A 
CLOSE. 

The deatli of Judge William Scwall 
Gardner at noon on Wednesday, although 
not unexpected, was learned of with re- 
gret by the residents of Newton, of 
which city he has long been ono of the 
the most honored citizens. About a year 
ngo he was forced to tako a vacation 
from the bench, on account of a severe 
attack of nervous prostration, and he 
went to Kuropo for a change of scene. 
The trip failed to give the benefit ex- 
pected and he returned to his home in 
this city and resigned his seat upon the 
bench. Since then his health has been 
gradually failing and death came to him 
as a happy release from suffering. Dur- 
ing his residence in Newtou he lias taken 
a prominent part in church work and for 
many years has been a warden of Grace 
church, being reelected to that offleo on 
Easter Monday, as a tribute of respect. 
Ho was a member of the Tuosday club, 
joining it in Dec. 20, 1877, and has read a 
number of able papers before the club. 
The members of the club will attend the 
funeral services on Saturday in a body. 
Judge Gardner was twice married. His 
first wife, whom he married in 1888, was 
Mary Thornton Davis, widow of Charles 
A. Davis, M. D., by whom ho had one 
child, a (laughter. In 1877 ho formed a 
second union with Sarah M. Davis, 
daughter of Hon. Isaac Davis of Worces- 
ter, who survives him. 

Judge Gardner was born in Hallowell, 
Me., Oct. 1, 1827, and was an only son of 
Robert Gardner and Susan Sewall. On 
the maternal side, Judge Gardner had 
noted legal ancestors, the family of Sew- 
all having been represented on the bench 
of the highest courts of Maine and Mas- 
sachusetts for upward of a hundred 
years. The traits and habits of mind 
that characterized these earlier members 
of the family were reproduced in the de- 
ceased. and have naturally conduced to 
give him the prominence he attained. 
He entered Bowdoin College in 1840. 
Among those members of his class who 
have since achieved distinction arc Prof. 
C. C. Everett of Harvard University, Gen. 
O. C). Howard of the United States army, 
and Hon. Wm. I\ Frye of Maine. After 
his graduation from college he began the 
study of law in the city of Lowell, and 
in 1852 was admitted to the bar in Mid- 
dlesex county and openetl an office in 
Lowell in the spring of 1853. In Febru- 
ary, 1855, he entered into partnership 
with Hon Theodore II. Sweetser. In 
1861, the firm renoved its office to Bos- 
ton, and the connection lasted until 
Judge Gardner's appointment to the 
bench in 1870 by Gov. Gaston, a position 
unsought by him, and which he filled 
with marked ability and to the satisfac 
tion of the commonwealth. For many 
years he has been identified with mason- 
ic interests in the United States, and with 
topics connected with that order he has 
become authority as a writer and a his- 
torian. He was first elected grandmas- 
ter of the grand lodge of Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons of Massachusetts, in De- 
cember, 1868, and reelected in I860 and 
1870. At the 17th triennial session of 
the grand encampment of the United 
States of Columbus, (>., in September, 
1665, he was elected deputy grand mas- 
tea of that body, and at the next trienni- 
al celebration at St. Louis in ISOS, I10 was 
chosen its grand master. He delivered 
the centennial oration before St. An- 
drew’s R. A. chapter of Boston in 1868. 
On the loth anniversary of the union of 
German Free Masons, held at Darmstadt, 
Germany, on the 23d of July, 1871, he 
was elected corresponding member of 
that body, and honored with its diploma. 
Judge Gardner served on the superior 
bench until Oct. 2, 1885. (his birthday,) 
when lie was promoted to bo a justice of 
the supreme bench by Gov. Robinson, 
to fill a vacancy caused by the death of 
Judge Waldo Colburn. Judge Gardner 
was a Democrat as was his predecessor, 
but he never engaged actively in politics, 
devoting his energies to his judicial du- 
ties and literary tastes. lie was consid- 
ered one of the most honorable, efficient 
and upright of the judges of the com- 
monwealth.

Already, the assault has begun on the 
easterly end ot the series of cliffs, the 
trees cut down, engines and explosives 
fast making an ugly ruin of a part of the 
very tract of country which was recently 
talked of as a public park. There it is, 
a ready-made park, oniy needing to lie 
let alone!

Would that the city fathers might for- 
bid these destrictive acts and devote this 
hit of lovely scenery to preservation of a 
pleasure ground.

WIJAT WAH FOUND IN TIIR OLD CORNER 
HTONE BOX EH. 


The evening nervico at, Eliot church 
was devoted to a description of tho con- 
tents of tho boxes fyund under the cor- 
ner stone of tho old church. Tlic large 
box, which was covered with load and 
scaled up tightly, was opened last week, 
after having been stored in the vaults of 
the Newton Nationnl bank since tho lire, 
and it was found to contain tho smaller 
box, which was placed under the church 
built in 1845. 

NEWTON’S CHURCH HISTORY. 

Tho. services .Sunday evening began 
with a historical skotch of the Newton 
churches, prepared by Mr. C. S. Ensign, 
•and read by Hev. I)r. Calkins. The 
name of the town was originally New- 
towne and it extondod from tho boun- 
daries of Boston, embracing Cambridge, 
Brighton, Watertown and Newton and 
was first settled in 10:11. Tho south sido 
of Charles river was called Nonantum, 
and from 1054 to 1070 it was called Cam- 
bridge Village, Cambridge being estab- 
lished in 1008. In 1070, Cambridge vil- 
lage became an independent town under 
the name of New Cambridge and in 1001 
the name was changed to New Town. 
The first settlors came to Newton in 1030, 
and the first congregation for public wor- 
ship was formed in 1050. Among tho 
earliest settlers wore John Jackson, 1030, 
Samuel Ilyde. 1040, Edward Jackson, 
1043, John Fuller, 1044, Jonathan Hyde, 
1047, John Ward, 1050, John Kenrick, 
1058, .James Trowbridge, 1004, Daniel Ba- 
con, 1000; John Woodward, 1075,— 
names that are still familiar to Newton 
people. In 1001 the first meeting house 
in Newton was built and in that year 
the Newton people were released from 
paying rates to tho Cambridge church. 
Tho building stood on Centre street 
on ;tlie site of tho old cemetery, John 
Jackson giving an acre of land for 
the building. A monument has been 
erected on tho site of the old church, 
dedicated to the memory of Newton’s 
first church. A second building was 
erected in 1098, directly across the road 
from tho old one, and the two stood fac- 
ing each other for some years. The third 
edifice was erected in 1721, on the site of 
the first church at Newton Centre, and 
this was replaced by another structure in 
1805. Residents of Newton Corner, or 
Angler’s Corner, as it was then called, 
went to this church, or to Brighton or to 
Watertown. The first pastor of the new 
church was probably the Rev. John Eliot, 
Jr., Thomas Wiswall was tho ruling el- 
der, and John Jackson and Samuel Hyde 
the deacons. 

TUE CORNER STONE 1IOXE8. 

Rev. Mr. Calkins then gave a list of the 
contents of tho boxes found beneath the 
corner stone of tho old Eliot meeting- 
house. The smaller box was taken from 
the corner stone of the church in 1845. 
and put unopened in tho box to be placed 
under the corner stone of the church 
built in 1800. This large box also con- 
tained a bundle of the religious papers 
of various denominations, printed in 
Boston, copies of tho secular papers, 3 
one cent coins, a copy of the records of 
Eliot church, a number of pamphlets 
containing sermons and formal addresses, 
one on the death of Hon. Win. Jackson, 
a tax list of Newton, almanacs, and the 
annual report of the town. Tho vecords 
of the church made 78 pages in manu- 
script, signed by Otis Trowbridge. 

Tlie records show that the name chosen 
was Eliot church simply, and the first 
meeting to organize a church at Newton 
Corner was in Juno 10, 1845 at the house 
of Mr. Joseph Bacon. On July 22, 1845, 
it was voted to devote the proceeds of a 
missionary concert to buying a pew in 
the church, which Deacon Woodward 
explained in a note on the records, was 
to prevent outsiders coming in and tak- 
ing all the pews. 

Another document was a brief history 
of Eliot cli urch by Deacon Eben Wood- 
ward, and part of it was read. The cor- 
ner stone of the old meeting house was 
laid March 19, 1845, and the ohurch fin- 
ished and dedicated, July 1. of the same 
year. There were at that time 37 mem- 
bers. Three and ouu-half years later 
the church had grown so largely, that it 
was found necessary to enlarge it, and 
tho addition gave room for 28 more pews. 
Rev. Wm. E. Leavitt was the first pastor, 
who remained for eight years. lie was 
succeeded liy Rev. Lyman Cutler, whose 
health failed and he died in 1855. July 
11, 1850, Rev. J. W. Wellmani became 
pastor and tho church so prospered un- 
der him that in 1800 the members num- 
bered 220, more than doubling in 4 years. 
In 1859, it was found that the old church 
was too small, and it was decided to 
build a now one. Tho old building was 
sold to J. C. Potter and J. N. Bacon, re- 
moved to the site of Eliot Block, and tho 
new church was built at a cost of 824,893, 
not including the mason-work. Tlie cor- 
ner stone was laid April 5, 1800, oil a Fast 
Day. 

THE SMALL UOX 

contained the original subscription list 
for the first church building, tho stock 
being placed at $100 a share, and each 
share giving one vote. Of tlie list Messrs. 
Oeorgo Hyde, Henry Fuller and J. N. 
Bacon are now liviug. It also contained 
copies of tlie Boston papers, a genealo- 
gy of tho Hyde, Fuller and Jackson fam- 
ilies, the letters between tho First 
church and the new body, in regard to to 
their separation, a manuscript addressed 
“To the children of this church, who 
shall be living in 1945.” It was handed 
to Rev. Mr. Calkins by G’has. O. Billings, 
tho little son of Mr.C.E.Billings, who will 
belong to tlie generation living ut that 
time, and the manuscript was identified 
as in the writing of Mr. William Jack- 
son, one of the founders of the new 
church, and a man of very decided con- 
victions. It invited the children to a 
conversation with the fathers of the 
church. He prophesied the abolition of 
slavery, which lie condemned as without 
excuse, described the evils of intemper- 
ance, which he hoped would have passed 
away by the time the paper was read, de- 
plored the lax ideas of his day in the ob- 
servances of the Sabbath, and dwelt at 
some length upon tho four political par- 
ties of his day, Democratic, Whig, Na- 
tive Americans and the Liberty party, 
and not one for freedom. The election 
just past was alluded to, when tlie slave- 
holders were so supreme that tho slave- 
holding candidates received every vote. 
Tho danger to bo apprehended from the 
iullux of foreigners, subject to a foieigu 
religious hierarchy wore also dwelt upon. 
Thu paper occupied about 45 minutes iu 
the reading, and Dr. Calkins stated that 
a copy of it had been made and would 
be preserved to be read to the church in 
1945. 


Rev. Dr. Calkins then gave notice of 
the laying of tho corner stone for the now 
church on Thursday, and stated that the 
list of subscribers to tho building fund 
would bo kopt open until Wednesday 
night., for tho receiving of now names, 
and that It would ho placed in tho box to 
ho put under the corner stone of the now 
church. 


('haiicer mid Anglo Saxon CliiTraetor. 

Miss Ellen A. Clark, by Invitation gave 
a lecture on Chaucer last week Thursday 
at the residence of Mrs. Avery L. Hand, 
whoso parlors were filled with friends 
and neighbors, who wero admitted by 
ticket, the proceeds to be given to the 
Woman’s Missionary Society of the 
Methodist church. This rich produc- 
tion is well worthy of publication, and 
will probably appear later in print. It 
was recently received with great favor in 
Lynn, where it wns delivered before tho 
Woman’s Club in a course containing 
such names as Mrs. Liverpioro and Rev. 
Edward Everett Halo. 

Miss.Clark has been a most unremit- 
ting student at homo and abroad, and is 
a specialist in German ns well as English. 
She whs favored with an extensive course 
of reading and study under tlie late Rev. 
Ilonry N. Hudson, LL. I)., the Shake- 
spearian and teacher of English Classics 
in Cambridge and Boston. 

Her general style, treatment of sub- 
ject, fine diction and grace of expression 
remind one of the new English Art 
writer “Vernon Loo.” Miss Clnrk’s 
high culture is equaled only by her 
modesty, and wo have witli great diffi- 
culty obtained a small portion of the 
Chaucer lecture, which opens as follows: 

“Along the history of poetry there 
have been occasional ovents that come as 
surprises, either on account of their un- 
usual character or unusual magnificence. 
Such was the bright advent of Robert 
Burns, breaking upon the artificiality of 
tlie eighteenth century; so came Spenser, 
bringing back pagan dreams of loveli- 
ness to hang lor a moment like some fair 
mirage in a Christian SKy;soeame Dante, 
all at once lifting a whole national liter- 
ature into a region of unimagined 
sublimity. But not so Geoffrey Chaueer. 
He came rather as tlie moruing comes, 
the beneficent light of common day, in 
tho natural unmiraculous order of things. 
He is tlie fruit to bo expected upon a 
slowly growing tree. If we take our 
stand hack in an earlier period of English 
history, we seo him approaching as slow- 
ly as the day follows the night. To make 
this our first great poet, it took a splendid 
barbarism, a shock of foreign conquest 
and an apparent death, a deluge of 
foreign life, and at last, a national resur- 
rection. When I think of Chaueer, so 
rich and artistic, so serenely the master 
of his art, I see stretching far away be- 
hind him into regions of impenetrable 
obscurity, a misty background ot colossal, 
mythic figures, those tremendous im- 
personations of tlie elements that wo 
know as the gods of tlie Northland. 
They are vanishing forms, lingering but 
for a moment on the outskirts of reality. 
And revealed against this misty hack 
ground, standing yet within these misty 
shadows, is tho splendid figure of a young 
warrior. lie is a being half of historic, 
half of mythic origin. There was once 
a bright and gracious divinity called 
Beowa. lie was tho spring-god, beauti- 
ful and beneficent, and the conqueror of 
a malignant monster called Grendel, the 
spirit of darkness and tho icy terrors of 
the sea. But after a time the glory of 
the god waxed dim in tlie ever-increas- 
ing splendor of an earthly hero, and 
Beowa was at last forgotten in Beowulf 
who, with the name of the god. also took 
on something of his radiant nature. So 
Beowulf, tho hero of our earliest epic, is 
like Chaucer a spirit of the spring, of 
awakened energies and glorious promise. 
Bright and invincible as the waves, out 
of which lie seems to have sprung, bo is 
dauntless in courage, lofty in aspiration, 
single in purpose, steadfast as the sun, 
childlike in joy and sorrow, tender in 
friendship. Such is Beowulf, and ho 
stands I think as a faithful representa- 
tive, not too much idealized, of the bet- 
ter sido of Anglo-Saxon character.

Board of Health. 

The Board of Health met at City Hall 
on Tuesday, Mayor Kimball in the chair. 
Cob Kingsbury was elected clerk pro tem 
and read the records of the last meeting. 
Bills for regular expense's were road and 
approved. Mr. I’ettee read a petition 
from J. B. Murphy and others, asking 
that the removal of night soil to Mr. 
Break’s farm on North street be discon- 
tinued, as it was a nuisance and un- 
healthy. Mr. Mague, the contractor for 
the work, thought that the complainants 
had no grounds for their complaint, as 
he had done as directed by the board in 
taking it to Mr. Breck’s farm. It was 
moved that the agent of the board, Mr. 
Mosnian, be requested to investigate the 
matter and report at the next meeting. 
Mr. Burr thought that as complaints 
were constantly coming to the board, 
something should be done to tetnedy the 
trouble permanently, and that the board 
ought to settle it in a more business like 
manner, than by changing the place 
every time a complaint came, which only 
caused another. He moved that a com- 
mittee of two, witii tho agent and the 
contractor, be appointed to deviso some 
means of preventing this trouble perma- 
nently. He thought if tlie city had to 
put iu mains and sewers, that it had bet- 
ter be done than what we are doing now. 

The mayor appointed Mr. Burr and Mr. 
Pettee to serve upon the hoard, but both 
gentlemen declined, and Mr. Nickerson 
and Mr. Fuller were appointed by the 
chair to look over the premises, and if 
possible to think of some scheme to 
remedy this trouble, and also to choose 
some place where the soil could be dis- 
posed of temporarily. 

Quite a discussion of the matter fol- 
lowed, the subject of sewers being 
brought up, and several of the hoard ex- 
pressing their views thereon. Mr. Fuller 
moved that the matter be postponed un- 
til the committee could report to the 
board, and also that the contractor be al- 
lowed to use Mr. Breck’s farm until the 
report had been made. The mayor read 
a letter from Mr. Bruce R. Ware of Ben- 
nington street in regard to bad cesspools 
on liis street. Mr. Pettee moved and it 
was carried, that the matter be referred 
to the agent of the board. 

After some minor matters had been 
disposed of, the board went into execu- 
tive session on the matter of electing an 
agent, but without any definite action 
being taken. 

The names of the three candidates wl o 
attained the highest marks were certified 
to the board, and the members took the 
examination papers to give them a per- 
sonal examination.

To the Editor of the Herald: Tho draft 
for the proposed charter, while, liko all 
such documents, open to criticism in its 
details, if fairly judged as a whole seoms 
to possess great merit. Its most promi- 
nent feature is the logical senaration of 
the legislative from the executive func- 
tion. In this respect, it is much to he 
preferred to the present system of in- 
trusting executive business to the con- 
trol of joint standing committees of the 
city council. A committee which is 
worth anything will naturally desire to 
have the department placed nnder its 
supervision conducted as perfectly as 
possible, and this means getting as large 
an appropriation for it as possible. Each 
committee forms a strong minor! tyin each 
branch of the city council, and their re- 
quirements honestly made, have in them 
strongly interested advocates, while a 
natural courtesy to their fellow-members 
hamper the. majority in considering the 
merits of the special request. In brief, 
the conscientious manager of a depart- 
ment-will always err upon the side of an 
overestimate of the needs of that depart- 
ment, and he is thereby unfitted to act 
as a judge thereof when appropriations 
are made for it. 

Another excellent feature in the pro- 
posed plan is the consolidation of the 
water, highway and sewage departments 
into one, to be placed under tho direc- 
tion of a permanent, small board of three. 
It needs no argument to show that, de- 
partments which all require frequent in- 
terference with the highways can be best 
managed by a single supervision. More- 
over, they all require the employment of 
similar grades of labor, tools and appli- 
ances, and in this respect their unifica- 
tion will tend to economy. As to the su- 
pervision, three paid officials, devoting 
their whole time, would give, say, 150 
hours weekly to the work, while three 
committees, numbering 15 members, at 
an average of. three hours weekly, would 
only aggregate 45 hours. And again, the 
committees, acting as wholes, could not 
distribute their tiino over the various 
features of the work as well as tho oth- 
ers, who could divide their duties and 
act individually to a great extent. It is 
true that their employment will cost 
something; but skilled, and therefore 
costly supervision is demanded wherever 
methods of high economy are intro- 
duced. A steam engine and boiler, 
‘•which can be run by a boy,” will prob- 
ably require an expendituie of 10 pounds 
per horse power, while the latest refine- 
ments in compound engines etc., have 
the consumption of one-fifth this amount 
but they demand skilled and of course, 
expensive management. So, a city de- 
partment demanding skilled and costly 
management, will he found more econ- 
omical than if it were so crudely organ- 
ized that any cine could run it. 

While I have selected these two fea- 
tures of tho proposed eharti r as being es- 
pecially excellent, I am free to say that tho 
whole bears evidence of having been care- 
fully and consistently worked out in all 
its details. The only change that I should 
! suggest would he in tho date of the an-

Newton 
men wore generally business men, but 
they did not do executive duty in their 
own business, but hired some one to do 
it who was used to such work. Men 
should be paid for doing the executive 
business of the city, they don’t do it for 
love now, as they get only fault-finding, 
and if we have one hoard, we should have 
supervisors, and the proposed board of 
public works was an excellent idea. The 
city government could be conducted 
more economically and more efficiently 
under such a board. He did not believe, 
however, in cutting down the member- 
ship of the school committee, and he 
thought the commission would not have 
recommended it if they had known more 
about the arduous duties of the school 
board. Many things about the new 
charter needed reference and discussion 
before action was taken, and as there 
was no hurry, he hoped full considera- 
tion would be given the matter. With 
one board he was confident there would 
he both shorter sessions and less frequent 
ones. 

MR. C. C. BARTON, 

chairman of the school board, was the 
next speaker, and said that lie had not 
had time to examine the charter very

The different 
departments lapped over each other, and 
much work was thus done at a disadvan- 
tage. One board was better than half 
a dozen. In the water department, for 
instance, the city had had at times to 
pay a double expense, because after the 
water pipes were once put in. the grades 
of the streets were changed, and the pipes 
had to be lowered. The commission, in 
giving the executive department such ex- 
tensive powers, would create greater 
evils, he feared, than the evils thoy 
sought to remedy.

The first of a sorios of lectures on 
“Some Noted ItoliRious Movements in 
Modern Times,” was delivered by Rev. 
Dr. Shinn, at Grace church, Sunday 
evening. His topic was “Loyola and 
the Jesuits.” The Society of the Jesuits, 
said the speaker, is the outgrowth of a 
number of religious movements, and has 
received many modifications since the 
first plan was adopted. 

Its founder was Ignatius Loyola, a 
Spanish nobleman, who was born in 1401. 
lie began life as a page at the court of 
Ferdinand and Isabella, where he had no 
time for serious study, but grew up in 
that brilliant court and became a soldier. 
His military career, though brief, was 
brilliant, and it received a sudden check 
when in his ‘20th year, he was defending 
a town against the French on the frontier 
between the two countries. He was 
dangerously wounded, and the French so 
admired his valor that they sent him to 
his father’s castle. Ho entered it as a 
wounded soldier, and left as an enthusi- 
ast. During his sickn.oss. ho ha d read 
books of devotion, an d became not only 
interested, but absorbed. He began to 
realize the spirit of heroism in the life of 
Christ, and ho became a soldier of the 
Lord. It cost him a mighty struggle, for 
ho contended, on the one hand, with 
bright visions of a future military career 
and the favor of the court, and oi» the 
other, with the thought of an untiring 
devotion to spiritual things. His inmost 
soul was wracked, and it was not until 
after his pilgrimage to the church in 
Barcelona that ho took the solemn vow 
of consecration to Christ. 

His first work was in writing a book 
known as the “Spiritual Exercises of 
Ignatius Loyola.” This work was prob- 
ably not all written at one time, as he 
lacked educational advantages at the 
commencement of his spiritual career. 
In 1523 ho visited the holy land. He con- 
ceived the schemes of restoring the 
union between the Greek and the Latin 
churches, and of converting the millions 
of Mohammedans to tho Christian 
faith, but was prevented from carrying 
out the contemplated work of the time. 
He returned from Home to Barcelona, 
and devoted himself to study, begging 
his bread from day to day. On Aug. 15, 
1535, the first organization which led to 
the Society of Jesuits was formed, when 
Loyola and a few others took vows of 
poverty, service to God and labor for 
human souls. In tho year 1540 the Pope 
issued an edict which gave to the society 
its ecclesiastical title, “The Society of 
Jesus.” It was a powerful organization 
for the church of Home, and came into 
existence when it was most needed, as it 
held many to their allegiance to the faith 
who wore being led away through the 
doctrines of Martin Luther and other re- 
formers. The society, has, however, 
a broader record ot achievement, and 
possesses a record of Christian heroism 
such as the world has never seen else- 
where. Through the Jesuits the Chris- 
tian religion was spread into all nations, 
and they sought to convert the Moham- 
medans to Christianity. The perfection 
of the organization made it a power 
wherever it was planted, but it finally 
became too much of a power, and in 
1773 Pope Clement issued a bull which 
suppressed the entire order, stating that 
it interfered with secular affairs and 
sought for power and wealth. 

It has been banished in turn from 
every country in Europe, on account of 
its intrigues for place and power. Its 
history has been full of ups and downs, 
now the right hand of the Pope, and now 
regarded as his most bitter enemy. The 
salient features of the order are sub- 
stantially tho same to-day as when it 
was first organized, and sinco early in 
the present century the order has domi- 
nated the church of Borne. Its disci- 
pline, its implicit obedience to ouo 
man, and the devotion of its members 
make it one of the most powerful organi- 
zations in the world. If guided in the 
right direction and working solely to ad- 
vance the cause of Christ and of pure re 
ligion, what mighty things might be 
done by such an order toward Christian- 
izing the world. 


Judge Gardner’s Funeral. 

Tho funeral of tho late Judge Wm. 
So wall Gardner, was hold in Graeo church 
Saturday afternoon, Bov. Dr. Shinn ofli- 
ciating. Tho Episcopal burial service 
was used, and tho music was under tho 
direction of Mr. T. B. Whitney, of the 
church of tho Advent. Boston, assisted 
by HO choristers. The junior warden’s 
pew was draped in black and contained a 
cross of white fioweis on a bed of violets, 
and plants in flower. 

There was a vory largo attendance of 
Newton friends of the deceased, and seats 
.were reserved for tho judges of tho su- 
premo and superior courts, members of 
the Tuesday club, and other organiza- 
tions of which the deceased was a mem- 
ber. 

Among those present at tho service 
were noticed : Chief Justice Morton and 
Justices Field, Devens,Wm. Allen, Chas. 
Allen, Holmes and Knowlton of the su- 
preme court; Chief Justice Brigham and 
Justices Pitman, Staples, Hammond, 
Thompson, and Lathrop of tho superior 
court. Tho bar association was repre- 
sented by ex-Governor Gaston, Cnas. 
Robinson, Edw. Avery. Horatio G. Par- 
ker, Augustus Buss, I). C. Linscott, A. 
C. Clark, T. F. Nulter, Henry W. Fuller 
and Wm. B. Stevens. 

The grand lodge of Masons was repre- 
sented by Grand Master Henry Endicott, 
Deputy Grand Master Samuel Wells, Se- 
nior Grand Warden James M. Gleason, 
Grand Chaplain Rev. Fielder Israel, Dcp- 
juty Grand Masters Chas. Levi Woodbury 
and Geo. P. Sanger, Past Grand Masters 
Wm. Paikman, Soreno D. Nickerson, 
Percival L. Everett, and Samuel C. Law- 
rence, Past Grand Wardens Wm. M. Sal- 
mon, Wm. II. Chessman, Solon W. Stev- 
ens, Chas. Harris and Henry G. Fay. 
There was a delegation from Ancient 
York lodge, F. and A. M., of Lowell, 
where the deceased was initiated, and 
also a delegation from Kilwinning lodge, 
F. and A. M. of Lowell. of which deceased 
was a member. Among others were 
Judge White of the probate court. Judge 
.John C. Park of the Newton police 
court, Gen. John L. Stevenson, Hon. J

The Matter Deserves Immediate At- 
tention. 

To the Editor of the Nkwton Guai-hio: 

The article in your last issue signed 
by “T. S.” on the devastation now going 
on at Sylvan Heights is one that should 
arouse at once tho attention of every 
citizen of Newton and especially of the 
members of the Natural History Society. 
It certainly seems outrageous that tho 
only natural feature of Newton should 
be spoilt and destroyed at the hands of 
the city government. Sylvan Heights is 
perhaps more familiarly known to the 
people of our “Garden City” by the name 
of Davenport Rocks, and instead of be- 
ing cut down and destroyed, the whole 
section should be purchased and laid out 
as a public park; towering as these rocks 
do high above Murray street, they fur- 
nish a wide ami very extended outlook 
across the surrounding country that has 
been enjoyed by thousands, and now to 
have this beauty of scenery and line 
views cut down for the stone there is to 
bo obtained is to destroy one of Newton’s 
finest features and about the only strik- 
ing natural scenery that there is in the 
city. There are hills but nothing that 
at all approaches Davenport Bocks in 
grandeur or boldness of outline. Noth- 
ing that shows as this does, the mighty 
forces of nature that were in force dur- 
ing the past ages, and instead of being 
cut down and made an ugly blotch on 
the landscape, should be carefully guard- 
ed and protected. The Natural History 
society should at once take this matter in 
hand, and the city fathers should stop 
this work before it is too late. Once let 
this beauty of scenery be destroyed and 
there is not money enough in the world to 
restore it, and the generations to come 
will execrate tho memory of those who 
are responsible that such work as is now 
going on was allowed' to be done. B. 


A New Easter Service. 

Although the joyous and glad festival 
of Easter has always been observed with 
appropriate honor by Catholic and 
Anglican churches, yet it was especially 
made interesting, when on Easter Sunday 
for the first time, tho new service pre- 
pared by T. B. Whitney for the occasion, 
was rendered by the elioir of boys of 
the church of tho Advent, who on one or 
more occasions have sung in Newton. 

Outside the clear bright sunlight made 
welcome the thought of approaching 
spring, and within this beautiful and 
quaint church, the exquisite artistic 
floral decorations filled the air with 
sweetness, and when through the full 
assemblage the processional of boys with j 
their clear singing notes, came singing 
the “Alleluia” of “ fhe strife is o’er,” a 
sense of gladness must have thrilled 
every heart. 

The service which followed was by Mr. 
Whitney, who relinquished his usual 
place at the organ to Mr. Kendall, to act 
as conductor, having the addition of 
some twelve violins from the symphony 
orchestra, including Mr. Wulf Fries. 
The first measure, the Kyric, or re- 
sponses to the Commandments, was very 
delicate and graceful, especially the last 
one, and the Niceue Creed, founded on 
two Gregorian tones, the 8tli and 0th, 
the Sanetus, Angus Dei, Benediotus and 
Gloria in Excelsis, completed the meas- 
ures. Tho Creed, with its prelude of 
violins, the line baritpno solo by Clement 
in the Incarnatus, followed by tho sub- 
dued notes of the full choir and violins, 
ending in a fugue, was a most exalted and 
rich movement. 

The rendering of Handel’s Largo with 
Mr. Knoisel as soloist, accompanied by 
Mr. Whitney on the organ, and the soft 
playing of the violins was most beauti- 
ful, ami the resounding inspiring Halle- 
lujah Chorus played with full organ and 
orchestra, and sung by tho entire choir, 
was given during the Offertory. 

The Sanetus with its four part har- 
mnuy, the sweet soprano solo, at several 
points, by Peter Delchanty in the Beno- 
dictus and Gloria, the high music of the 
mute stringed violins, and the undulat- 
ing sort of movement in “Grant us thy 
Peace” were exquisitely given, and made 
a most elevating appropriate offering for 
tho great festival. The usual “Stainer’s 
Amen,” concluded the service, and as 
the choir passed out through the church, 
singing the recessional “Jesus livcH,’* 
and the last cadences died a way. in the 
exit, the whole seemed like a grand 
piean of rejoicing. 11.

THE CHARTER HEARINGS. 


Rhode Island Rooms to ho ahead even 
of Ohio in regard to tho corruption that 
prevailR in its elections. One can not 
help wondering why any set of men 
should spend so much money to carry 
that state. How do they expect to got 
their money back? The Providence 
Journal lias told somo very plain stories 
in regard to the buying of votes, giving 
names and figures, and if they bad been 
untrue, the Journal would have been 
overwhelmed by libel suits. Unfortun- 
ately for the credit of the state, not a 
suit has been brought* Wo are sorry to 
see that the papers who aro wont to 
declaim so indignantly against crimes 
against tho purity of elections in the 
South, dismiss theso Rhode Island 
scandals as of no importance. What 
makes tho matter worso is that Rhode 
Island is a Republican state and there- 
fore her elections ought to he above 
suspicion. 


The public hearings on the revised 
charter have now closed, and all who have 
desired to speak have had a chance to he 
heard. The general sentiment of the 
people seems to he voiced by Mr. E. W. 
Cate, who at the meeting on Monday 
evening made a very fair and discrimin- 
ating criticism of tho new charter, as- 
serting that the high character of the 
members of the commission entitled it 
to a respectful consideration, and that 
whilo there wero many admirable features 
about its provisions, some of them were 
also very objectionable. The commis- 
sion, ho inferred, started out with the 
idea of divorcing the legislative and 
executive departments of the city gov- 
ernment, and their enthusiasm had 
carried them farther than they were 
warranted in goifig. 

Dr. C. F. Creliore, in a letter that is 
published in another column, takes tho 
opposite view, and so shares the enthusi- 
asm of the commission, that he is led to 
unqualifiedly endorse the revised charter, 
because it is of such a homogeneous 
character, and does not partake of the 
patchwork character of the present 
charter. 

Theories are always admirable, as long , 
as they are simply theories, but the 
trouble comes when an attempt is made 
to put them in practice, ami that is what’s 
the matter with the new charter. When 
the millenium comes we shall be ready 
for just such a charter as the one pro- 
posed, and there will then be no objec- 
tion to carrying out the one-man-power 
principle to its fullest extent, because then 
the power would never be liable to be 
abused. But the experience of other 
cities, ami we have not tar to go for a 
notorious example, has proved that it is 
not safe to entrust too much power to any 
one man, and that checks and safeguards 
* are a wise precaution. 

The city council will now have an op- 
portunity to discuss the revision at their 
leisure, and tho general feeling is that 
the more leisurely they go about it, the 
better will they satisfy the majority of 
tile citizens. The session of the present 
legislature is now so far advanced, that 
it would be unnecessarily cruel to place 
any more obstacles in the way of an early 
adjournment, and the revised charter 
would certainly prove a great obstacle. 
If the state board of education is opposed 
to the provision iu regard to the schools, 
as Mr. Barton says, there would be no 
hope of the charter’s securing votes 
enough to pass it. 


THE DISTRICT DELEGATES. 


The caucuses for the election of dele- | 
gates to the state and districtcouventions 
will be held on Wednesday evening of j 
next week, and the matter is of such ^ 
great importance that the citizens should 
make a special effort to attend. The cau- | 
cuses should be something more than a 
mere matter of form, and the delegates 1 
chosen should be such as to reflect credit ! 
upon the eity at the respective conven- j 
tious. 

Newton will probably have but little 
influence iu the large crowd of Republi- 
cans at the statu convention, but our del- 
egates ought to cast their votes in favor 
of men who will do credit to Massachu- ; 
setts as delegates at large. The policy i 
of sending men who have 110 special pref- 1 
erences, and whose only desire is to nor. - 
inate a candidate who will win, is not ’ 
putting tlie state in a very honorable po- 
sition. Arkansas or Rhode Island will j 
probably do. the same. Complaint is | 
sometimes made that Massachusetts has 
lost her former commanding positiou 
among the states, but when our leading 
men advise the suudiug to Chicago of 
delegates who will vote for any candidate 
who can win in the presidential cam- 
paign, the reason for the loss of influence 
is evident enough. 

As far as the district convention is , 
concerned, the Newton delegates ought ! 
to have influence enough to secure the 
election of two good men. (Jen. Draper 
is going to Europe iu May, so that he 
will not he iu tho list of candidates. 
Major .1. A. Gould of Mcdliuld is in the 
field and will probably be chosen for ouu 
of llio district delegates, and the other 
should come from this end of the district. 
Tho name of Hon. I. T. Burr has been 
frequently muutioiiud, as that of one of 
the most prominent Kepuldicatis in tho 
district, who could he trusted to vote 
for the best man for a candidate, and 
whose influence would be cast on the 
light side. If the other delegates sent 
by Massachusetts were men of such 
high character, the state could trust 
them witli perfect safety, it has been 


The newspapers have had a good deal 
to say about the late Judge Gardner in 
his official capacity, but very little has 
been said of his many sterling qualities 
and bis personal character. For this 
reason the tribute paid to bis memory by 
Rev. Dr. Shinn, at Grace church on Sun- 
day, is of special interest, and it is the 
more valuable, as Dr. Shinn bad for 
years been a personal friend of the de- 
ceased, and the common interests they 
both had iu the church brought them to- 
gether in intimate relations. The ser- 
mou will be found in full in another col- 
umn, and it shows that Judge Gardner’s 
private life was of the same pattern as 
his official one, the same high ideal of 
duty guided him in the former, and that 
his personal character won for him the 
same warm friendship and esteem that 
was felt for him by those who only knew 
him in his official capacity. 


The Republican Ward and City Com- 
mittee met at City Hall, Saturday night, 
and decided upon the date for calling the 
city caucuses for the State and district 
conventions. They also heard the re- 
port in regard to the formation of a Re- 
publican Club in Newton. The papers 
circulated, and which have been passed 
around freely, received only two hun- 
dred signatures, end the matter of call- 
ing a meeting for the formation of a club 
was left to the executive committee. A 
large majority of those who refused to 
sign the papers gave as their reason that 
they preferred to wait until after the 
Chicago convention, and that they saw 
nothing to be gained by entering upon a 
campaign before a leader was chosen. The 
executive committee will do nothing 
about the matter until after the State 
and district conventions, as there is no 
special reason for any haste in the mat- 
ter. 


The destrictiou of Sylvan Heights is 
drawing out vigorous protests from tho 
property owners and residents iu New- 
tonville, who do not like to see tho most 
beautiful bit of natural scenery in the 
eity destroyed. Such things ought to 
be carefully prized, and tho city can cer- 
tainly find stone enough in other loca- 
tions to serve all the needs of the street 
department for many years to come. Two 
letters in regard to the matter will be 
found on another page.

As tho now dry goods Rtoro of Morris. 
Francis Murdock A Co., in Bacon’s now 
block on Washington street, will be open 
to tho public to-morrow, some descrip- 
tion of the inferior will not bo out of 
place. Tho storo is as handsome a one 
as can be found in any suhurhnn city. 
Tho counters and shelving are of pol- 
ished ash and the ceilings and walls are 
white, while tho largo windows in front 
ami transoms on two sides give tho 
whole store a light, cheery nppearnneo, 
and insure perfect ventilation. Upon 
entering the storo by either of the two 
largo doors in front, one is immediately 
struck by the convenient arrangement of 
the counters. Between the two doors 
will iu* found tho fancy goods and toilet 
articles. On tho long counter on the 
right will be kept a onoico line of gen- 
tlemen’s furnishings. On tho left, small 
wares, hosiery, etc., and farther down, 
on the same side, dress goods. In the 
rear are two large counters, one of which 
is intended for domestic goods, and the 
other for blankets. The domestic goods 
counter is three feot iu width and that for 
blankets has been made four feet wide, 
thus giving a broad surface so that goods 
may be easily examined, a convenience 
that intending purchasers will readily 
recognize. In the centre of filestore is 
a rectangular counter on w hich will be 
found ladies’ furnishings, worsteds, rib- 
bons, etc. In the rear of tho middle of 
the store is a broad stairway leading to 
the basement. Above and directly over 
this stairway is a raised platform over- 
looking the entire store, on which are the 
desks of Mr. ,J. H. Bacon and the cash- 
ier. In the basement are situated the 
boiler room and the receiving and pack- 
ing departments. Here, too, will be 
found a large assortment of carpets, oil 
cloths, trunks, etc., also a large reserve 
stock for the counters up stairs. The 
store is equipped with the Lamson Rapid 
Transit Cash Railway, the latest and 
most approved system in use. In the 
evening light is furnished by four Lun- 
gren gas burners, the power of which is 
almost equal to a large electric light, 
while the windows are illuminated by 
thirty-two gas jets, operated by electric- 
ity.

But they are nearly all gone now. If 
every boy and sportsman would begin in 
earnest to lessen tlie number of spar- 
rows by every available method, we 
might yet hope for large relief from these 
pests. But every single pair left alive 
means ten for next season, for they build 
two nests, at least, every summer, and 
multiply prolilically.

be built upon the foundation of the 
apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ him- 
self being the chief corner stone, in 
whom all the building fitly framed to- 
gether is growing unto a lovely temple in 
the Lord, in whom we also are bounded 
together for a habitation of God in the 
Spirit. 

Therefore, according to these precepts 
and promises of God’s holy word, we, 
the members of Eliot church, on the 5th 
day of April, 1888, being assembled to 
lay the corner stone of the third, and as 
wo hope the permanent meeting 
house of this religious society, on the 
spot consecrated by the prayers and 
tears of our fathers, and now rendered 
doubly sacred by our affliction, do now 
soleimilv renew our covenant with God 
and witti one another. 

We confess tho one only true and living 
God to ho our God and Father; the Lord

The Lord grant us grace to be true to 
this our covenant, and to glorify him 
with the holiness which uecometh his 
house forever. Amen. 

And we declare that this house, like 
both those which have preceded it, is 
designed and is to be forever consecrated 
to the worship of Almighty God by a 
church of Jesus Christ, holding aud 
teaching the faith and polity of the 
apostolic and primitive churches, taught 
in the New Testament and sot forth iu 
the declarations ami confessions of the 
Now England fathers. We acknowledge 
the Holy Scripture to he tho only divine 
authority and our only binding rule of 
faith and practice. Wc cordially wel- 
come to membership with us in the 
church, all persons who make public 
confession of repentance and faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. And we extend to 
all true Christians the hand of loving 
fellowship, and declare that we are ready 
to cooperate with them iu extending the 
gospel to any part of this city ami of our 
beloved country, and in going into all 
tho world to preach the gospel to every 
creature. 

With this declaration and renewed con- 
secration of our history, our offerings, 
our affections and ourselves, we now 
solemnly lay this corner stone iu the 
name of the Father and of the Son and 
of the Holy Spirit. Amen.” 

Deacon Joseph N. Bacon laid the 
stone, by striking it during the last 
words, and three times after the word 
Amen.

CHRIST MAKING HIMSELF KNOWN. 

A flprmon ilollvrrptl In (Irnofl Clmroli, New- 
ton, Sunday, April Htli, IHK8, by the Rev.

•‘.Teona aalth unto her, Woman, why weeprnt 

thou? Whom oeekoot thou?” 8t. John x* :I3. 

The repetition of the words of this 
text brings before ns one of the most in- 
foresting scenes of the first Faster morn- 
ing. 

It is in the garden of .Joseph of Ara- 
mathca- Mary of Magdala stands weep- 
ing at the entrance to the tomb where 
once there lay the body of the Lord 
Jesus. Now that body is no longer 
there, end s’lc knows not what has be- 
come < f it. 

As she turns to go away further into 
the garden she meets one whom, in her 
grief and blinded by her tears, she thinks 
is some stranger. “Woman,” says this 
one, “why weepcst thou? Whom seek- 
est thou?” “Sir,” she replies, as if the 
stranger was the keeper of the garden, 
“If thou hast carried Him from this 
tomb, toll me where thou hast laid Him, 
and I will take Him away.” 

There is no reply but the simple repeti- 
tion of her own namo, “Mary.” He must 
have thrown into the very tones of His 
voice that deep sympathy which caused 
her eyes to see and her ears to hear that 
the speaker was indeed the Lord. 

She had been seeking His dead body — 
behold here He was alive before her! 
“Rabboni,” she exclaims. She has seen 
the risen Lord. Her tears are dried. Her 
heavy heart is glad. 

This incident of tho first Easter morn- 
ing, recounting as it does our Lord’s first 
appearance after His resurrection, opens 
up to us many important points connect- 
ed with the doctrine of the resurrection 
and the life everlasting, but I prefer to- 
day directing your attention to some of 
the comforting truths which the inci- 
dent suggests, rather than teaches. 

I do not say that they are taught as 
doctrines, but simply they are sugges- 
tions or points which are in harmony with 
the general tenor of the Christian revela- 
tion. May they be helpful and comfort- 
ing to us to-day. The first of these 
points suggested by the garden incident 
is that the Lord Jesus is very near all 
those who seek Him. They may not 
knoV it. They may think of His pres- 
ence as being entirely removed, but He 
is never far away from those who seek 
Him. 

Pascal said, “They are blessed who 
seek for they have already found. They 
need 'only to know it.” This weeping 
woman needed but to know that the mas- 
ter was near. She had iound Him, though 
she knew it not. And so whenever a dis- 
ciple in sorrow or sadness, in perplexity 
or trial, seeks Him, the seeking is indeed 
the finding. Were tho disciple’s faith 
equal to his sense of need, he could ex- 
claim at any moment in adoring grati- 
tude, “Rabboni.” 

We do not always realize how near we 
have been brought to God, and how near 
He comes to us through the incarnation 
of His son. God is never far off from 
us but over graciously near, and thus the 
realization of need, the longing to find 
Him— is the finding Him. Tho realiza- 
tion may come later, and may be more 
or less vivid, but whenever tho eyes of 
the soul are opened they perceivo Christ 
standing there. 

All you who are to day seekers of the 
Lord Jesus, whether it be to give you 
the assurance of pardon for the sins you 
deplore, or to strengthen you in the new 
life of righteousness you are seeking to 
live, or to lead you safely through the 
pathway of sorrow into which you have 
come, or whatever may be the reason for 
your seeking Him, open the eye of faith 
and behold Him by your side. Tho 
yearnings of your soul have brought 
Him near to you, or rather have brought 
you near to Him. Your feeling your 
need of Him has been your seeking *ilini. 
Rehold! He is beside you. Rejoice, and 
adore. 

2. Another point suggested by our 
Lord’s making himself known to Mary is 
that whenever Ho reveals Himself to any 
one it is in a way that exceeds their ex- 
pectations, This woman was seeking a 
dead body. All she hoped to do was to 
pay honor to tho sacred remains of a 
friend and benefactor. She expected no 
more than tho melancholy satisfaction of 
assisting to embalm that body and thus 
of preserving it from decay for a little 
while longer. That was all she expect- 
ed, but behold, when she found Christ it 
was not as a dead body, but as the living 
victor over death. 

It is always so. Ilowovor high are tho 
expectations of men, however exalted 
their ideal of Christ as they seek Him, 
when they find Him He is far beyond 
any ideal that could enter heart or mind. 
One seeks Him as a hiding place from 
the storm of wrath, and behold Christ 
is seen to bo “The Lamb of God that 
taketlr away tho sins of the world.” An- 
other seeks Him as the wisest of human 
teachers and Christ reveals Himself as 
the wisdom of God. Another is drawn 
by His gentle patience and sweet gentle- 
ness and lie sees in Christ the one alto- 
gether lovely, the chiefest among ten 
thousands. And still another comes to 
Him desiring friendship as with the 
noblest of men, and Christ shows that 
He is not only a human friend, but the 
mighty God. 

Whatever your ideal of Christ, as you 
consciously or unconsciously seek Him 
to-day, be assured that He is infinitely 
higher than the highest ideal you can 
form of Him, for in Him is perfect man 
and perfect God. 

Still further, let the incident iu the 
garden suggest to us something of the 
personal nature of the revelations of 
Christ to those who believe in Him; that 
is, the revelation is suited to each one’s 
personality. Mary’s exclamation was 
“Rabboni”— “my teacher.” She had 
often before listened to his precious 
words by which she bad been taught 
how to walk in the right path and now 
as she beholds Him again, Hu is revealed 
as her teacher. Tho two disciples at 
Kmmaus recognized Him as He broke the 
bread, after lie had explained the sig- 
nificance of those .references to Himself 
in tho Scriptures where suffering was 
predicted. 

St. Paul seeking to put down tho 
Christiuu faith by violence, saw in the 
Christ that day on the road to Damas- 
cus, the irresistible one whom it was 
folly longer to oppose. And so to each 
one there is an appeal to that element 
which constitutes u dominant trait of 
personality. Thus every life has as it 
were some aptitude of the soul by which 
Christ may be the more clearly recog- 
nized. To oue lie may be teacher, to 
another, friend, to auother, a loving 
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helper and to others, tho tender, gentle 
guido. There is something in Him that 
taken hold of something in ns. so that 
wo may, if wo will, realize a personal re- 
lationship to Him that is special and pe- 
culiar. lie is not only the brother of 
mankind, but He is your brother. 

And now oh I speak to yon to-day con- 
cerning tho risen Christ and ns I try to 
recount some of these comforting sugges- 
tions which the incident in the garden 
brings to notice. I know that there 
come, back to your minus as they do to 
mine, the scenes of yesterday — onr ear- 
ning to the burial all that was mortal of 
the greatly loved junior warden of this 
paiish. the Hon. William iSewall Gard- 
ner. The Master has indeed revealed 
Himself to onr friend. The seeker has 
iound Him more fully whom bo was ever 
seeking; lias found Him in Paradise; lias 
bail revelations there which it iHiiot pos 
sible for men to receive on earth, lias 
had views which no human soul could 
take in hero. Our friend has seen the 
Lord! Our friend has looked upon the 
King in His beauty! 

There is nothing that would be more 
ill advised and nothing more opposed to 
the well known views of our departed 
brother than a formal eulogy, and so I 
have none to deliver to you to-day. 
At the same time prompted liy my 
love for him, I cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing tho sense of loss which 
the church and the commonwealth feel 
in tho departure of such a man. If there 
arc losses which are almost irreparable 
surely this is one of them, for a kingly 
soul has left us. Did any of us ever see 
a character in which more of strength 
and gentleness were so combined? Did 
any one of us ever look upon a face more 
majestic and aiiniahle? While we always 
thought of justice when we looked upon 
him, (for he seemed almost its incarna 
tion), it was ever the justice of -a tender 
heart. 

He was a mighty man with a very gen- 
tle heart. I need not say to you how 
greatly I was drawn to our friend when 
I first became the rector of this parish. 
Ho seemed tome than to be a grand man. 
unique in many respects, and possessed 
of those sterling qualities which won ad- 
miration and respect. 

I can say that if I had such thoughts 
about him when I first met him some 
14 years ago, my acquaintance with him 
only deepened my appreciation of him. 

1 mourn his departure as a loss to me 
of a most kind and sympathetic adviser 
and friend. He was always ready to con- 
sider the interests of the church, and no 
one could ever doubt the sincerity of his 
love for the Kingdom of Christ. 

He was, as some of us know, a special- 
ist in the study of some branches of 
ecclesiastical lore, and was led by such 
studies to understand and to appreciate 
the philosophy of the rites and ceremo- 
nies of the church to such a degree that 
he acquired the most profound admira- 
tion for the church’s usages, and the 
greatest delight in her reverent and seem- 
ly worship. 

Ho was a devout man, and therefore 
claimed that the rites and ceremonies of 
religion wore for the glory of God, and 
for the promotion of devoutness. 

It was hard for him to tolerate anything 
that seemed to be irreverent or trifling, 
or worldly, or unreal, in public worship. 
So great was bis apprehension of the 
majesty of the Deity that his constant 
appeal to himself and to others, seemed 
to be: “Let God be glorified. Let the 
best and choicest that we can offer be 
poured out before Him willingly and 
gladly.” 

Not only was our friend a devout man, 
but lie was eminently wise. Of bis wis- 
dom as a jurist I leave others to bear 
testimony. I speak now of those stores 
of learning which he gathered up, and 
made tributary to his work here among 
us for the benefit of the congregation. 

His associates in the vestry will never 
forget how carefully he considered the 
important questions that came before 
them, and what light he cast upon ob- 
scure points. 

We felt that we bad among us one 
whose mature judgment and wh»se 
breadth of view rendered him a safe and 
most reliable guide in times of perplexity. 

This sanctified wisdom of his made 
liim an honored representative of Grace 
church, in the convention of tho diocese. 
We felt proud of being able to send such 
a man. 

Acting first upon important special 
committees, he was finally made a mem- 
ber of the standing committee of the 
diocese, and most creditably served the 
church in that responsible position for 
some years, bringing to its duties the 
same thoughtfulness and exactness which 
bad made him so useful here. 

In addition to his being devout and 
wise, lie was moreover a man of thorough 
sincerity of character. There were uu 
disguises or deceptions, or shams about 
him, nothing but the most straight- 
forward honesty. As a consequence ot 
this trait his decision of legal noints 
was of special value, for what did he 
care for tho hatred or favor of men, by 
the side of justice and truth? 

His sincerity led him to hate duplicity 
ill others as lie avoided in himself, and 
so he moved among us as a man, whose 
motives were transparent, and whose in- 
fluence was ever on the side of honesty 
and integrity. 

Tho severity of this blow which has 
taken him from this parish and from the 
diocese lias been somewhat mitigated by 
the gradual manner in which we have 
been prepared to give him up. 

If it had come suddenly its sharpness 
would have been almost too keen for en- 
durance, but we watched him fading 
away before our eyes for a year, and so 
were in a measure prepared for the 
change when it finally came. In faet as 
we realized that it was an illness from 
which there could be no possible re- 
covery, we gradually gave him up to tho 
Lord, and felt that it was a mercy when 
his sufferings were ended. 

And now on this day aftor his burial 
we would think less of our own sorrow 
than the joy into which ho lias entered. 

We would think of him as in Paradise 
in tho nearer presence of the Lord Jesus 
whom lie loved and whom he so laitli- 
fullv served. 

There have dawned upon his soul the 
blessed realities which were once matters 
of faith and hope. Tho holy worship 
which he loved on earth lias become tho 
higher worship among the redeemed 
and the blessed. 

Tho happy spirit trained hero has en- 
tered upon the study of still more grand 
ami glorious themes, and the long ad- 
vance has begun which will make him 
to know even as here lie was known. He 
sees not through a glass darkly, hut now 
face to face. 

What has death been to such a man, 
but tlie passage from the clouded present 
into tliu cloudless future? 

We can well funcy him sending back 
to us to-day his message iu the words of 
an old German Hymn he loved so well. 

This is how they rim: 

When death is coming near, 

When thy breast shrinks iu (ear, 

And thy limbs fail, 

Then raise tliy hands and pray 
To liim who smoothes thy way, 

Through the dark vale. 

bee'st thou the eastern dawn, 


llear'ot thou In the red morn, 
Tho angel's song? 

O lift thy drooping head. 
Tlion wh- In gloom and dread, 
Hast lain so long. 

Heath comes to set tine free, 
O meet Him i-heerftilly, 

As thy true friend. 

And all thy fears shall ceaac, 
And In Eternal Peace 
Tliy sorrows end.

High School Notes. 

Preparations are already being made

In another room, a party of young fel- 
lows were found sitting around a table, 
on which were glasses and some bottles 
partly filled with lager beer. A woman, 
who was also in the room. ran out as soon 
sis the officers made au appearance. >he 
was followed and detected in the act of 
hiding a bottle of the aident under a tub 
in an outbuilding, where it was seized by 
the police. The w hole amount seized at 
Mullen's place on this occasion included 
two cases of :» per cent lager beer, near- 
ly two cases of ordinary lager beer, ami 
the bottle above alluded to. There could 
be very little doubt that liquor was sold 
at this place, hut, failing to prove a sale, 
the defendant was discharged. Nally’s 
place at Nouantum was raided on the 
same day, hut no liquor was found. 
Nally has been in court two or times for 
the illegal sale of liquor, and has been 
acquitted. Manning and. Boyle of No- 
nuntum have both been arraigned before 
the court and convicted. Sullivan and 
Mahoney, who kept places in Gardner 
street, VYard 1. have both been convicted 
ltefore the local court, the former within 
a period of six mouths, and the later 
quite recently. Within a short time we 
have had cases in court, where we have 
seized liquor, and the neighbors of the 
parties have testified on the witness 
stand that the liquor was owned by them 
and left with the parties temporarily. In 
one case a young man told one of the 
officers that he had bought and paid for 
liquor iu a certain house, ami would 
testify to that fact. The party to whom 
he alluded was brought before the court 
and the young man summoned as a wit- 
ness. On the stand lie testified to drink- 
ing in the place, hut stated that it was 
given to him : that he never paid a cent 
for any liquor that lie drank there. The 
police have seized liquor found on teams, 
supposed t»* he offered for stile, and in 
three cases where we have convicted 
these parties in the police coutt they 
have beeu acquitted on the same evi- 
dence iu the superior court and the liquor 
siezed ordeted restored. The police have 
endeavored to enforce the law. and the 
officers have testified iu court that they 
have received instructions from the city 
marshal tt* watch all these places, w ith a 
view to procuring evidence which would 
result iti their conviction.*’ 

As soon as the parties are brought in- 
to court, they secure the services of a 
lawyer who is well versed in such pi ac- 
tice. atul who takes advantage of all the 
technicalities of the law, and in nine 
cases out of ten lie secures their acquit , 
tal. Judge Park has been criticized u>v 
not finding the parties guilty, hut he 
realizes that the trial before him is only 
a preliminary one, and that in the higlu-r 
courts the evidence is looked int<> veiy 
carefully. It is of no use to send cases 
up w hen the decision of the lower court 
is sure to be reversed, and it can he said 
to Judge Park’s credit that it is very 
rare tt* have his decisions overruled.

THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 


RKMON HTKANUK AO AIN ST A DANGEROUS 
RAILROAD « ItosslNG. 

The board of aldermen mot Monday 
evening. Mayor Kimball presiding ami 
all the members being present. The 
minutes of the last meeting were read 
and approved. 

A number of small bills, including that, 
for inan ranee on the Oak Hill School 
houses, were presented and approved. 

A DANlI KltOt'S CUOSStXO. 

Mayor Kimball presented a paper pre- 
pared by the City Solicitor, calling at- 
tention to the dangerous character of the 
Charles, street station to the Riverside 
railroad crossing, where there are no 
gates, and no means of warning the 
public of danger, ami stating that the 
interests of the public demanded that 
gates should be maintained there and 
an agent be appointed to give warning of 
the approach of trains, and an order was 
passed that the railroad company be re- 
quested to erect and maintain gates and 
an agent, and that the city clerk be re- 
quested to notify the company by writ- 
ing. 

Upon recommendation of the chief of 
tire department, W. H. Ayles, Jr., was 
granted an honorable discharge from No. 
6 Hose company, and Andrew B. Hayden 
was appointed hoseman of the same 
company to fill the vacancy. 

Alderman Johnson presented the peti- 
tions of A. W. Coppinger, A. it F. Cor- 
dingly, and Patrick Downing, for junk 
licenses, and the petitions were granted. 
A license was also granted J. B. Murphy 
for a carpenter shop on Chapel street. 
Ward 1 ; to S. A. Walker, to build a brick 
block, 53 by 51 feet, 0 inches, on Centre 
street, Ward 6. 

James Kelly was granted a license to 
erect a cow shed on Crescent street, Ward 
1. 150 feet from his house, and 200 feet 
from any other building, tlie rules beiug 
suspended. 

H. N. Hyde was granted a license to 
alter over building on Washington street, 
Ward 7, and to erect an addition thereto, 
the rules being suspended. 

Alderman Childs presented the peti- 
tion of F. H. Tucker and 20 others, for 
crosswalk on Church street, midway be- 
tween Richardson and Centre streets, 
ard a crosswalk on Richardson street, 
midway between Centre and Church 
streets ; referred to highway committee. 

Petitions were received from J. N. 
Bacon, for the concreting of sidewalk on 
Washington street. Ward 7; W. F. Dear- 
born, Jr., for grading and concreting of 
sidewalks on Lowell street. Ward 2; 
Harriet B. Cox, for grading and concret- 
ing of sidewalks on Washington street 
ami Waverley avenue; Clias. P. Darling, 
for sidewalks on Grove street; II. A. 
Priest, for sidewalks on Vista avenue; 
all referred to highway committee. 

TIIE TBUAHT SCHOOL. 

Mayor Kimball said that the cities of 
Cambridge and Waltham, and the town 
•f Watertown, were willing to cooperate 
with the city of Newton in regard to 
establishing a truant school, for the con- 
ftneinent oi minor children who had 
proved truants, the school to be built at 
the expense of the county. The mayor 
was authorized to sign a petition to the 
county commissioners for the establish- 
ment of such a school. 

The rules were suspended and C. E. 
Billings was granted a license to build a 
•table on Church street, 250 feet from the 
street and J500 feet from any house. 

DAMAGES CLAIMED. 

Alderman Johnson presented a petition 
from K. D. Johnson and Emilie 8. Buss 
•f Auburndale representing that they 
were the owners of a lot containing some 
four acres, on tlie corner of Auburn and 
Charles streets, and that the city had laid 
pipes in a way to overflow their land 
and leave water standing upon it to the 
depth of several feet, and render the land 
■utit for occupancy or for use. The 
water was also a great annoyance to the 
petitioners, as they received constant 
complaints from the occupants of ad- 
jacent houses, whose cellars were over- 
flowed, and who found the water a great 
nuisance. The pipes were laid against 
their protest in 1885, and they now urged 
that tlie pipes be removed, and they he 
relieved from the nuisance, and they 
asked for the payment of *500 for dam- 
ages already sustained; referred to high- 
way committee. 

On motion of Alderman Tyler, the 
usual order was passed, granting two 
weeks vacation to members of the police 
department. 

The finance committee reported their 
estimates of the city’s expenses for May 
as $33,300, and the appropriations were 
voted. 

The rules were suspended on motion of 
Alderman Nickerson, and a license was 
granted to II. II. Hunt, to move a building 
25 by 20 feet, from Chestnut, through 
Washington and Waltham streets to 
Webster street, on condition that ar- 
rangements could be made with the 
Western Union and Telephone and 
Electric Light companies, whose wires 
would be interfered with to some extent. 

The hearing of II. II. Huut, for per- 
mission to put up a 14 horse power boiler 
and engine was then begun, and as no 
cue appeared against it, the hearing was 
closed and the license granted. 


The Morse Field Drainage. 

The following figures concerning the 
Morse field drain, to be built joiutly by 
Watertown and Newton have been given: 

The main trunk drain will connect 
with the river at the foot of Water street 
and on this street to w ithin 150 feet of 
Galen street, a 20-incli iron pipe will be 
used; from this point to Galen street and 
on Galen street to Morse street a .12-inch 
sewer will be qonstructed ; from Moise 
street to Boyd street lH-inch pipe will he 
used, and from Boyd street to the New- 
ton line 15-iuch pipe. On Morse street, 
connecting with tlie 32*iuch sewer to be 
constructed ou Galen street, 400 feet of 
2d-ineli brick sewer will lie constructed, 
the remainder of the street to have a 
brick sewer of 22 inches. Through Bark 
street from Morse street to Boyd street 
a 22-inch brick sewer w ill be continued, 
the same extending along Boyd street to 
Emerson street, hroin Emerson street to 
Jewett street a 15-inch iron pipe will he 
used and the remainder of Boyd street 
will have a 12-inch pipe. 

On this side of the New ton line is a 
natural water shed of solid rock and 
heretofore all surface water has flooded 
Boyd and Morse streets, at certain periods 
of the year, to such an extent that as to 
cause traveling almost impossible, and 
when the fact is considered that Boyd 
street has only two catch basins, the 
outlets of which being B-inch iron pines, 
to remove this vast amount of surface 
water tlie need of a more thorough 
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drainage is at. once apparent. Morse 
street is better lltted having at present a 
fair system of disposal, but as both 
streets are about spirit level no natural 
drainage takes place. 

Other lateral drains may he construct- 
ed later, covering all streets in this dis- 
trict but probably not Ibis year. The 
work on the present plans will not be 
commenced until the ground Is thorough- 
ly diy when the work may he pushed 
with greater rapidity. June or July may 
not see it commenced if the weather 
should not he wet. but with an early 
spring and plenty of sun the question of 
the Morse field drainage will ho settled 
at an earlier day. 


BAKING POWERS. 


rilE LATEST OFFICIAL TESTS AS TO 1 11 El 1C 
RELATIVE PURITY. 

The present interest in the matter of 
food adulterations, ami the agitation of the 
question of national and local legislation 
for the purpose of preventing them, have 
caused more than ordinary attention to 
)>e given to the report of the Ohio State 
Food Commission, which reveals the ex- 
tent. and character of the adulteration 
found in many of the baking powders of 
tlie market. The presence of so large a 
number of powders made from alum, ns 
was found by the commission, has not 
been suspected, nor was it supposed that 
some of the cream of tartar and plios- 

E hate brands, whose manufacturers have 
eld them up to the public as pure and 
wholesome, had become so deteriorated 
by the use of impure ingredients in com- 
pounding them. 

The Ohio commission examined thirty 
different kinds for their strength and 
impurities, and declared that powder the 
best — as it was of course the purest — 
which, being of effective strength, con- 
tained residuum in smallest quantity. 
In these baking powers sold in this State 
the following percentages of residuum or 
inert matter were found :

rectly upon the question of health. That 
in Royal is declared by the Commission 
to be perfectly harmless.

— Mr. George Kentian will tell in tho 
May Century how ho came to go to Si- 
beria on the Century expedition. Mr 
Kennan had spent some time in Siberia 
already iu connection with the overland 
telegraph scheme, and in the summer of 
1884 he made a preliminary excursion to 
St. Petersburg and Moscow for tho pur- 
pose of collecting material, and ascertain- 
ing whether or not obstacles were likely 
to be thrown in his way by the Russian 
Government. He returned in October, 
fully satislied that his scheme was a 
practical one. He therefore sailed from 
New York for Liverpool in May, 1885. 
He says: “All my prepossessions wore 
favorable to the Russian Government and 
unfavorable to the Russian Revolution- 
ists.” He adds that this “partly explains 
the friendly attitude toward me which 
was taken by the Russian Government, 
the permission which was given mu to 
inspect prisons and mines, and the cuin- 
paritive immunity from arrest, detention, 
and imprisonment which 1 enjoyed, even 
when my movements and associations 
were such as to render me an object of 
suspicion to the local Siberian authori- 
ties.”

To th« Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

Thinking that perhaps some one of the i 
readers of the (tKAImiic might Homo day 1 
he compelled to week the advice of a phy- 
sician in regard to their health, and that 
they might ho at a loss to know what to 
•do in the matter, I will give them an idea 
how I acted under liko circtimHtances; 
also a limited description of the country 
to which I came for rest and health. 

For some time beforo I left home, there 
seemed to ho a family trouble between 
the several organs of my body, somewhat 
similar to the old farmer’s clock that wo 
used to rend about in the school reader; 
each part seemed to act ns though it did 
more than it.s duty in order to keep 
the wholo in motion ; therefore they re- 
belled to such an oxtent,I felt obliged to 
call on a physician to act ;is umpire in 
the matter. With a little good advice 
and a promise to help the several mem- 
bers, they all agreed to try onco more to 
do their respective duties in harmony. My 
physician advised me to take a trip 
across the water, as ho said the change 
would be beneiicial to me, &c. 

I told him it would be impossible, as I 
bad lately moved to Newton Highlands, 
that the taxes woro high, also that l had 
to join the Improvement society and 
numerous other socities, and that 
quite a large number of people 
having moved to the Highlands the past | 
season, the parish had increased the 
good jmstor’s salary, and last, but not 
least, the church , and vestry needed a 
few repairs, as there seemed to be a 
waste of water, especially as we were not 


advantage this city has is that it is a 
summer and winter resort. The summer 
season begins the first of June and lasts 
till November; during this time Southern 
(iconic stay here. The winter soasou 
liegins the first of Decomber and lasts 
till June, and is the resort for Northern 
and Western people mostly. 

I will not tire you further with my 
Ideas of this country, only I wish to say 
a word about tho natives; by this I mean 
the blacks and poor whites. There is 
very little difference between tho two in 
point of intellect or manners; thoy area 
lazy set from the word go. In coming to 
market thoy all manage to rido in some 
shapo or other; sometimes they drive 
horses, sometimes mules, and often a 
horse and mule together. Occasionally 
you see a mule and a steer togother, and 
last of all an ox hitched up in a cart liko 
a horse, with harness and collar on, and 
a bitin his mouth, driven with reins, 
just as you would drivo a horse. 

While sitting in front of tho hotel 
watching the people come into market, I 
noticed that the driver invariably sat at 
tho roar end of his cart while driving. I 
w ondered at it for some time, till the 
truth dawned upon one. Tho carts are 
on four w heels here, and tho roads being 
hilly, they are obliged to use a brake, 
which of course is on the rear wheels; 
the happy thought has never struck 
them that they could bring tho handle 
of tho brake forward and operate it 
there, and so they ride on in the old way 
till some live Yankee gots down hero and 
gives them a few points. 

In conclusion l will say that I like 
here very much and shall probably stay 
boro till the Inst of this month, then 
hope to return to Newton Highlands in 
better health and spirits.

Afer stating these facts to the doctor, 
ho decided that it was an off year with 
me, and that I had better seek some sun- 
ny clime nearer home, lie advised mo 
to go to Aiken, S.C., hut I thought as it 
would be a jump from an ulster iuto a 
linen duster, the change would be too 
sudden; therefore, I began to look around 
and make inquiries among my friends 
where to go. One day a friend says, 
“Why don’t you go to Ashvillo, N, C.?” 

1 asked him where it was; and lie told 
mo it was in Western North Carolina, up 
in tlio Blue Kidgc region. Ho and others 
spoke so favorably of it, that I concluded 
to go at once. 

1 left Boston March 28th, at U a.m., on 
the B. & A. It. R., and arrived iu Wash- 
ington, D. C., at 11 o’clock p.m., the 
same day. 1 remained in Washington 
till Easter Sunday. 1 passed tho time 
quietly, did not go sight-seeing much, as 
I had been there a number of times be- 
foro, and so there was little to seo. I 
went up to the White House and shook 
hands with the President. I did not 
meet the “greatest Democrat in tho 
country,’’ as she was expectiug the Mon- 
day Club and could not see me. So much 
for Washington and its good people. 1 
loft tlio city of magnificent distances Sun- 
day at 11 p.m., and took a sleeper for Salis- 
bury, N. Wc reached Danville, Va-, 
about s a. m. on Monday, and there 
we took breakfast; the house is managed 
by the railroad company, therefore we 
got a square meal. Soon after eating we 
resumed our trip to Salisbury, md wo ar- 
rived there about 1 1 a.m. Many a poor 
Uuion soldier cau tell you more about 
the place than 1 can, especially the old 
Prison Pen; now it is a small place, and 
don't amount to much. Wc had to 
change cars there and take the train that 
was to carry us up into the oiouds to our 
destination — Ashville. 

Wo left Sal. suury about 11.81) a.m. The 
distance from Salisbury to Ashville is 14»> 
miles, and it takes six hours to make the 
run. Tho first 100 miles we seemed to 
make with fair rate of sueed, considering 
that we were in North Carolina. In 
passing through this country from Salis- 
bury to Ashvillo, there are no villages, 
only now and then a hut and quite a 
number of mills for making shingles; 1 
think that this is the only industry. 1 
will here state that the chief product 
through Western North Carolina is to- 
bacco. After we had ridden about 100 
miles, wo enter the Bine Ridge region; it 
is then that the pleasant part of our trip 
begins; we gradually rise from mountain 
to mountain, till wo get to where they 
are so high that we are obliged to make 
circuits of them in order to reach the 
top. (juitu a number of them are tun- 
nelled. At one spot I looked down from 
the rear of the car, hundreds of feet be- 
low, and could see the track four times, 
one above the other, over which we hud 
just passed. It is considered one of the 
greatest works of engineering in the 
world. When wo arrive at tho top we 
are 28,000 feet above the level; from this 
immense height we descend about 500 
feet and arrive iu Ashville on time, safe 
and sound, after a tiresome but pleasant 
journey. 

Ashvillo is situated in a valley, as it 
seems, yet it is 2,800 feet above the lev- 
el; it is surrounded on all Hides by high 
mountains, some of which nestle among 
the clouds, it is quite a busy city, and l 
presume your readers will say it ought 
to be when I lull you that it is the only 
distributing point for a radius of 120 
mib s and that distance extends into Tuu- 
uosseo quite a number of miles. All the 
dealers here have to bring their goods 
from 800 to 1000 miles, the nearest mar- 
ket being Richmond, Va. Iu 1885 the 
population of this city was about 5,000, 
it is now 10,000; this large increase is not 
due to Southern, but to Northern and 
Western enterprise. It has aline cli- 
mate; never too hot nor too eold; it is 
very dry and no malaria within 80 miles. 
The dew does not fall till after midnight, 
so you see the “garden gate’’ is never 
damp for the lovers who lake that meth- 
od of counting stars, etc., 

Naturally the soil of these bottom 
lands are very rich, and would produce 
wonderfully if only made to do so; but 
the farmers here have a perfect system 
of doing nothing, and what spare time 
thoy have thoy raise tobacco. 

Wo have here two bunks, a court 
house, half a dozen churches, line stores, 
and smile flue residences. Real estate 
is high and still increasing iu value; the 
finest lots ure worth from $8,000 to $5,- 
000 each. There ure quite a number of 
hotels, the finest one beiug the Battery 
Purk Hotel, which accommodates about 
500 guests; it iu first-class iu all its up- 
poiutments* the ju ices are first-class also, 
$4 per day or $100 per luuuih. 1 under- 
stand that it is full most of the time; one

THE CHICAGO DELEGATES. 


Some fine day the citizens who depend 
on others to attend to all their political 
duties short of voting, will wake up to 
find that they have stayed at home once 
too often. On Wednesday night, for in- 
stance, it would have been easy for a half 
dozen men in each ward to have dictated 
the nomination of delegates to the two 
conventions, as the caucuses did not av- 
erage a dozen voters each. Fortunately 
no one thought of such a thing, and the 
stay-atrhomes evidently had {the utmost 
confidence that the few faithful ones 
would do the right thing, which appears 
to have been the case. The delegates se 
lected are representative citizens, who 
can be depended upon to use their dole- 
gated powers wisely and exert their influ 
ence for the selection of the best men for 
delegates to Chicago. 

The fourteen delegates to the Congres- 
sional convention will be able to elect a 
delegate from Newton if they are united, 
and there appears to be no reason why 
they should not be. The majority of 
them favor the selection of Hon. Isaac 
T. Burr as one of the district delegates, 
and the delegation should unite and 
make itjunanimous. Mr. Burr is one of 
the most prominent citizens of Newton, 
a man of wide experience and sound 
judgment, a loyal Republican, and he 
could be depended on to voice the best 
sentiment of Massachusetts at the Na- 
tional convention. If the Newton men 
procure his election, they will have done 
their part towards making the Massachu- 
setts delegation equal to those which the 
commonwealth lias been in the habit of 
sending to national conventions. In such 
a place, politicians are not wanted, but 
instead practical business men, who will 
not be carried away by any hurrah or 
fancied wave of popular sentiment, 
which woAld prove disastrous to the 
party. 

Men of cool judgment and sound com- 
mon sense, who have no favors to ask and 
who will only be guided by what in their 
best judgment will be the wisest thing to 
do, are the sort of delegates to select. 
Mr. Burr would represent the best senti- 
ment of Newton, and were the choice to 
depend on a popular vote he would be 
elected by an overwhelming majority. 

It is such men as he who gave Massa- 
chusetts the prominence that it once en- 
joyed in national affairs, men of sturdy 
character, of strict integrity, and who 
put into the discharge of their political 
duties the same conscientious care that 
they would put into their private busi- 
ness. It has been decided best not to in- 
struct the Massachusetts delegates for 
any particular candidate and this makes 
it the more necessary that the delegates 
should be men in whose good judgment 
the people can have the fullest confi- 
dence. If instructions were to he given 
it would not so much matter who were 
sent to carry them out. 

ENFORCING NO LICENSE. 

The Boston Record follows up its 
hearsay evidence about the rum traffic in 
Nonantum, by an editorial announcing 
that every one of the obnoxious rum- 
shops can be closed, if the people of 
Newton really wish it, that reams of evi- 
dence can be secured if it is wanted, and 
says that the way to do it is to “just in- 
timate to your chief of police and city 
solicitor that they were elected to en- 
force the law, and that if they don't en- 
force it their offices will be tilled by men 
who can and will." 

This is all very pretty talk, and sounds 
well, especially the remark about the 
city solicitor, who will be surprised t«» 
learn that he has anything to do with 
the business. The Record's young man 
evidently has an idea that it is the city 
solicitor’s duty to prosecute offenders in 
our police court! 

It is very easy to make such state- 
ments as that in the Record, and reams 
of such very fresh critici sm and asser- 
tions can be found in school composi- 
tions. Experience comes later, and so 
does the wisdom that comes from it. 

If the Record young man is certain that 
the task is such a very easy one and 
kuows all about the way to do it, he is 
wasting his time at the Record office, for 
Newton is ready to give him the con- 
tract. We will appoint him special po- 
liceman, or even city marshal, pro tern., 


lie would find, however, that we have 
over our police court a Judge who does 
not accept hearsay evidence, who re- 
quires some legal proof beforo ho pro- 
nounces u man guilty, even though the 
man he charged with soiling rum, anti 
who is not fond of having his decisions 
reversed by a higher court, lie would 
also find that the acetified would bo de- 
fended by a lawyer who is skilled in that 
kind of practice, who has had years of 
experience, and whose ability i« shown 
by the eagerness with which his services 
aro sought. These are only some of tho 
difficulties in tho way. After a fow 
trials, he would find that the witnesses 
whom ho had seen buying the spirits 
would deny that there was any sale, that 
the accused would deny everything ex- 
cept perhaps that ho kept a bottle for 
his own privato use and to treat a friend, 
and his “reams of evidence" would bo 
laughed out of court. After a few such 
experiences our fresh young friend would 
grow more 1 cautious, and would probably 
retire from the business in disgust. 

The dram-shops in Nonantum only 
prove what lias been so often proved 
elsowhere — that it is impossible to en- 
force prohibition unless it is sustained 
by public sentiment. If tho people do 
not want such a law, do not believe in it, 
and refuse to obey it, prohibition does 
not and will not prohibit. It is impossi- 
ble in this country to maintain a spy in 
every shop and a spotter in every kitch- 
en, and without such aids it is only the 
more open and flagrant offenders who 
can be convicted. When the buyer and 
seller both combine to violate the law, 
and it is regarded more dishororable to 
“squeal" than to lie, the enforcement ot 
the law is attended by almost insupera- 
ble obstacles.

remonstrance to tho city council, if they 
desiro to have its beauties preserved. 

The council is always ready to obey pub- | 
lie sentiment, nnd a strong and numer- 
ously-signed remonstrance would have 
more effect than any number or anony- 
mous lettors in tho papers. It is a great 
pity that such a beautiful spot can not be 
preserved from tho ruthless hopper of 
the stune-crushor, and for a movement to 
be effectual it should be mado at once. 

It is of moro direct interest to tho abet- 
tors than to any one else, nnd their rein- ; 
cdy is to set about getting up a petition 
at once. 


The Ninth District Democrats pledged 
thomselves to the unqualified support of 
President Cleveland, and "heartily ap- 
prove and indorse the principle of tariff 
reform embodied in his message." They 
wisely omitted any reference to the Presi- 
dent’s civil sorvico reform record, as ex- 
hibited by his latest appointments, but 
perhaps that is tho reason they pledged 
to him such unqualified support. Some 
of the Democratic manufacturers in the 
district are said to have boon opposed to 
the endorsement of tariff reform, and in 
this they agree with Republican manu- 
facturers. 


GRADE CROSSINGS. 


The Railway and Steamboat Gazette of 
Boston, whose first number appeared 
last week, contains an interview with 
City Solicitor Slocum, in regard to the 
grade crossings in Newton. He states 
the position of the city in regard to the 
matter of abolishing the crossings, 
which is that the railroad corporation 
should bear the (expense of sinking the 
tracks and so passing underneath the 
grade of the streets. The suit in regard 
to the Auburndale bridge has a direct 
bearing upon this question. At first the 
cost was apportioned so that the city 
should pay $4,000, Middlesex County 
$1,000 and the Boston & Albany Railroad 
the balance. The case was carried be- 
fore a jury, and the expenso to the city 
was reduced to $2,500,and to county $500. 
Exceptions were taken to Chief Justice 
Brigham’s rulings, and the question will 
be argued before the full bench, probably 
next fall. 

In regard to the status of the Street 
Railway charter, Mr. Slocum says: 
“There is a legal doubt in regard to the 
charter of the Newton Street Railway Co. 
The charter provides that the road shall 
be subject to the General Statuses. One 
provision of the statutes is that where a 
charter of this character is granted, the 
company must construct and operate a 
portion of its track within eighteen 
months of its issuance, or its corporate 
powers cease. The time of the Newton 
company's charter expired, if this limita- 
tion affects it, last December. I have no 
doubt this can be remedied, if necessary, 
by legislation." 


It is certainly surprising that there 
should be any opposition to the project 
of burying the electric light, telegraph 
and telephone wires in the city of Boston. 
No one denies that over-head wires are a 
nuisance, and are dangerous to both life 
and property. Any intelligent man would 
say at once that the wires should be put 
under ground, and that the sooner it is 
done the better. Nevertheless, when a 
number of prominent men propose a fea- 
sible scheme for doing this, and seek per- 
mission from the Boston board of aider- 
men, there is a general cry against the 
project, led by the Western Union and 
Bell telephone companies, and assisted 
byjsome papers w’hose jealousy is excited 
because one of the gentlemen happens to 
be the publisher of a leading Boston pa- 
per. Mayor O’Brien is encouraged to 
veto it on the ground that it is a monop- 
oly, when the truth is that the greatest 
monopolies in Boston are at the bottom 
of the opposition to the proposed conduit. 


Mr. Wii.mam C. Strong’s very able 
paper on “The Law’s of Reproduction" 
will bo found in another column, and is 
filled with valuable information. The 
writer has evidently made a thorough 
study of the subject, and gives the re- 
sults of his own wide experience, as well 
as of his study of the works of the ac- 
cepted authorities on .the subject. It is 
one of the most valuaole papers that lias 
appeared in the Graphic, and it shows 
the high character of the work done by 
the Newtou Natural History Society, be- 
fore whom the paper was read.

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THE LAWS OF REPRODUCTION. 

M It. W. C.VrRONO’H LKCftlllK BEFORE THE 
NATURAL HISTORY gOOIRTY. 


Tho tendency of modern scientific in- 
vosti^ntion is decidedly in tho direction 
of reducing the! forces of Nature to a few 
simplo forms. Given the two grout laws 
of centripetal end centrifugal force and. 
as a necessary result, from a common 
fluid mass of matter, there will evolve 
tho solar system. 

Recent researches indicate also a won- 
derful correlation of forces, so readily 
interchangeable as to suggest n common 
origin. Light, heat, chemical affinity, 
electricity and magnetism are now con- 
sidered. if not a single force, at least as 
convcitihlo forms, or as divorso manifes- 
tations of a single force. The so-called 
elements of matter are guthored into 
kindred groups, suggesting tho possibili- 
ty of a much reduced number of ele- 
ments, or even of cho ultimate unity of 






matter in ono simple prototype, from 
which tho vast diversity of inorganic 
forms have sprung. But tho principle of 
lifo is separate from matter and, as to its 
origin, science is and must be silent. It 
testifies that spontaneous life is not only 
tfnknown, but is impossible. All natural 
lists admit that life is it ore ition, beyond 
the reach of scientific explanation. But 
this fact in no way deters from the thor- 
ough study of the laws of life and the 
reduction of its forms to the simplest 
terms. Many eminent theorists now ad- 
vocate the doctrine that the multiplied 
forms of life have been developed by a 
process of evolution from a very few, or 
possibly from a single low organism, en- 
dowed with the principle of life. Plaus- 
ible reosoiiR and many facts are brought 
forward to sustain this theory, which 
certainly has the merit of simplicity and 
which opens a wide and gratifying field 
for speculation. I propose to consider the 
methods of reproduction of life as throw- 
ing light upon this question whether or 
not there has been a gradual advance 
from a lower to a higher typo of devel- 
opment. 

The minute, all-pervading organism 
which has been brought to light within 
tho past few years, receiving the name 
of bacterium, from its elongated resem- 
blance to a jointed staff, is considered to 
t»o one of the lowest forms of life. This 
simple microbe is % globular cell, about 
1-P,0(M) of an inch in diameter, which 
elongates with wonderful rapidity and 
multiplies itself by simple, transverse 
division. There are indeed indications 
ef sexual re product on in some cases and 
in certain stages of development, but 
perhaps the most common form increases 
naturally and rapidly by simple offshoots; 
os in tho familiar example of the yeast 
plant. In many other low forms both of 
vegetable and animal life, we find a simi- 
lar power of increase by division. This 
is especially true of plants, tho common 
practice of propagating by cuttings, by 
layering or even by grafting being exam- 
ples. Kvery gardnor knows to his sor- \ 
row that however much he may cut the 
roots of quickgrass, or of tho thistle, or 
the pursloy plant, lie but increases his 
stock in the same ratio. By this mode 
of reproduction we may say that not only 
there is little, or no variation from the 
original type, but also the very individu- 
ality is continued. A scion of the Bart- 
ltet pear grafted upon a wild stock be- 
comes a Bartlett tree. The multiplica- 
tion of a variety by cuttings does appar- 
ently tend to weakness and this is the 
probable reason why we And it desirable 
from time to time to renew the potato 
from seed. Many of our bedding plants 
which have been propagated for a long 
time by cuttings, as, for example, the 
verbena, become weak, and we resort to 
what we may call the natural way of 
raising from seed, and thus obtain a de- 
cided increase in vigor, 

As we ascend to the higher forms of 
life we liiiri this mode of increase by di- 
vision absolutely ceases. Here wo lind a 
separation into sexes and. for Rome wise 
purpose, a mode of development of a 
new, distinct, individual life. In tho an- 
imal kingdom it is obvious that, with 
raro exceptions, and this only in the low- 
est forms, reproduction depends upon 
the union of two individuals, the sexes 
lining separate. 

In far more numerous instances than is 
generally supposed this is true also in 
the vegetable kiugdom. .fudging from 
the obvious fact that most flowers have 
both stamens and pistil complete in the 
one flower, the inference has been that 
these flowers fertilize themselves. But 
many facts and careful observations tend 
to show a purposed separation of the 
sexes in plants, or the separate efficacy 
of their functions; far more frequently 
than lias been inferred. Possibly a con- 
sideration of the facts may suggest a rea- 
son for the separation and that reason 
may lead on to more light beyond. It is 
well known that many trees and plants 
produce flowers with stamens upon one 
branch and flowers with the pistil on an- 
other. So also, in mawy cases, the male 
flower is found upon one tree and the 
female only upon another tree. In this 
case it is obvious that cross-fertilization 
is a necessary condition of reproduction. 
And in the first case of the monmeious 
tree, though both organs are found on 
different parts of the same tree, it hy no 
means follows that t he design is self-fer- 
tilization. Many kinds of momucious 
trees like the walnut and hazel are pro- 
teraudrons aud others are proterogpnous, 
that is. the stamens in oue tree mature 
in advance of the pistils in other parts of 
the same tree, ami in another tree the 
pistils are in advance, so that each tree 
is dependent upon a companion tree for 
fertilization. It is true t hat a large inu- 

a of flowers have both stamens and 
< and they are therefore called her- 
maphrodite, or perfect flowers. We 
should naturally infer from the juxtapo- 
sition of the stamens and pistils tliut 
they would usurlly be self-fertilized. But 
tlie experience of every cultivator of 
the soil proves that this is not true. Kv- 
eryoue knows, e. g., when different kinds 
of squashes are cultivated on the same 
farm how hopelessly the varieties be- 
come intermixed. Seedsmen are com- 
pelled to select widely separated tracts 
of laud in order to preserve pure seed. 
In experiments with the cabbage, broc- 
coli, kohlrabi and sprouts sown in prox- 
imity, Darwin found as a result, out of 
2fl.'l seedlings, 1(V> were mongrels, aud of 
the 78 remaining, not half these were 
pure, less than 811 were self-fertilized, a 
less ratio than I to (i. And this, you ob- 
serve, is a crossing of quite distiuot vari- 
eties in preference to kindred alliance. 

If we examine the structures aud tho 
habits of flowers we find various devices 
teudiug in various degrees to preveut a 


close or self-fertilization and correspond- 1 
ingly to favor a cross. In the Aristo- 
lorliia the stamens are placed in such po- | 
Hi l ion that they cannot possibly roach 
the stigma. You will recall tho position 
of tho anthers of tho lily, below the stig- 
ma, h<> situated that tho pollen is not like- 
ly to fall upon its own stigmn. 

In the case of peas, beans and many 
other plants, there is a marked prepo- 
tency in the pollen from one plant to fer- 
tilize tho pistil of another plant rather 
than its own. Darwin cites a ease of 
feeble self-fertilization which was super- 
ceded. 24 hours later, bv the prepotent 
pollen from a distinct individual of the 
same species. In the gloxinin, gardenia, 
plantain and other flowers (lie stigma 
matin es first, is fertilized hy foreign pol- 
len— then droops and allows its stamens 
to protrude aud mature so as to be ready 
to fertilize some other flower. Tho hab- 
it of the Iloustonia is to grow in small 
patches and in some of these all tho flow- 
ers have flic anthers high up in the co- 
rolla and the style low down, while in 
flic other patches the reverse of this ar- 
rangement is true, so that, an interchange 
of pollen between the different patches 
is required. And though pollen in many 
cases is produced so abundantly that it 
is presumable it will often fall upon its 
own pistil, yet it is also found that it is 
often so impotent upon its own that little 
or no seed is produced. We have nil no- 
ticed the curious nrramrement of the 
stamens in the ( Kalinin 1, mountain lau- 
rel, they being sprung hack to the co- 
rolla, as it were for the purpose to shoot 
tho pollen directly upon tho pistil, so 
soon as it matures. Now it has been 
found that if this plant is covered with 
gauze, so that insects are excluded it is i 
barren of seed. And closer observation 
indicates that so far from there being a 
design to fire the pollen so as to hit the 
pistil, the purpose is to avoid tho pistil 
and hit the legs of tho insects, who will 
freight it to other plants. Instances 
might be multiplied almost without lim- 
it, which indicate that flowers are so j 
constructed, by one device after another, 
that self-fertilization shall be the excep. , 
tion and not the rule. 

In this connection we have to consider 
the marked agency of insects in the fruc- 
tification of plants. We cannot doubt 
that the supply of nectar is for the direct 
purpose of attracting insects. It is also 
clear that that the fragrance and tlie 
bright colors of flowers are a potent at- 
t taction. Bees are known to discern dif- 
ferent colors and to he guided and great- 
ly facilitated in their work of gathering 
honey by tlie quickly recognized mark- 
ings and guiding lines of the flowers. In 
order tlie more distinctly to recognize the 
wonderful correlation between insect and 
plant life let us dwell for a few moments 
upon a genus of plants which depends 
upon varous kinds of insects for its very 
existence. Though tlie flowers of or- 
chids are so varied and often so fantastic 
in all conceivable forms of beauty, yet 
almost without exception they are con- 
structed with contrivances which have 
for their main object the fertilization of 
the flowers with pollen brought by in- 
sects from a distinct plant The endless 
diversity of form, apparently so capri- 
cious, is found to be admirably adapted 
to tlie habits and capacities of the relat- 
ed insects and tending directly to facili- 
tate tho work of cross-fertilization. The 
simple form of tlie Orchis Mascula as de- 
scribed by Darwin, will serve as an illus- 
tration of tlie fixed purpose, by various 
methods, in wonderful accordance witli 
tlie habits of insects, to provide a way 
for cross-breeding. In this case tho stig- 
ma, the modified form of pistil, is a 
swollen protuberance attached to tlie 
back and at the mouth of tlie nectary, 
directly opposite to the lahellum, or land- 
ing-place of tho insect. The rostellum, 
(a pouch which encloses two viscid discs 
to which are attached two caudioles of 
pollinium, answering to stamens) is 
placed above and projecting over tlie 
stigmas- Thus tlie insect landing upon 
the lahellum takes tlie strait and narrow 
way that leads past tlie stigma into tlie 
nectary. In this process his back comes 
in contact with the pouch of tlie rostel- 
lum. Being sensitive to a slight touch 
it immediately drops and exposes the two 
viscid discs to the bodv of the insect. So 
viscid are these balls that whatever 
they touch they adhere to lirmly. More- 
over the viscid matter lias tlie peculiar 
chemical quality of setting lirmly liko a 
cement hard and dry in a short time, 
corresponding to tho time the insect is 
likely to be occupied in collecting nectar. 
As he withdraws, tlie lirmly cemented 
discs draw with them the attached enu- 
i dicles of pollinium. or pollen-masses, 

| standing upright like two horns. If tiiese 
> two horns remain in this upright posi- 
| tion we see that tlie insect in its visits to 
| another flower, will but carry the pol- 
I luu-uuisses back to their original position 
| high above the stigma aud no fertilization 
could take place. But it is found tliut 
I the apparently insignificant and minute 
; disc of membrane to which tho caudicle 
I of pollinium adheres, is endowed with a 
1 remarkable power of contraction, which 
causes tlie pollinium to contract in one 
| direction, towards Mio head of the insect. 

I This movement is completed in an aver- 
! age time of thirty seconds, an interval 
I sufficient for a bee to go from one flower 
j to another. We now see how essential it 
: was that tlie bee should enter iuastraight 
j and direct line down tlie gangway of the 
; nectary in order tliut tlie discs should be 
| attached precisely so as to contract for- 
j wards towards the head of the bee. 

I Thus equipped with the projecting horns 
of pollinium, our bee aligiits upon tho la- 
! helium of another flower, and is guided 
I by lines and colors straight down the 
j gangway for more nectar. The pollen- 
masses being now depressed forward pass 
the pouch of tlie rostellum without touch- 
ing, and are pushed into direct contact 
with the stigma, and cross fertilization is 
the result. As the length of the nectary 
varies in different species, and tho forms 
aud requirements are various, tlie neces- 
sity is also involved of varying insects 
corresponding to tlie forms and tlie hab- 
its of tlie plants. 

Tlie Angnccum sesquipednle of Mada- 
gascar. an orchid which produces large 
star-formed, snow-white wax flowers of 
rare beauty furnishes a remarkable ex- 
ample of adaptation. It lias a slender 
green nectary of tlie astonishing loiigth 
of eleven ami a half inches witli nectar 
usually found only in the lower inch, or 
inch and a half, it not only appears that 
the fertilization of tlie plant depends 
upon a moth with a slender proboscis of 
the enormous length of about eleven 
inches, Imt also tliut tlie nectary should 
only contain nectar at its lowest extrem- 
ity. For the position of the rostellum 
and of tlie stigma is so far hack tliut tlie 
insertion of a slender probsocis partly 
down a well-lllled nectary would neither 
draw tlie pollinia or touch the stigma. 
It is necessary tliut a large moth, with a 
head of corresponding size should thrust 
■its wonderfully long and slender probos- 
cis so us to drain the lust drop, thus 
bringing its large head to bear with snf- 
lloient pressure upon tlie rostclliiui in 
order to detach the pollen-masses and 
also upon the stigma to insure fertiliza- 
tion. 

This cusc of tlie Angnccum so well il- 
lustrates Mr. Darwin's reasoning in re- 
gard to a law of development tliut I 


quote Ids argument, though not inclined 
to admit his conclusion. 

“We can understand how the astonish- j 
ing length of the nectary Inid been ac- 
quired hy successive modifications. As 
cortain moths of Madagascar become 
larger through natural selection in rela- 
tion to their general conditions of life, 
either in the larval or mature state, or as j 
tho proboscis alone was lengthened to oh- ' 
tain honey from tlie Aiignucum, those in- 
dividual plants which had the longest 
nectaries (and tlie nectary varies much in 
length in some orchids) and which con- j 
HCquently compelled the moths to insert ■ 
their proboe.iaes tip to the verv base 
would lie best fertilized. These plants 
would yield most seed and the seedlings j 
would generally inherit long nectaries; 
and so it would be in successive genera- 
tions of the plant and tlie moth. Thus 
it would appear that there has been a 
race in gaining length between the nec- 
tary of the Angnccum and the proboscis 
of certain moths; hut the Angnccum Ims i 
triumphed, for it flourishes and abounds , 
in the forests of Madagascar and still j 
troubles each moth to insert its proboscis j 
as deeply as possible in order to drain 
tlie Inst drop of nectar/’ (Fertilization 
of Orchids, p. H50) 

In tlie distinct, class of orchids com 
monly known as Ladies’ Slipper or Cy- 
pripedium tlie arrangement for securing 
a cross differs from all other species. 
Here tlie lahellum or slipper is the nec- 
tary and is of such size as to entice tho 
insects within its folds. But the over- 
arching edges are so smooth or so in- 
flected that tlie insect cannot retreat in 
this direction hut is compelled to crawl 
up through two small orifices, or back- 
passages, which lead to tho stigma first, 
where it unloads its burden of pollen, 
collected from some previous flower, aud 
going further on, in its exit it receives 
from tlie anthers a new stock of pollen 
for use in its next visit. 

When we consider howpreciouK a sub- 
stance pollen is and how delicate tlie or- 
gans of fertilization it seems st range tliat 
at least in tlie case of hermaphrodite 
flowers tlie fertilization should not be 
close and without intervention. Yet we 
find that not only are tho facts contrary 
to this supposition, but also that there 
are manifold contrivances for tlie special 
purpose of preventing this close inter- 
breeding. To this end we can readily 
see why flowers emit fragrance, why 
they have attractive colors with guiding 
lines which mark tlie entrance to the nec- 
tary. Sprengel shows beyond dispute 
that these marks and lines are guides. 
Sir John Lubbock in his volume upon 
British wild flowers cites experiments 
which prove that bees readily distinguish 
colors and are misled and lose time if the 
positions are changed. So significant is 
the provision of an entirely distinct form 
of life, some correlated insect existing 
with the Obvious purpose to convey pol- 
len from one to another that Jit is impos- 
sible to escape the conclusion that Na- 
ture designs a cross. So general is this 
provision that Mr. Darwin closed one of 
of his volumes with this strange asser- 
tion that “Nature abhors self-fertiliza- 
tion/’ Can we conjecture the end to bo 
secured by this crossing? 

We take the experiments of that prince 
of observers, Mr. Darwin, conducted 
through long years with marvellous pa- 
tience and minutest cure and we learn 
that crossed seedlings are, as u|rule, more 
vigorous than close-fertilized seedlings. 
With somewhat varied results lie has es- 
tablished a general rule that crosses show 
from 10 to 20 and sometimes a higher 
per cent, in vigor than is shown by self- 
fertilized seedlings. They make stronger 
growth, they give larger flowers, they 
produce more seed. Tlie same law gov- 
erns in tlie animal kiugdom — cloije inter- 
breeding tends to weakness. But in 
botli kingdoms tlie practice of selection 
can lie applied and marked results are 
sure to follow. By crossing two iudivid- 
uals^having marked characteristics we can 
combine, develop and perpetuate these 
traits. 

By selecting and crossing the best 
specimens of fruits, we have advanced 
from the wild type to such abnormal 
growth of pulp as surrounds the seeds 
of our cultivated apples. So among 
animals, by wise selection we obtain de- 
■ sired qualities, ‘almost at will— cattle for 
I milk, for draft, or for meat; horses for 
the dray or to tly on the wings of tho 
wind. Perhaps the wild pigeon has been 
made to sport to as great a degree as any 
genus, for without doubt the whole line 
of doves, carriers, fantaiis, barbs, pou- 
ters, tumblers, and numerous other fancy 
breeds have sprung from tlie swift- 
winged rock pigeon. While these dis- 
junct species are bred hy careful selec- 
tion, their characteristics may be main- 
tained, or even increased. But if le t to 
mix we shall see more or less of tlie blue 
color, with white loins and double, black 
wing-bars of tlie wild bird beginning to 
appear 

So 1 think it will be found that in all 
cases where individual quafities have 
been largely, not to say unduly developed, 
it will he found that, if left to natural 
i influences, these characteristics will 
: gradually subside. It is not to he doubt- 
ed that particular strains in plants and 
! breeds in animals may he continued in 
1 vigorous health, and oven advanced in 
! the peculiar traits which are desired. 
Wo call this process of development an 
improvement upon tlie original type, and 
| the tendency to run hack we name dc- 
I generation. Why then is it that Nature 
' has provided methods which tend to re- 
strict. ami to limit this development. 
Tlie multiplied devices to which we have 
alluded, to effect intercrossing and an in- 
creasing tendency to sterility, which re- 
sults from close-brooding, all point to the 
conclusion that there is a design to favor 
the original type. We may say indeed 
that tho strong development of any pe- 
culiar characteristic is abnormal ami de- 
pends mainly upon artificial methods for 
its continuance. - Bird fanciers may re- 
gard tlie carrier pigeon with its wonder- 
fully elongated beuk, or the marvellously 
short-faced tumbler as tine examples of 
improved breeding. But if left to an un- 
aided struggle with tlie wild type these 
fancy breeds would soon bo swept away 
by tlie inexorable law of “tlie survival 
of tlie fittest. ” So also with tlie horse, 
as another example, it is only under 
domestication and human restraint that 
the enormous proportions of the dray- 
horse, or tlie delicacy of limb of the 
racers arc maintained. A fair average, 
with no undue increase of any one faculty 
over others seems to he Nature’s standard 
for a horse, as indeed for all living tilings. 
Is it not reasonable to suppose that it is 
for tlie very purpose of securing this end 
that tlie separation of tlie sexes, and the 
vast variety of contrivances for favoring 
or compelling cross-fertilization exist? 
Tho law of “tho survival of the Attest” 
may still be recognized, siuce tlie most 
vigorous plants or animals will lie most 
fertile. But the direct tendency of cross- 
ing will be to suppress idiosyncrasies, or 
any marked development ot* one faculty 
over another. In tho offspring of two 
individuals we find a combination and a 
modification of the traits of both parents, 
which tends to an average between the 
two. 

Is there not here the indication of a 
design to check variation and to preserve 
u vigorous growth of all the normal 


traits in due proportion? It is certainly 
true of plants and animal* in a wild 
state that there arc few sports and no 
marked instances of development. Ft is 
only as we come to influences under do- 
mestication that wo find that decided 
changes have been effected, more or less 
valuable to a man. But these changes 
may lie called abnormal. Monstrosities, 
like the double flowers of the rose, or the 
enormous increase of tho pulp ot the 
strawberry, unlossSartiticinlly sustained, 
these advanced forms will certainly tun 
back toward the original type. And it is 
also to he noted that there are limits in 
breeding, beyond which there is no pass- 
ing. 

Nature is wonderfully indulgent in al- 
lowing us bv artificial selection to obtain 
from the wild crab or pyrus the luscious 
fruit of the apple or the pear. Great 
results have been secured and even 
greater may yet be attained by judicious 
hybridization. Yet we notice' that theie 
are fences on every side, over which we 
nmy not climb, .iust wluit are tlie pos- 
sibilities may not be quite clear. But 
this at least seems evident that Nature 
shows a preference for the original type, 
to maintain which a great variety of most 
curious, wonderful and widely different 
devices lias been provided. And aie 
there not manifold evidences that this 
purpose to perpetuate an average type 
has been secured? The indications are 
numerous, that tlie life existing in tlie 
earliest historic times was nearly identi- 
cal witli that which we see at tlie present 
time. We may safely say Hint the change 
lias been slight within tlie period of 
which we have a record. 

Now it is evident that there is a de- 
cided tendency to variation in individuals, 
so that no two arc exactly alike. Con; 
sidering this tendency to vary by itself, 
we should naturally presume that these 
peculiarities would extend, and in the 
course of numerous generations tlie de- 
parture from tlie original type would be 
very great. We might be quite inclined 
to accept Mr. Darwin’s conclusion in tlie 
case of the Angraecum, that tlie nectary 
had been running a race witli the probos- 
cis of a moth until each had attained the 
enormous length of 11 inches. Blit, not 
only are there no facts to favor this 
theory, on the other hand the very re- 
lation which exists between tlie orchid 
and the moth seems to be desigtied for 
the express purpose of suppressing any 
such individual peculiarities and main- 
taining an average which shall preserve 
a uniform relation to the correlated moth. 

The law of variation in individuals is 
universal, no two human beings are pre- 
cisely alike; could we carry our observa- 
tions far enough we could say the same 
of every living tiling. Science is unable 
to determine tlie cause of this variation. 
Tlie fact we recognize as applied to in- 
dividuals. But does there not appear to 
be a purpose to limit this variation to in- 
dividuals? There are indeed numerous 
eases where individual traits have been 
preserved and developed by artificial se- 
lection with great advantage to man. 
But in these cases we soon reach a limit 
beyond which we cannot pass. And what 
seems to be still more significant, is tlie 
uniform tendency to slip back to the 
average type. “In medio tutissimus ibis.” 
Does it not appear that Nature has pre- 
served a very uniform grade, from the 
earliest dates until tlie present time. 
Wheu we consider the constant tenden 
to variation in individuals is it not rather 
a matter of surprise that there Inis been 
so slight change. 

And we do not limit this observation to 
a period of which we have historic 
record. Tlie fossil remains of a great 
variety of plants and animals show a 
great similarity, and in many cases iden- 
tity in growth with the forms which we 
now have. Fossil specimens of Taxodi- 
um have been found in Spitzbergen, 
Greenland and Alaska, deposited in the 
miocene period, long before the ice- 
period, distinguishable, but very like the 
common cypress of Florida. This tree, 
which once occupied the Arctic regions of 
Europe and America, but is now limited 
to our temperate zone in the United 
States and Mexico, has come down to us 
essentially unchanged from that remote 
past. Numerous other fossil specimens 
from the Arctic regions of America, Asia 
and Japan have been discovered by lleer, 
Dr. Maximowicz, and others, and identi- 
fied, as the Walnut. Liquidamber, Sassa- 
fras, Ndgundo, etc., of our time. The 
late Prof. Gray has given us a most sug- 
gestive history of tlie Redwood tree of 
California, from which I will draw some 
inferences, in conclusion of their paper. 
There are now existing but two species 
ot Redwood, Zequoia gigantsa aud 
Sequoia Semperbriens, and those are 
reduced to very narrow limits by Indian 
tires aud the axe of the white man. But 
these trees of which we have tlie few re- 
maining giant specimens, which arc sup- 
posed to be about 1,000 years old, were 
once abundant upon the Pacific coast. In 
no other part of the globe can any trace 
of thorn be found except in a fossil state. 
But these fossils abound in Iceland, 
Spitzbergen, Greenland, Alaska and also 
in tho Rocky Mountains iu the miocene 
deposits of the testiarv period. So near- 
ly do these fossils correspond witli tlie 
present type that Prof. Gray thinks “we 
may fairly assume that tho two redwoods 
of California are tlie direct, or collateral 
descendants of the two ancient species 
which so closely resemble them." llis 
words are “we must conclude that our 
existing vegetation is a continuation of 
that of the tertiary period.” And after 
citing numerous instances of fossil re- 
mains coi responding to exisling forms, 
lie adds, “Suffice it to say that tlie facts 
justify tlie conclusion which Lcsquuroux, 
a scrupulous investigator, has already an- 
nounced, that “the essential types of our 
actual flora are marked in tlie cretaceous 
period and have coine to us after passing, 
without notable changes, through the 
tertiary formations of our continent.” 
And in its bearing upon the question 
which we have been considering shall 
we not also conclude that the changes 
throughout these long eons have been 
very slight, aud also tliut. if any progress 
has been made, to say the least, it has 
been exceeding slow. Indeed may we 
not go a step further nud say that there 
are indications that no progress was in- 
tended, beyond a useful development of 
the various qualities of tlie uonmil type.

Her subject, "Heredity," was one 
which held the closest attention of her 
audience for over an hour. The lecturer 
said that a century ago this would not 
have been Liken for a subject, but it wa» 
then as now, firmly believed in and had 
been for ages befoi e. 1 be characteristics 
ot nations, of families had been handed 
down from generation to generation, and 
the laws of Heredity were uow being 
discovered anil made plain to the people. 

Every town, every city, every village 
has its owu Heredity. 

We have also heard much about "En- 
rivonmeut.” What does this mean: 1 The 
surroundings, the associations, the in- 
fluences which each one has. But given 
the same environment one child descends 
lower and lower, while another ascends 
to a higher moral plane — Why is this*.’ 

Its explanation is found iu the laws of 
Heredity. There are two great law*, one 
that "like produces like." and the *»ther 
the law of variation, -or the tendeney 
wliich each soul has to be its «*wn tym*. 

The characteristics, the traits of the 
parents are developed in the children. 

Tendencies to disease, whether moral 
or physical, are also transmitted. 

Those tendencies to physical disease 
should be studied by the uaughtei s,that 
as they become the mothers of the race 
they may check them in their children, 
and the elements of medical education 
should also be learned by them, that tin- 
time may come when the physician shall 
not be called in at the least symptom of 
sickness. 

The materialist may say that it is im- 
possible to add an inch to a man’s moral 
statute: but with G**d nothing is impos- 
sible. Moral disease is just as hereditary 
as the physical, and sliouldJl*e as carefully 
guarded against in the education of 
the young. The lecturer brought out 
many scientific and historical facts in 
support of her position, aud her audi- 
ence were able ft* get some idea of tin* 
reason why Mrs. Drake is so popular as 
a lecturer, anil hei services are in such 
demand. The platform was beautifully 
decorated with flowers and plants kitnt- 
ly loaned by Mr. Mansfield, aud at the 
close of the lecture the audience had the 
pleasure i»f listening to a fine piano sob* 
by Miss Mabel Thorpe.

T1IE CITY GOVERNMF.NT. 

T1IK COMMON COUNCIL HAS ONI.V A SHOUT 
MEETING. 

All the members except Councilman 
Hamblen were present at tbe meeting of 
the Common Council, Monday evening. 
President Bnrr in the chair. 

Business from the board of aldermen 
was disposed of in concurrence, without 
debate. 

Councilman Fenno presented the peti- 
tion of K. H. ('ram and others for the 
grading and concreting of their side- 
walks; referred to the Highway commit- 
tee. 

Councilman (hire presented the peti- 
tion ol ( t . Forbes J and others for the 
extension of Freeman street; 'referred to 
the Highway committee. 

Councilman Core presented the peti- 
tion of E. F. Miller ami somo thirty oth- 
ers, for the passage of an ordinance simi- 
lar to the one now in force in Boston, and 
stating that citizens now had no protec- 
tion against being annoyed by barking, 
biting and dangerous dogs, the present 
law giving no power for the suppression 
of such a nuisance. The proposed ordi- 
nance forbids the keeping of dogs that 
disturb the public, and provides for tho 
owner being fined #10 for each offence; 
referred to tho committee on ordinances. 

Councilman Bead presented the peti- 
tion of W. I. Ordway and others, for the 
erection of two street lamps on Gibbs 
street; referred to the street lamp com- 
mittee. 

Councilman Powell presented an order 
for the appropriation of not more than 
$3,000, for the erection of a bell tower in 
Nonantum, and the purchase therefor of 
a bell and strikor; referred to the fire de- 
partment committee. 

Councilman Wiswall presented an or- 
der from the water board, providing for 
the laying of 680 feet of six-inch pipe on 
Murray street, to cost $004 ; 240 feet of 
six-inch pipe on a private way off Hun- 
newell avenue. Ward 7, at a cost of $310; 
265 feet of pipe on Grasmere street, 
Ward 7. at a cost of $358; 530 feet on a 
private way off Hancock street, Ward 4, 
to cost $095 ; the total cost being $2,167, 
and to be charged to the water construc- 
tion account; passed. 

Councilman Head presented an order 
appropriating $400 for the purchase and 
planting of trees in the various wards of 
the city, to be expended by the Park 
Committee, and charged to the appropri- 
ation for parks and squares; passed. 

The council then adjourned. 

Pancakes iu Variety. 

On cold winter mornings paucakes of

The rice is cooked until perfectly soft, 
drained dry, mashed with a spoon until 
the grains are well broken up. For each 
cupful of rice take two eggs, oue pint of 
milk, one heaping teaspoonful ot Royal 
Baking Powder, one half teaspoonful of 
salt, and flour enough to make a thin 
batter. 

For hominy cakes take two cupfuls of 
cooked hominy, and crush it with a po- 
tato masher until it is a smooth mass 
Add oue level teaspoonful of salt, two 
teaspoonfuls of Royal Baking Powder, 
and one cupful of flour.

Very delicate ami delicious cakes are 
marie by allowing two teaspooufuls of 
Royal Baking Powder and one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt to one quart of milk, 
and sufficient corn meal, mixing all into 
a smooth, thin hatter; no eggs or butter 
are used for these.

A very delicious, sweet pancake is 
made by taking one pint of sweet milk, 
four eggs, two tablespoonfuls of pow- 
dered sugar, two tablespoonfuls of melt- 
ed butter, one teaspoonful of Royal Bak- 
ing Powder, and flour enough to make a 
moderately thin batter. Beat the eggs, 
whites and yelks separately, until well 
frothed, stir the butter, sugar, ami one 
cupful of flour, into which the baking 
powder has been mixed, into the yelks; 
then add the milk. If needed, add more 
flour. Bake in small cakes, butter each 
one as it comes from the tire, place four 
iu a pile, with very thin layers of any 
kind of sweet jelly between, and pow- 
dered sugar over the top. They should 
be baked very thin and four served to 
each person.

Editor of the Graphic: 

Your correspondent of laRt week tells 
no more than tho truth about. tho wingod 
post. But is it increasing? Many say 
that our severe winters destroy more of 
those non-immigrating birds than oven 
their marvellous fecundity can replace. 
One thing is sure, that in many localities 
where they abound during one season, 
they are seen in far less numbors, or 
hardly at all the next. 

I suspect that if they drive away our 
native birds, such species as tho bluo- 
bird, the peweo or Phoebe bird, the 
wren, tho martin, and such as like to 
Imild in the vines attached to the house, 
or in bird boxes, and under roofs and 
eaves of contiguous out-houses, are the 
principal sufferers. For tho English 
sparrow must have a solid support for 
the loose, lion-cohesive materials of its 
nest, and will therefore wage tierce bat- 
tle with the blue-bird ami martin for the 
possession of a nest box. Our own blue- 
bird is no non-resistant, and very often 
bravely withstands the attacks of a horde 
of sparrows until they are tired of hard 
knocks. 

The sparrow is filthy, noisy, pugna- 
cious, and rather grauivorous than in- 
sectivorous. But it is a pest that I do 
not look to see abolished by any sporadic 
efforts, and it is questionable whether a 
lot of boys furnished with guns and al- 
lowed to shoot at will, might not be a 
worse nuisance. Most any kind of a bird 
would be a target, and the noise would at 
least drive away our songsters. To get 
rid of the sparrow, some organized effort 
should be made by towns, counties, 
states, or better yet — by the whole coun- 
try. A bounty and a system would do 
the business. 

But with all his sins, I do not believe 
the English sparrow is but partially res- 
ponsible for the lessening numbers of 
our song birds. The biped purveyors 
for the milliners, who mouse along the 
highways and by-ways, and with guns 
that make but little noise, shoot and bag 
every dear little fellow that comes with- 
in their reach, are the ones who are 

g uilty. If such fellows can get their 
read and butter in no other way, it 
would be better for them to be fed at 
the public expense. Then there are ad- 
ults, as well as boys and girls, who have 
a mania for collecting eggs. Last sum- 
mer I heard a boy of fourteen telling an- 
other near the same age that he had a 
hawk’s egg. He said it cost him 150 rob- 
in and song-sparrow’s eggs. The wonder 
is not that we have a few, but that we 
have any songsters. 

Such an eminent scientist as Professor 
Hargen, superintendent of the museum 
of comparative zoology at Cambridge, 
defends the sparrow, and claims that it 
is insectivorous, very industrious, and 
eminently beneficial. It can take care 
of itself. I have seen one watch a robin 

E ull an earthworm from the ground, and 
efore the red breast had time to fix the 
wriggler firmly in its bill, the sparrow 
darted out, seized the worm, and bore it 
away, leaving “the robin, poor thing,” 
dazed by the impudence of the trick.

The Late William F. Sherwin. 

Newton. April 24tli, 1888. 

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

Kindly permit me through the columns 
of your paper, to add my testimony to 
that which has already been given, in re 
gard to the Christian character and mu- 
sical abilities of the late Prof. William F. 
Sherwin. I formed an intimate acquain- 
tance with him in the spring of 1887, and 
have enjoyed his warm friendship and 
personal interest ever since. Soon after 
the introduction of tiro Oratorio of “Em- 
manuel,” in Newton, in March and April 
of the same year, he became deeply in- 
terested in the work, and under his di- 
rection produced it at the convention of 
the N. K. Chautauqua Assembly, held at 
South Framingham, in July following, 
by a chorus of 250 voices, orchestra and 
soloists. Through his kind efforts the 
oratorio has since been brought out by 
choral societies iu different parts of the 
country. Mr. Sherwin was also a composer 
of church music of an exceptionally pure 
and devotional character. Many of his 
hymn-tunes are in extensive use at pres- 
ent time, and iu my judgment will be 
bunded down. Among the most famii 
iar are the following: “Grander tlian # 
Ocean’s Story;” “Day is dying in the 
West;” “Life has many a pleasant hour ;” 

| “Hark! hark! my Soul;” “Christ for 
| ihe world we sing;” “Savior who died for 
| me;” “More love to Thee, <) Christ;” 

| “Break thou tho Bread of Life.” 
i From the biographical sketch iu the 
l Congrugatioualist, April 19th; I clip the 
j following: 

I “One whoso songs and words have 
gladdened multitudes of hearts, has heeil 
removed by death, at his home in Kox- 
bury. April 14th. A native of Bucklund, 
Mass., he has devoted himself almost 
entirely to the musical profession, in 
which as a teacher, a conductor of choirs, 
an editor and author of church and Sun- 
day school books, lie has done faithful 
work. Portions of his life were spent iu 
Albany, Cincinnati and New York, 
j where he was in the employ of Biglow 
A Main; but for the last two years he has 
been an instructor and driller of choruses 
in the N. E. Conservatory of Music. He 
was almost as well known to attendants 
at the Chautauqua Assemblies as Dr. 
Vincent himself, being the musical di- 
rector there since its start iu 1874, while 
in a sinilar position at the Kansas, Ne- 
braska, New England and other assem- 
blies, he has won hosts of friends. Iu 
each of these places he used to lead the 
morning prayer meetings which were 
t crowded. His keen Yankee common 
sense, his quick wit, his bluff, hearty 
ways, and his warm, tender heart, com- 
bined to make a character of strong in- 
dividuality. He was a welcome speaker 
at almost any gathering and while ad 
dressing an audience in Lowell, three 
months ago, the break down came, from 
which he never really recovered. Age 


PENN ANB THE QUAKERS. 

SOME points in tiie history ok a fa- 
mous sect. 

Rev. I)r. Shinn gave the third iu his 
course of lectures on “Some Noted Ro- 
ligious Movements of Modorn Times” at 
Grace church, Sunday evening, his sub- 
ject being “Penn and tho Quakers.” He 
began by giving an account of one of the 
silent meetings of tho Society of Friends, 
describing the simplicity and beauty of 
their lives. He spoke of them as a com- 
pany of intelligent and sweet-tempered 
people, who seemed to live curiously 
apart from the rush and flow of modern 
life. This pictvro of tho Quakers at 
their best was contrasted with a picture 
of tho origin of tho sect in tho 17th oon- 
turyjwhen the Puritans were started from 
thoir dreams that tho millennium was 
dawninglbytlio spectacle of men andjwom- 
cn rushing through the land as prophets 
of woe, condemning even Puritan preach- 
ers and magistrates and calling all men 
to repentance. Great was tho surprise 
of those who thought so highly of their 
own sanctity when thus rudely rebuked 
ami warned by these vagrant ascetics. 
Primitive Quakerism was a very unlove- 
ly thi ig. It was a product of a soil from 
which sprang many strange plants. No 
contrast could be greater than that be- 
tween the gentle, polished, well-to do 
people whom one meets today in New- 
port and Philadelphia and the brawling 
mon and women who went through the 
streets of England in the days of the com- 
monwealth, calling upon the saints to 
give up their “showish” garments, to 
dismiss their hireling ministers and to 
repent and turn from their bondage to 
this world. The primitive Quaker was a 
noisy troublesome fellow*; his modern de- 
scendant is gentle and quiet. The prim- 
itive Quaker trembled as he drank water 
and quaked when he ate bread; his de- 
scendant loads his tablo with all manner 
of good things, and gives God thanks 
for them all. The man who became 
'most influential in bringing about a 
change from the crudity of the early be- 
liefs of the Quakers to a better system, 
who gave respectability to a once de- 
spised sect and brought it into favorable 
notice, who helped tone down its absurd- 
ities, and the man who was himself one 
of the best exponents of what he thought 
Quakerism might become for others, was 
William Penn. 

Here the lecturer gave a brief sketch 
of the life of Penn, of his being attracted 
while a student at Oxford, by ihe preach- 
ing of Thomas Lee, a Quaker, who held 
meetings near by. Penn’s father tried to 
counteract the influences of these new 
principles which tho young man had im- 
bibed, first by flogging him, tlion by 
Bonding him to Paris and then to Ireland, 
and finally refusing to allow him any 
money for his sppport. But it was all in 
vain, for the young man went only the 
more deeply into the affairs of the de- 
spised sect, and finally became a travel- 
ling exhorter and a writer of tracts and 
books in defence of the Quakers. Upon 
his father’s death he inherited his estate 
and tbe claim upon tho government for 
services rendered as admiral by his fath- 
er, which claim was subsequently dis- 
charged by grant of land on these 
shores of what became the stato of 1 e m- 
sylvatiia. 

The religious views of tho Quakers, as 
gathered from Penn’s writings, were 
sumrred up jinder four heads; First, the 
inner light, which is Christ, is tho only 
safe guide; second, true worship is the 
operation of the spirit and truth within 
a man; third, the precepts of Christ must 
be accepted literally; fourth, testimony 
must be borne against the corruptions 
of goverment and society. 

The lecturer claimed that the mission 
of the Quakers seemed to bo to emphasize 
the purpose of Christianity, to teach men 
to be brotherly and to live in peace. In 
conclusion, he said that the Quakers, 
whatever their unpromising origin and 
the errors of their present belief, have 
ever stood in favor of equal rights and 
broherly kind ness. No man could 
buy his way among them or gain their 
applause by any vulgar display of wealth. 
They rated mon for what they were, and 
not for what they had. They were the 
pioneer opponents jof slavery in this 
country, and in favor of toleration for 
all forms of religion. Integrity in busi- 
ness and simplicity and sincerity of life 
have been the traits which have adorned 
many of them and made their names 
worthy of honor.

The English Sparrows. 

To the Editor or the NRWTON Obapiho: 

I was greatly shocked to sco the com- 
munication in your last paper rotating to 
English sparrows. I am unwilling to be- 
lieve that, as a matter of fact, any intol- 
igent person within the limits of our 
city, would deliberately givo poisoned 
food to the birds. Can ho remember the 
dovestation the dreaded cankcrworm used

last full moon the dismantled palace 
•was draped with a mantle of snow, and 
was a raro sight. When the palaco was 
complete it was nealy two hundred feet 
square, with a tower one hundred and 
twenty feet in liuight, and fifty feet in di- 
ameter. It is located in a very handsome 
park in the central part of the city. The 
soft April skies have brought the melted 
snows of the rogions north of this city to 
the embrace of the “father of waters,” 
and in consequence, tho bottom lands on 
the western bank of tho river aro sub- 
merged, aud much discomfort prevails 
among tho two hundred famil'ios who 
havo pitched tents or Bought quarters on 
higher ground. It is expected that fit 
the next session of tho Legislature, ac- 
tion will bo taken, and a leyeo con- 
structed, which will prevent such an In- 
undation. No such volume of water has 
been hero since 1881. Tho rush of water 
is principally from tho Minnesota river, 
which enters the Mississippi, near Fort 
Snelling, between the cities of Minneapo- 
lis and St. Paul. The waters of tho Up- 
per Mississippi, so called here, do not 
come down until June. 

Arbor Day— We arc now anticipating 
this holiday, which will occur on Satur- 
day, April 28, says Governor McGill in 
his proclamation, “The result of a gonor- 
al observance, year after year, of this 
custom will iu tho course of a few years, 
not only enhance tho value of property, 
but greatly add to tho beauty and attrac- 
tiveness of our state. The preservation 
or perpetuation of our forests and the 
growing of timber where none now ex- 
ists, aro matters of real public concern 
and importance. An increase of forests 
would give an increase of rainfall, thus 
benetitting the farming and agricultural 
interests of tho state. Without protec- 
tion the prairie homo is exposed to the 
scorching heat of tho summer sun and 
tho blasts of the winter storm . From 
considerations of utility, beauty, comfort 
and health, as well as a commendable 
pride in our state, I would urge tho ob- 
servance of the day herein named as Ar- 
bor Day, and I invite the co-operation of 
all good citizens to secure its general ob- 
servance in the manner suggested.” 

The city of St. Paul has its streets 
well lined with shade trees, and has sev- 
eral shady parks, with fountains, but 
among these are very few evergreens, 
which are so ornamental in a winter 
landscape. It is said that they do not 
thrive in this soil. There is nothing in 
all Massachusetts which would add so 
much to the beauty of Minnesota as a 
good stock of such a rich growth of 
young Norway spruces, Nordmauu lirs 
and Arbor-vitae as one sees in Mr. Henry 
Ross’ nursery at Newton. 

Among the appropriate and beautiful 
uses of Arbor Day is the planting of trees 
by the school children in honor of emi- 
nent persons, such as occurred last week 
in Decatur, Illinois, where in the 
grounds of one of the pnblic school 
buildings tho pupils planted a tree in 
memorial of one whom the young people 
of this country have especial reason to 
remember with affection and gratitude— 
Miss Louisa M. Alcott, tho friend of all 
“Little Men and Women,” 

We hear, through a friend, of the “Tree 
Claim” law in Dakota, which requires 
every one taking up a claim to bo able 
to show at the end of eight years a growth 
of a certain number of trees at a certain 
height. The farmer fullils the law by 
planting the seed of tho cotton wood tree 
and some other hardy variety native to 
the soil, during the first year of their oc- 
cupation, then by transplanting in the 
second or third year, they have a Hue 
growth in eight years. 

Trees aro so scarce in some parts of tho 
prairies, that it is said that the schools 
contain many pupils who have never seen 
a tree. and are taught about arboriculture 
as a part of botany, with illustrations. 

Petrified wood is found in Apache 
countv, Arizona Territory, in gulches of 
ashes near extinct volcanoes. It is known 
to tho world us Chalcedony, or Agatized 
wood. This wonderful production is 
now being given to tho world by tho 
Drake Company of St. Paul. The Chal- 
cedony is brought from Arizona to their 
works at Sioux Falls, Dakota, where by 
costly machinery it is cut and polished 
and shipped to Tiffany & Co., New York, 
where it is used for clock cases, mantels, 
vases, table tops, otc. Chalcedony must 
bo seen to bo appreciated. It is extreme- 
ly beautiful, being of wood turned to 
agate, the colors are exquisite and deli- 
cately inlaid, this is nature’s incompara- 
ble handiwork. The colors were uroba- i 
Iffy imported by infiltration down the sap 
lines from the tops of tho trees. Those j 
trees were probably Redwood, Norfolk ;

Many very line 
specimens are exhibited here; these* aro 1 
of great value on account of the large 
outlay made in securing the material, tho 
long distauco of transportation, and the 
great expense of cutting and polishing. 

To Mr. James Haines Drake of the 
Drake Company, St. Paul, is largely due 
the honor of bringing from nature’s hid- 
den treasure house, this trophy for the 
service of art aud commerce. Mr. Drake 
is both enthusiastic and practical, and 
has been indefatigable in perfecting 
this rare product. Associated with Mr. 
Drake is Mr. Charles Baker, a brother of 
Mrs. Drake, who aro members of the 
Deacon Griggs family of Brookline, as is 
also Mrs. Baker, who is a daughter of 
Deacon 11. S. Chase of Chester square, 
Boston. Tho new Noi th-wost, which is 
ever beckoning for help to her older sis- 
ters, may well return thanks, for such 
gifts, to the old Bay State. 

Here we hear many speak of “going 
west.” One day last week tho Northern 
Pacific train out of St. Paul had five emi- 
grant sleepers all filled with passengers; 
about two hundred of these were destined 
to Spokane Falls, W. T-, and farther 
west. Tho next day a party of fifty-six 
arrived from Kansas City and St. Louis, 
going west. The earnings of the North- 
ern Pacific for the month of March, com- 
pared with tho same period last year, 
show a very large increase. In passen- 
ger earnings the astonishing increase of 
forty-seven per cent, indicates tho im- 
mense stream of immigrants facing west- 
ward.

and the summer boforo how freshj and 
green the trees were in Juno, scarcely 
showing a sign of blight? Well, much of 
tho credit of this agreeable change is duo 
to these same sparrows, which, all, winter 
long, in the'abscnco of othor birds, aro 
driven to search for insects* eggs upon 
tho treos^for food. 

But wo are told that they drive away 
our American song-birds. There is no 
evidotico for this, and tho assertion is 
not at all reasonable. It is quite true 
that robins and orioles aro becoming 
scarcer in the thickly-sottlcd portions of 
our city year by year, although I had 
botli in my yard the last season. But it 
is civilization, and not the sparrow which 
causes their retreat. 

“Defiling every window blind,” so tho 
indictment runs. Now I havo lived in 
Newton a good many years, and never 
yet has a window blind of mine been de- 
filed by tho sparrows. Do the intelligent 
birds single mo out for special favor? 

If your correspondent really wishes to 
havo “sparrow on toast for every break- 
fast,” I know of no law, human or divine, 
why ho should not. But ho should get 
his birds in a respectablo and merciful 
manner, and not by poisoning. That 
method will not be found popular. If 
bo uses his gun (for I havo no doubt he 
keeps one) he will get a good deal of real 
healthy exorcise as well as his birds be- 
fore his task is completed. 

For my part, I lovo tlieso English spar- 
rows in common with all birds. They 
harm me not, and I remember tho gooci 
work they have done aud are doing, year 
after year. They are tho only birds that 
do not turn their hacks upon us in tho 
winter. Thoycome around my house in 
cold weather, when tho snow lies deep 
upon tho grouud, asking for food; and 
they are sure to get it. When a neigh- 
bor of mine, under such circumstaucos, 
can find it in his heart to poison them, 1 
do not wish to know it. I could nover 
look with complacency upon him again.

NEWTON HONORED. 


Newton was honored in a marked de- 
cree at the State convention, three New- 
ton men receiving prominent offices: 
Mr. Isaac T. Burr, vice president at 
large; Mr. W. E. Sheldon, county vice 
president, and Mr. C. B. Coffin secretary. 
With so many men to choose from, the 
choice reflected credit on the good sense of 
the convention. The houor to Mr. Burr 
showed the people of this congressional 
district what his reputation is in the 
State, and he just escaped being elocted 
as an alternate delegate to Chicago, on 
account of the clamor of western men for 
representation. Mr. Chester of Brook- 
line introduced Mr. Burr's name with the 
following significant speech: 

“ I believe that the Republicans of 
Massachusetts demand that none but the 
best men should ho sent to Chicago. I 
believe that they demand also a repre- 
sentative man, one that is well known in 
business and in the moneyed circles. I 
move, sir, as a substitute, the name of 
Isaac T. Burr of Newton.” 

The best thing about this brief speech 
is its truth, and it enforces the statement 
that Mr. Burr is one of the best candi- 
dates to select as one of the two district 
delegates. The movement in his favor 
was entirely spontaneous, and the fact 
that he lias the support of the majority 
of the Newton delegates is not due to 
any wire-pulling or log-rolling, but simply 
to a recognition of the fact that Massa- 
chusetts should send her best men to 
Chicago, men who will represent the best 
sentiment of the people. 

The politicians have already a strong 
representation on the State delegation, 
and there should be some one to repre- 
sent the business men and the intelligent 
voters, some one whose sound judgment 
and common sense can he relied upon at 
the convention. It is high time to recall 
the days when a Boutwell, or Wilson, or 
.Sumner, or Andrew, or Robinson, were 
thought none too good to represent this 
commonwealth at a national convention, 
and to nominate delegates who will rep- 
resent the best days of the Republican 
party. Mr. Burr has not sought the nom- 
ination, has not asked for the vote of a 
single man, and it is well to nominate 
such a man once in a while, to prove the 
wisdom of the half-forgotten theory that 
"the office should seek the man,” and 
not the reverse, as is too often the ciise 
in these days. No one can say a word 
agaiust Mr. Burr's loyalty to his party, 
or the soundness of his Republicanism, 
and such men will be needed at Chicago.

ILLEGAL LIQUOR SELLING. 

The Boston Record has evidently prof- 
ited by its reading of the Graphic, and 
it has the grace to seem ashamed of its 
sensational article on the Nonantum rum 
shops. It has found out that the city 
solicitor has nothing to do with the pros- 
ecution of liquor sellers, and it has other- 
wise improved upon its former ideas. It 
now' flunks, however, that the city mar- 
shal and the police judge could enforce 
the law if they wanted to, and it advises 
them to look to other towns where such 
work has been done. It gives no names, 
for the simple reason that there is not 
town in the State, with the class of peo- 
ple found in Nonantum, whero a no-li- 
cense law is or can be strictly on forced, 
The most that can bedoue is to drive the 
evil into hack-alleys and out of the way 
places, and that is just what is done here 
in Newton. 

As soon as a kitchen-bar-room becomes 
known, the police watch their opportu 
nity and put an end to the traffic for the 
time being. There is no public sale of 
rum as would have been inferred from 
the Record’s sensational article, which 
only did harm instead of good. Its at- 
tempt to slur the Newton police and 
Judge Park, merely for the sake of sell- 
ing a few extra papers, is rather small 
business, and the Record owes them and 
the city of Newton an apology.

Tho 
taste for Mr. Blaine is evidently an ac- 
quired one. like that for tobacco, but 
when once it is fully acquired nothing 
else seems to answer the purpose. Mr. 
Blaine himself has said that it would be 
foolish to nominate him again, and re- 
fused the nomination in advance, but his 
followers appear to regard this as not 
meant to l»e taken in earnest. This de- 
votion to him is all tho more curious 
when the past political history of the 
State is recalled..

RKV. OKOItOK «. PHIPPS* COMMENTS ON 
TIIK HKIIMON8 OK HKV. MR, TITtJH. 

[From ft Kant Day snrtnon at Newton Highland*, 
April 6, 1HK8.) 

Teat, I Jn., “Wo know that wo are of 

God, K nd tlin wliolo world Both In the Evil One." 

After roforonco to signs of tho prevail- 
ing spirit of worldlinoss in tho church, an 
examined ami pronounced upon by tho 
Kov. Mr. Titus in "Thoughts on Chris- 
tianity.” recently published in tho 
Graphic, signs such ns tho Jewish priest 
of old wan wont to condemn in senrcli of 
loprony discovered in a house, not tho 
roal plague, but “signs” of its existence, 
tho Christian church was thus defined: 

This alono stands as tho organized form 
of the recognized contest with tho prob- 
lem of evil which touches all hearts and 
lands, as a regiment or army in camp or 
field represents to the eye, in material 
form, tho spirit and antagonism of a 
nation, which has marshalled and 
oquinped it. The Christian church, as a 
body, is not tho real spiritual life in tho 
world, any more than a scarlet uniformed 
rank of soldiers is the nation’s desire for 
settlement of contested claims. “Wo 
are of God,” wo of the church member- 
ship, does tho apostlo mean? Or we who 
ossess the spirit df God, and have his 
fo developing in us, who have tho 
tho life itself, irrespective ,of out- 
ward ordinances kopt, outward ac- 
tions and activities pursued. Theso 
indeed connoctwith that life, hut are not 
itself, are, indeed, in groat part “of the 
world,” so called, as the more uniform 
of a red coat is not as a coat, essentially 
different from other coats made by a 
tailor. 

Christ and Ilis apostles said very little 
about the church and ordinances of it; 
said almost everything that was said, a 
full New Testament of it, about the “Wo 
that are of God,” tho true partakers of 
spiritual life, and about that life itself. 

What a censure upon many of us, indi- 
rectly, who incline to make the perform- 
ance of religious ceremonies accurately, 
faithfully, our religion, whether in 
Catholic or Kvangelical sects, who may 
make even “the outward going about 
to do good,” our entire substnneo of 
practical roligion, what a censure upon 
us, that the apoRtie in enumerating tho 
fruits of the Spirit, does not name a 
single action, not one expressive deed of 
righteousness, but as Rev. Dr. Goulbourn 
defines thorn, “meroly a series of tem- 
pers,” love, joy, peace, long-suffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
vemperance. 

Is the church of tq-day sotting these 
“tempers” above all price in its estima- 
tion's rubies out value roadside pobbics? 

The Rev. Mr. Titus, wit. drawing from 
organized churches, and giving con- 
scientious reasons for tho step, says in 
effect “No; the modern church is coming 
to bo a World Association.” 

Out of the number of its disciples on 
the list, already it has become impossible 
to separate tho idolater, the covetous, 
tho hypocrite, the unforgiving, or tho 
many whose selfishness in myriad forms 
still shines on as spark of glow-worm in 
tho dark, while thoir “virtues” remain 
without light from the true source in 
Christ. Church membership which 
ought to moan the membership of “holy 
ones,” is itself coming to bo more and 
more organized on tho world principle, 
that is, the selfish principle; seeking to 
be great in itsolf, to have world-power 
and tine outward equipment, with an 
orator or man of prominence for leader, 
with a pulpit of rosewood, or olive im- 
ported from tho Holy Land, and pews 
full of the rich, whose liveried equip- 
ages stand outside of a door as impossi- 
ble for thoir drivers to enter, for such ex- 
pensive worship, as Christ said it was for 
a rich man to enter the kingdom at all. 

This style of church, therefore, is not 
the Christ church, and no genuine New 
Testament ideal of a church in any sense. 

“Where would Jesus go to church if he 
lived in Newton?” is Mr. Titus’ plain 
question, Newton being in nowise dif- 
ferent from the usual city and town of 
this period. 

And if there is no church of Christ 
here, why should conscience allow any 
sincere heart, like Mr. Titus, to work 
longer in its world-corrupted service? 

This question our good brother 
answers bv withdrawing, literally; and 
at length we read his careful explanations 
as he resigns his pastorate. 

Now* in the spirit of his complaint 
shall wo not find truth? some truth say? 
Too clear it is to all eyes, that in many 
respects tho church is not ablaze with 
"lights of truth and sincerity;” its mem- 
bership “thoroughly consecrated,” or 
“girded with humility to servo one an- 
other,” to use Mr. Titus’ unique expres- 
sion. 

Nor is the readiness of the individual 
Christian to “sell out.” rather than he 
denied the privilege of aiding a poverty 
stricken brother us apparent as eagerness 
for riso in the value of laud or stocks is 
apparent, or desire for a Hue lawn and a 
house furnished with all modern con- 
veniences. 

These tilings shown to the eye, can be 
seen and easily commented upon, too, by 
the hypercritical at least. Is it equally 
a fact, however, that true virtues 
of tho heart, tho roal inward piety of a 
man, tho “series of tempers” called 
fruits of tho Spirit, can also be seen as 
readily? Kvon where they certainly ex- 
ist. And therefore, may not even Mr. 
Titus himself be somewhat less able to 
judgo fairly of conscientiousness in 
churches, than the Master would judge, 
“knowing all men aud needing not that 
any testify of man?” 

That tho outward condition is quite 
often no roal criterion of character, has 
been apparent in all centuries; since 
oftentimes a Lady Huntington, heiress 
of wealth and position, living in refined 
surroundings and with delicate accom- 
plishments, has in the spirit of Jesus, 
proved far more humble and loving, than 
many a toiling digger in her own gardens, 
poor in heart as in pocket, too proud and 
too covetous oven to accept the true 
riches, or beg for forgiveness at mercy’s 
gato. 

It lias not always in history been the 
dives who was unfit for heaven, and the 
beggar who reposed in Abraham’s bosom, 
nay, often the reverse has been true. 
Anil even the prnyer of Agur suggests, 
in it “lest 1 be poor, and steal, and take 
the name of my God in vain,” that it is 
not necessarily helpful to piety to he 
without cash. 

1’ossibly our beloved church critic, 
sincere as he is, has forgotten l’aul’s in- 
junction to early Christians, some of 
whom it would seem, wore rapidly be- 
coming too sentimental and ideal in their 
religious lifo.to attend to everyday duties 
in shot) and home, hut thought commu- 
nity of goods would care for them suf- 
ficiently, till the Lord’s speedy coining, 
then expected, — l’aul’s word to such, 
when he exhorted them still to attend 
eaoh one to his own legitimate business, 
as he to his tent-making and needle, and 
"to work with thoir own hands,” but to 
what cud, notice, “That ye may walk 
honestly toward them that are without,” 


fthat is, without tho church, and not got 
convortud,) “honestly,” to pay all debts, 
that is, and, still farther, "that yo may 
have need of nothing.” 

“Need of nothing” is a competence in 
life, ability to supply all reasonable 
wants. Now owning a piano may ho a 
quite reasonable want, in a Christian 
father’s home of daughters, say, indeed 
quito as reasonable as tho owning a 
carryall to drive tho family to church In, 
might have seemed in rural districts of 
Now Kngland fifty years ago. Then tho 
long row of horse-sheds was likewise as 
reasonable an expense in building as a 
Sunday School room is for churches, how 
HO longer requiring horso-sheds by the 
half acre. And the piano, in some sense, 
is a fair type and representative of the 
innumerable improvements and so-called 
"luxuries” too, that the present ago finds 
“needful” to its most happy and useful 
condition. 

Certainly Paul’s exhortation to labor 
and to so labor at something profitable, 
that each Christian family would bo com- 
fortably well off, aud as lio says, “in need 
of nothing,” can hardly bo reckoned as 
evidence that ho expected all other 
Christians to bo like himself, “naked, 
buff of, ted. with no certain dwelling- 
place, (which they wore to obtain, if “in 
need of nothing,” surely,) “often in 
hunger and thirst, and made tho off- 
scouring of all things” as ho graphically 
depicts. 

True, it was his own uarucst love to 
Christ that led him to such self-denying 
services. And other Christians may well 
emulate his work, his spirit, and his high 
reward. But is that tho only or the 
necessary Christian standard? In out- 
ward things, too, seeing wo cannot judge 
of hearts and motives, always? Is the 
church of to-day more really “lying in 
the evil one,” with the world, because 
her membership live in better houses 
and frequent more commodious meeting 
houses, than Paul ever saw used for any- 
thing other than idol temples? 

We are not propared to reply negative- 
ly, oven to Mr. Titus’ question, “Are you 
altogether sure that this church building 
is an advantage to Christ’s cause in the 
world?” 

For it is but a sign of tho times, Christ 
times, times of the new dispensation, 
that at length noble spires of sanctuaries 
tower, where once would have boon soon 
pagodas, altars, temples, to nameless and 
shameless gods, crowded with worship- 
pers. 

Yes, it may bo, that the “world spirit” 
gets into church building committees, 
and darkens tho true light from the pul- 
pits with thick stained glass and over- 
crowded ornaments. But to leave the 
church itself, because of it, and to at- 
tempt to form- another, that if ideals are 
correct, can never have ovor twenty mem- 
bers, (as Mr. Titus intimates), then to 
meot only in private dwelling houses, be- 
cause forsooth, early Christiana had the 
“church in a house,” is a forlorn con- 
clusion, suroly. Where else could they 
have met? 

So also did they “wander in sheep 
skins and goat skins, in dens and caves 
of the earth.” But was it not' rather an 
incident of their exposures through their 
faith, than of their desire or expectation 
that Christians to the end of time should 
be their imitators in anything but spirit 
and life? 

A select church, assembling in a literal 
house, might justas easily be soon rent hi 
twain by opinion, whether A’s or B’s 
parlor for worshiping in was plain enough 
to meet the exigency, as the church in a 
cathedral might divide with wrangling 
over the proper pitch aud emphasis with 
which to intone tho gospels of Mark or 
John. 

Somehow, all outward environment, 
what it may bo or might be, bears but 
slightly upon tho facts of the case as to 
the world spirit in the Christian church. 
It gives intimations. Yes, yet even these 
may be read, as we easily see, in a false, 
discoloring light. 

We fail to see that Christ, who told the 
Young Ruler to “sell that ho had, and 
give alms,” (that he might discover to 
him what spirit he was of,) ever con- 
demned Peter for retaining a house in 
Capernaum, or the affectionate John for 
still possessing a home of his own up to 
the hour of the crucifixion, and to which 
he could then conduct the mother of 
Jesus as tendorly as if sho had been his 
own mother. Surely all wore not told to 
“sell that they had.” 

And if we aro to judgo of tho duty of 
still working in, and with, aud for, the 
churches, that are filled, indeed too 
often, with signs that tho evil one is not 
yet "cast down in chains,” if wo ask, 
“why not do as Mr. Titus is doing, ami 
withdraw from such churches promptly,” 
do wo not get light upon tho question of 
duty from facts plain to all students of 
tho New Testament, that elders and 
bishops aud apostles did not themselves 
withdraw, when Corinthians went 
drunken from the sacrament, or when a 
Diotrephos loving prc-ominonco tried to 
rule ambitiously, or wlion James discov- 
ered that a man with a gold ring and gay 
clothing came into the assembly and was 
shown to a higher pluco to sit, a pew on 
the broad aisle, this even in that early 
church that had so recently known lint 
the humble Christ himself. 

Whore would Jesus iiave attended 
church in Corinth, in Kphesus, in 
Laodicea, if there is no place for our 
Lord in Newton? Wo strongly surmise 
He would have gone whore there was 
tho greatest need of Him, as when he 
once passed through Samaria. And may 
the time not he far distant when 
lie “must neods pass through” this city, 
also, aud into churches where still as of 
old too many "worship, ye know not 
what,” nor do they know, possibly thoir 
preacher, or their lovely church, not the 
living Christ! 

But to have any church at all, with had 
men in it troubles Mr. Titus. Not alone 
is he either in his troubles, for in every 
age such men occasionally start up, dis- 
couraged with things aud men as thoy 
are, to study anew the old ideals, aud in- 
vent new methods out of them. "A 
church, aud many in it not Christians at 
all.” 

Certainly. Have you forgotten the 
Master's own parable? Have von, refer- 
ring constantly to His words for ideals, 
nevertheless lost sight of his own Hguro 
am] illustration °f the net drawn through 
the sea, aud snaring all kinds of fish, 
sting rays and skates as well as haddock 
and turbot, and not to be sorted, either, 
till the not comes to shore? 

That was the gospel net. The tisli 
caught are *lioso caught into tho church. 
Not the countless schools of tlsh still out- 
side it, in the unseinud ocean of humanity, 
uureached as yet by the gospel. These 
are the prey of the net, the caught ones. 

Vet Mr. Titus presents the unwise 
spectacle of desire and effort to sort the 
tisli, and that while the net still drags 
through the waters afar from land. 

lie is very much disheartened, calls 
himself "discouraged,” because lie cun- 
not more oasily so weave aud draw the 
net that none but positively good tisli 
shall ever get snared in it, or cannot ut 
once be headed to swim out, by other 
cod aud hulihuL themselves, too, who 
Iiave been rightly cantured and are, as 
he thinks, worth the haul. And yet the 
Muster himself, (whom he wishes to fol- 


low,! when his own net had been thrown 
for that first catch of hut twelve apostles, 
found he had one “devil” among them. 
Yet did ho at once elect another disciple 
in Judas’ place? And He had caught 
also an impetuous I’eter, able soon to 
dony* him, with profane oaths; and an 
ambitious pair of brothers, also eager for 
preeminence, hoping to be one on either 
side of Ids throne they expected to see 
sot up. And he had caught tho doubter, 
Thomas, in that net, hard for him, was 
it. as for many a disciple in these ration- 
alistic dayB, to he childlike in believing. 
And one and all of those but twelve 
Galilean fish, (no less than fishermen,) 
were finally to forsake him in his extrem- 
ity, and flee like cowards at very sight of 
their friend under arrest. 

But did tho Master forsake them, to 
thereafter attempt forming and calling an- 
other hand of disciples, to he more true 
aud steadfast? Or, did he not rather 
work on with them, and in time trans- 
form thoir characters into the heavenly 
modol? 

Yet Mr. Titus's high and pure ideal of 
a church is so far superior to the actual 
church of the early days, that he deliber- 
ately proposes to forsake tho church of 
the present; forsake it, and for what? 

For tho culture of a narrow strip of 
wbcat.pure wheat, from which every tare 
shall he at once rooted up on discovery, 
and thrown outside! No matter if but 

I irecious few stalks of wheat will so he 
eft standing in a little clump together; a 
very meagre body, indeed, of a church, 
but “we must keep out tares,” he says; 
"nobody will see that we are the true 
wheat unless we are careful to grow out 
in a corner, here, by ourselves, as tall 
and golden as we can keep, unmixed with 
any who ought to be excommunicated 
for very covetousness, oven, for they are 
only tares; while we, we are the pure 
wheat testimony to the world ; we are of 
God, and the rest all lie in the Evil One.” 

Now, if this is not forgetting the 
teachings of Christ, in parables and 
other wise, what shall we say of it? If 
this is not a one sided view, (beautiful 
ideal of a pure church though it be) then 
what did Christ mean by his teachings, 
as by the net aud tares; and what aid 
apostles mean hy still laboring with and 
for churches HUed with disorders, often 
rebuked, as among the seven churches of 
Asia Minor? 

The principle and act of our good Now- 
ton brother is disintegrative. 

Ho seems, in closing his letters, partly 
to realize himself how impossible it 
would be to long maintain any church, 
even of “two members” on any such 
ideal purity of motive and deed, in this 
sin-venomed atmosphere of earth. 

"1 shall not be surprised if this now 
church consists of but one,— shall be 
happy if it has two or three. Our only 
ambition will he to follow Jesus as best 
wo can.” To follow Jesus — whither? 
Out of His own church! Jesus walked 
with and among liis own imperfect ec- 
clesia. Jesus did not withdraw and 
start another ccclesui, with a Nicodemus 
and a Joseph of Arimatbca, because the 
James and .John and Thomas lie already 
had were sinful still, ambitious and 
sceptical, and others might prove to have 
a less glaring world-spirit and faultiuess. 

In Mr. Titus’s own words, differently ap- 
plied, “JesiUF'tlid nothing so foolish.” 
(Why should we?) 

lie says, "Christ tirst gave a new spirit 
which would gradually control and final- 
ly exterminate thu old sclHsli nature.” 
"finally”— yes, brother, you used tho 
right word; “finally.” Why do you not 
wait for the growth of that to its finally, 
then? Why be a discouraged man aud 
minister; discouraged with the church 
as it is, spots and wrinkles and all, if 
sure of that glorious “finally”? 

Our very work itsolf is to be. in large 
part, not a separating and sorting of fish 
in the net; (that is angel’s work. Christ 
says, and so of gathering out tares;) but 
as men. and not yet angels, we are but to 
help drag along the great net, to catch 
all it may in its ample folds, full though 
it may often get to be of bad characters 
not purified, of inconsistent believers, 
not yet indeed stripped of their "scales” 
of pride, selfishness and worldliness, — 
but caught, and some day to be assorted 
for the everlasting feast, and presented 
without spot or blemish or any such 
thing. 

Has our kind critic of churches, sin- 
cere though lie is, forgotten that the 
Evil One conics sometimes in form of an 
angel of light, professing to impart much 
pure light, that is, and even to interpret 
scripture, to tho conscience, in a way to 
injure the usefulness, if possible, of a 
thoroughly good man? He has done 
this ovor and over, in tho past history of 
the church. 

Tlie noted Dr Payson of Portland 
once said, referring to* personal experi- 
ence. too, that "Satan has temptations 
for tho conscience, also, and when other 
temptations fail, lie makes great use of 
them. Many a poor creature has lie rid- 
den to death, using his conscience as a 
spur !” 

As our brother intimates that not till 
very recently he has ever been willing to 
live up to conscience, the query will 
arise whether be may not now ho in dan- 
ger of being ridden hy it to thu death of 
great usefulness, at least, that he might 
otherwise have had in tho church of 
Christ, if not yielding any farther to this 
morbid pressure, that calls him as lie ! 
thinks, though personal disappointment 
in oltiirch-lifu and experiences, to end 
connection with thorn. Only in a "now 
church on a new basis”can lie, he thinks, 
go on working. 

Ah! but if a church must be formed 
once more, out of the same poor, weak 
humanity, half-suuctified, tempted still, 
imperfect still, still often unwise, opinio- 
nated, injudicious. Christ-healed hut in 
part, not yet caught up even so high as 
to dwell in one of Peter’s choice taber- 
nacles on the Mount, (to say nothing of 
heavenly spheres yet to be attained, how- 
ever through grace) lie will have the 
same experience as of the past, we pre- 
dict, repeated, and in a much more hu- 
miliating, disappointing, heart-breaking 
experiment. 

For the need of yet more thorough re- 
newal lias not yet ceased, in the hearts 
and lives of even the bust of Christians. 

"Wo are of God,” yes, in the begin- 
nings of faith aud beginnings of the 
spirit of life in Christ Jesus. But that 
life in its full beauty and high ideals, as 
suggested in tho New Testament, lies 
yet in the seed, lint germinating beneath 
the sod; or just unfolding a few green 
leaves; or struggling upward amid hosts 
of tares, that almost, hut never will quite 
choke it or destroy it, till "finally” the 
wheat oil the bending stalk is ripe, and 
angels shall cut it to lie borne from thu 
field, when "tares” remain to he burned. 

For "wo aro of God, if any man iiave 
anything of thu Spirit of Christ, wo are 
of God, little children, though wo know 
that tho whole world hutli in the Evil 
Ono.” 

And let us not forsake the church, even 
in its feebleness, believing with all our 
hearts in its having boon redeemed ami 
“called with an holy calling” hy our 
Lord Jesus Christ .

In the May number of the Atlantic 
Monthly Henry James teaches a dramatic 
climax in his search for the "The Aspcrn 
Papers,” which meet a most unexpected 
fate in this issue. The story of "Yone 
Santo, a Child of Japan,” hy E. II. House, 
is continued with undimiiiishcd vigor. 
"Cicero in the Senate,” hy Harriet Wat- 
ers Preston, in an article at once enter- 
taining and instructive. In "The Cava- 
lier,” hy Agnes Kcpplier, a strong side 
light is thrown upon thu character and 
career of Graham of Claverhouse; "Tho 
Emperor William” is the title of a timely 
and intelligent article hy Herbert Tuttle;

dy.” Charles W. Chesnutt shows that the 
ancient superstions of India have found 
lodgment even among the negroes of 
North Carolina; and F'rank Gaylord 
Cook’s thoughtful article on "Reform in 
the celebration of Marriage” forms a log- 
ical supplement to his investigations 
with regard to the historical aspect of 
marriage. In her review of “The Amer- 
ican Philosophical Society.” Anne H. 
Wharton indicates particular reasons 
why we should be grateful to Franklin 
on grounds not heretofore emphasized. 
Olive Thorne Miller writes of a certain 
oriole, in her paper, with the significant 
title “A Discord in Feathers.” The usu- 
al Book Reviews and "Contributors’ 
Club” conclude an excellent number.

rhe small towns of the State remain to 
he provided for. As they cannot help 
themselves in this matter, they must be 
aided by the State. It is plainly the 
duty of the State to furnish all necessary 
aid, as the public schools are State insti- 
tutions, maintained at the command of 
tho State for its preservation, as weil as 
for tho well being of its individual citi- 
zens. As the small towns cannot sup- 
port a superintendent each for itself, this 
must be done by districts made -up of 
several towns united for the purpose. 

The poor quality of the schools in these 
towns, the irregularity and failure in the 
attendance of the children, and the want 
of the school spirit among the people, 
show that no time should be lost in fur- 
nishing all necesssary aid for improve- 
ment. A bill has been introduced into 
the Senate that provides for furnishing 
this aid. The friends of education in all 
parts of the State are expecting this bill 
to pass without much opposition, with- 
out any from the friends of the public 
schools. 

This bill is a permissive one. It sim- 
ply offers aid to those who choose to ac-
